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Funny Papers 

More than ever, the ‘Chronicle" is what people make of it

My writing is just not very funny. 1 I like 
to think that I can be very funny in person, 
but I have no real gift for doing the same 
in print. If anything, I think I come across 
as overly intense and way too serious about 
almost everything. 

The written word and the writer of those 
words are not one and the same. It’s not just 
that, when printed, words take on a life of 
their own but also that writing is not a direct 
transfusion of oneself onto the page, even if 
one, quite foolishly, might have that goal. 

Most writers find a voice with which they 
are comfortable. In some ways, that voice is 
more the directional map and gyroscope of 
one’s writing than of oneself. Not that this 
distancing is intentional, though it can be; 
writing - like painting, making music, danc- 
ing, and the like - involves a set of skills, 
which sometimes is not enough to let one 
realize precisely the end product one is trying 
to achieve. 

John Irving used to say that whenever you 
met writers whose work you really admired, 
you should be somewhat disappointed in 
them as people. His position was that really 
good writers put the best of themselves, in 
almost every way, into their writing. The 
writing, therefore, should be greater than 
the writer. 

I’m not even sure I agree with that state- 
ment, but it at least makes the point very 
clear. 

I really do wish that my writing was funnier. 
I’m not a fan of reading writing that is funny 
for its own sake (humorous essayists, The New 
Yorker s famed stable of wry and witty talents), 
but I do enjoy it when the writing is funny 
in pursuit of a review or in relating a story. 
Calvin Trillin, for instance, knocks me out

with whatever he writes, while some of the 
funniest film criticism I’ve read was authored 
by Elvis Mitchell when he was a film reviewer 
for The New York Times. 

There is something interesting about being 
the editor of this publication as well as a 
columnist. Often, I get lost or left out of the 
equation when people read my work. Some 
imagine it to be an intentionally hateful, 
vicious attack on themselves and their beliefs, 
regardless of the specifics of those beliefs. In 
other words, they tailor my meaning to attack 
or contradict their beliefs. This is not to com- 
plain: I don’t relish the misanthropic role as 
much as I once did, but writers have no way 
of controlling how readers react to them. 
It is not unusual for anyone involved in a 
publication to find that he or she is perceived 
as a character different from him or herself. 
Mostly these characters are created in the 
head of the reader, though some writers have 
intentionally or inadvertently contributed to 
their creations. 

Going back many decades, I remember 
those rare occasions, long before the Chronicle 
came into being, when I would meet socially 
a writer I had been reading. I always imagined 
that he or she had the best life possible - 
had more than enough money, loved being a 
writer, got laid regularly, and in general lived 
the good life. My attitude was the same for 
radio and TV personalities. 

Over time, I would discover that the ter- 
rific late-night deejay I admired, for instance, 
worked only 25 hours a week, earning mini- 
mum wage without benefits. 

Hanging out with comic-book writers and 
artists really drove this point home. Most of 
them, no matter how long they had been at 
it, had to continue working brutal sched- 
ules. Getting paid by the page (at one point, 
maybe $65 a page for art and, on the top 
end, $12-15 for scripts), almost all of them, 
no matter how much work they did for a 


comic-book company, were freelancers rather 
than employees. As contract labor, they got 
no benefits and for the most part did not own 
their creative work. 

When I started spending a lot of time with 
comic-book writer Otto Binder, I found it 
unsettling to realize that essentially he wrote 
every day just to stay solvent - this despite 
having been a writer for more than 30 years 
at that time and a comic-book writer for more 
than 20. At the time, I was oblivious to how 
dire the situation was, not realizing that he 
would have to keep writing to have money to 
live until his death. There was no safety net. 

A classic example of how ingrained such 
misconceptions can be came during one 
of Harvey Pekar’s early appearances on the 
David Letterman show. 

The interview took place shortly after a 
major New York publisher (either Doubleday 
or Ballantine) had put out an anthology of 
stories from Pekar’s American Splendor comic 
books. (Pekar started self-publishing and -dis- 
tributing the comic book in 1976. In 1993, 
having published 16 issues, he began a rela- 
tionship with publisher Dark Horse.) 

According to Pekar, the best some of the 
books ever did was break even, while some 
of them ended up losing money. Going into 
the red for thousands of dollars on his file 
clerk’s salary allowed him very little discre- 
tionary income. 

As long as I’ve known Pekar, he’s always 
been looking for extra work to generate addi- 
tional income. Early on in his run of appear- 
ances on Letterman , I had a hysterical phone 
conversation with him. Talking to Pekar on 
the phone is always entertaining. A beat in 
so many ways, especially regarding word 
choices and tonal rhythms, and a onetime 
serious jazz collector, he is still an extremely 
knowledgeable aficionado who is also widely 
read and erudite, though his language is 
never beholden to the Academy but rather 


is of the street. Pekar swiftly and steadily, 
without pause, pumps out endless run-on 
sentences in an almost whispered voice. This 
time he was complaining that Joyce Brabner, 
his wife, was taking all his clothes to make 
Harvey Pekar dolls, which he did plug for 
sale on Letterman. 

Years later, after an early-morning screening 
of the American Splendor film at Sundance, 
followed by a Q&A with Pekar and Brabner, 
Marge Baumgarten and I went up to say hello. 
Without hesitation, Brabner asked if we had 
any work for Harvey, because they needed the 
income. 

Though he appeared on the show a number 
of times, in general Letterman had no idea 
what to make of Pekar, finally banning him 
after Pekar ran down General Electric. Clearly 
not joking, Letterman was incredulous when 
Pekar claimed he had to keep his job as a clerk 
at the VA hospital to support himself. Making 
in the neighborhood of $15 million a year, 
Letterman - quite honestly and in all sincerity 
- couldn’t imagine that even a minor celebrity 
like Pekar, who had just had a book published 
by a major publisher, wasn’t financially set. 

The Chronicle will celebrate 27 years of 
publishing next month. Many people who 
were either born or moved here have never 
known Austin without the Chronicle. Now 
there are several versions of “me,” and of all of 
us at the paper, floating around, some of them 
regarded quite kindly, some not so kindly. 
There is something inherently interesting 
about how one is perceived when compared 
to how one perceives oneself. 

At this late date, I still find that my all-time 
favorite letter to the Chronicle appeared in the 
12th issue, Feb. 5, 1982: 

“‘Dear’ Whoever, 

“You people have a serious attitude problem! 
By the time I got through your Jan. 22 issue I

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was worn down by your snotty groovier-than- 
thou, ultra-hip, snivelling, fuck-everybody 
attitude.

I couldn’t agree more; I couldn’t agree less. 
Although we didn’t perish, the letter-writer 
should find succor in that continuing to pub- 
lish back then was about the worst punish- 
ment anyone could have inflicted on us. 

Now, all the different perceptions the 
outside world has of the staff, contributors, 
and writers, as well as of the Chronicle itself, 
are crucial to the paper. This is especially 
true of our readers’ views of how we regard 
and conceive of the paper and ourselves 
(including our relationship to our readers 
and the community). 

As I noted above, this perception usually 
does and should have much more to do with 
the readers than with what we do here. The 
staff works almost irrationally hard all the 
time to make the Chronicle as good a paper 
as they can produce. This is not to say any- 
one should love, appreciate, or agree with 
us just because of our intense good inten- 
tions. It is to clarify that the reality in which 
this paper is produced is very different than 
many seem to imagine. 

I’m both more cogent and more frag- 
mented than ever, but that’s always been 
the case. The paper now is so much beyond 
me, beyond anyone - a combination of 
history, perception, intention, time, reality, 
and opinions. 

Sometimes lately I’ve been given to lying 
down, staring at the ceiling, and watching 
the life of this paper flash before my eyes, as 
though authored by its dying breath. Oddly, 
what I find really interests me about that 
long, long voyage is the lack of humor in 
my writing. This is to its detriment; humor 
would certainly add some kind of light and 
freshness to my prose. On the other hand, 
maybe it would prove a spice too pungent 
and aromatic for my unleavened prose. | 
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FORGIONE REVISES HISTORY 

Dear Editor, 

AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione revises 
history when he says “Liberal Arts was not a 
strong academic school. It was starting to lose 
it” [“Just Add Students,” News, August 8]. 

Forgione has conveniently forgotten the suc- 
cessful challenge by Liberal Arts students to the 
district’s unconstitutional practice of assigning a 
portion of the “top 10% ” of the class to students 
who were not in the top 10% at Johnston and LBJ 
High School. AISD’s bizarre policy was a result of 
its efforts to avoid accountability for the education 
of Eastside neighborhood students. To mask the 
performance of nonmagnet program students, 
AISD insisted that the school be unified with 
one principal and one Texas Education Agency 
accountability number, even though many parents 
of neighborhood and magnet program students 
had long advocated two separate programs, with 
separate TEA numbers, under one roof. 

In 2001, three Liberal Arts students chal- 
lenged AISD policy because it violated the 


state’s top 10% law and the federal constitution 
by enabling students ranked below the top 10% 
to secure automatic college admission privileg- 
es. Federal District Judge James Nowlin agreed, 
and ordered AISD to stop the practice. The Fifth 
Circuit also agreed, in Malish v. Austin ISD. 

For Forgione to suggest that the Liberal Arts 
Academy was “not a strong academic school” 
is utterly false. LAA students were among the 
most academically accomplished in AISD. They 
were sent to the Science Academy after AISD 
successfully lobbied the state Legislature to cre- 
ate an exception to the top 10% law for LBJ High 
School. 

And as a direct consequence, exactly five 
years later (the maximum allowable time under 
the Texas Education Code for continued failure 
of performance), Johnston High School was shut 
down by the Commissioner of Education.

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Last week’s article, 
“Committee Approves Bus Fare 
Hike,” mistakenly reported that Capital 
Metro’s 2008 budget projects a profit of 
“more than $30 million.” In fact, according to 
Cap Metro spokesman Adam Shaivitz, that 
number ($33.5 million, to be exact) repre- 
sents Cap Metro’s projected net income prior 
to capital expenses - not profit. There were 
also errors in the article “Cap Metro Driver 
Gets Job Back,” which reported that a harass- 
ing phone call had been traced to Capital 
Metro driver Travis Cornelius’ route. In fact, 
according to Cornelius, he was driving along a 
different route, and the “probable cause” 
against him was not his route, but the state- 
ments of three Cap Metro employees who 
said the phone caller’s voice belonged to 
Cornelius. He was exonerated not because he 
was clocking out 20 miles from the site but 
because, among other things, the federal arbi- 
trator judged the voice-identification testimony 
to be suspect. In addition, the investigation 
was not conducted by the Austin Police 
Department but rather the Travis County 
Sheriff’s Office.

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WHY HAS THE 'CHRONICLE’ CHANGED ITS SIZE? 

Dear Editor, 

I’ve noticed that the size of the paper - the dimensions - has 
physically gotten smaller. Why is that?

[Editor’s and publisher’s reply: The short answer is that daily 
papers are shrinking their sizes, and the Chronicle is printed on their 
presses, so we have to change , too. The longer answer: As of Aug. 1, 
2008, the Chronicle changed printers. After six happy years printing 
at the San Antonio Express-News, we’re equally happy bringing our 
business back to Austin, to the Austin American-Statesman, where 
we printed for nine years before moving to San Antonio. 

The most direct change will be a new paper size: a half-inch 
smaller than our current size, or about five-eighths of an inch of 
image size for a full page. There should be benefits as well - a 
crisper print job on a brand-new press, more color availability, and 
more reliable distribution. 

We’ve changed paper sizes a couple of times before; this is the 
smallest change we’ve made. But we had no real choice in the mat- 
ter; the San Antonio Express-News is changing their press soon - to 
an even smaller size, an inch-and-a-half shorter than our current 
height, a full inch smaller than the Statesman. And there’s no other 
printer in Central Texas who can do a paper of our size.] 

COVER WAS TASTELESS 

Dear Austin Chronicle art director/editor(s) responsible for cover art, 

Last week you ran a beautiful cover image [Aug. 1]. I also think 
it was wildly inappropriate and insensitive. 

Your story: avocados. 

Your image: a naked, nameless, faceless black woman art- 
fully photographed from behind, holding a glistening avocado right 
where her thighs meet. 

If the Chronicle cover consistently depicted black women’s faces 
as well as their bodies because the lead stories were frequently 
about the concerns, activities, and achievements of black women, 
this cover might pass muster. 

That’s not the case. 

Black women’s bodies - even more so than women’s bodies 


generally - have been commodified, exoticized, eroticized, and 
exploited. At this point in history, black women’s bodies and their 
representations should really belong to black women. Period. 

But certainly the Chronicle has the opportunity, if not the obliga- 
tion, to make examined choices about how and when it features 
black women’s bodies. 

Equating them with a sexy piece of fruit - ripe for plucking, selling, 
and eating - is tasteless and leaves me feeling sick to my stomach.

ARTICLE BIASED 

Dear Editor, 

I am writing in regard to a reporter named Patricia J. Ruland 
and her article “Does Austin Need Fixing? Ask Reno.” [News] 
which appeared in your Aug. 8 edition. Ruland took potshots at a 
nonprofit, the No Kill Advocacy Center, and me especially, its direc- 
tor. In her story about a report released by FixAustin relating to 
Austin’s poor performance in its animal sheltering system, Ruland 
allowed local officials to take what she herself calls in the story “a 
swipe at Winograd.” Not once did she call me for my perspective 
or allow me an opportunity to respond. Throughout the article is 
an undercurrent of anger and attacks against me that betray an 
agenda, a lack of professionalism, and a bias and lack of balance 
- all the core values of the American press. 

I called Bonney Brown, the director of the Nevada Humane 
Society, who described her interview with Ruland as “hostile” and 
“unprofessional” from the moment Ruland called. “She clearly 
had an agenda, and she was very hostile,” she said. She also 
said she was misquoted in terms of my involvement with the suc- 
cess in Reno. 

I spoke to Ryan Clinton, the director of FixAustin, and he said 
Ruland interviewed him but that she “didn’t include any of it” and 
she appeared to be “looking for ways” to attack me or detract from 
the work that I have done. 

As for me, I did not even get the courtesy, professionalism, 
or opportunity to offer my perspective, because she did not call 
me or the No Kill Advocacy Center for a comment. It seems that 
another perspective did not fit in with her tabloid agenda, and so 
she simply chose to forgo it. Using The Austin Chronicle to attack

Wednesday that Cox Enterprises Inc., which has 
owned the Statesman since 1976, plans to sell 
the daily - and “all affiliated operations,” includ- 
ing the Statesman.com and Austin360.com web- 
sites - with hopes of closing a deal by early 
2009.

> A BROADER VISION FOR TAX HOLIDAY The 

Tax-Free Weekend, better known as the Texas 
sales-tax holiday, is this weekend: Aug. 15-17. 
The idea of the holiday is that stores do not 
charge a sales tax on clothing less than $100 
per item (in Travis County, that tax rate is 
8.25%), but the complete list of tax-free goods is 
much more complicated. For example, hunting 
vests, children’s novelty costumes, and adult dia- 
pers are tax-exempt for the three days, but knee 
pads, safety glasses, and sports helmets are 
not. Sen. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, is pressing 
for energy-efficient and hurricane preparedness 
items to be added to next year’s list. Ellis, 
whose Senate Bill 441 originally created the holi- 
day in 1999, said, “Texas has the fifth most 
regressive tax system in the nation, and it is 
times like these that hit Texans the hardest eco- 
nomically.”

> STATE FUNDS 'BACKDOOR’ VOUCHER DEAL 

The Texas State Teachers Association failed 
Monday to stop the Texas Education Agency from 
distributing an initial round of seed money for its 
new dropout recovery grant program. A district 
judge opposed TSTA’s injunction, saying the dis- 
tribution of funds would not put TSTA members 
in any imminent danger. Opponents of the $6 
million dropout recovery program have labeled it 
a backdoor effort to introduce vouchers, tunnel- 
ing public money to private schools with no 
accountability. The Texas Freedom Network 
issued a scathing statement Monday afternoon, 
tying the one winning private-school applicant to 
Jim Leininger, Gov. Rick Perry’s high-dollar sup- 
porter who has actively campaigned for vouch-

Bare Necessities 

Budget decisions are about money ... and justice

The good news is that the great 2008 city public 
safety budget crisis has been averted once again by the 
heroic method of . . . negotiation. First came ritual huff- 
ing and puffing from the Statesmans editors about the 
all-powerful public safety unions and how they control 
the City Council with their huge campaign bank 
accounts, and how they were attempting to bankrupt 
City Hall and the taxpayers with their outrageous con- 
tract demands, which city administrators must “uncer- 
emoniously reject.” That was a nail-biting July 27 edito- 
rial (“Cops, firefighters must not get keys to vault this 
time”), foreboding the end of civilization as only the 
Statesman knows it. 

Less than two weeks later came the whimper. As 
Tony Plohetski reported Aug. 8 (“Police, city near 
deal on raises, retirement”), city and police union 
negotiators have nearly agreed on a new contract 
that will provide raises in keeping with those to be 
offered to all city employees. (“According to the lat- 
est proposal,” reported Plohetski, “officers would 
get a 2.5 percent pay increase next year and a 3 
percent raise in each of the next three years.”) In a 
lead that suggests the ponderous hand of one of 
those same editors, Plohetski reports that the tenta- 
tive agreement could “potentially [end] tense nego- 
tiations concerning officer pay.” So tense that they 
required a couple of weekly meetings to resolve. As 
the firefighter and EMS contracts tend to follow pat- 
terns established with the police union, there’s no 


reason to expect that those 
negotiations should be any 
more troublesome. 

As they had indicated weeks earlier, 
the various union reps didn’t need the Statesman edi- 
tors to tell them that the city budget would be tight 
this year, nor that it’s a good moment to count their 
blessings (among the highest-paid public safety 
employees nationwide) and wait until the recession 
recedes. Presuming the police contract is confirmed 
and then approved by the membership, there will be 
one less manufactured melodrama to preoccupy City 
Council’s budget deliberations.

Matters are less likely to resolve so readily over at 
Austin Independent School District, where the dis- 
trict administration and Education Austin, the teacher 
and staff union, remain at loggerheads over the pro- 
posed district budget and especially over proposed 
raises for faculty and staff. As the Chronicle's Richard 
Whittaker reports (“Budget Woes at AISD,” p.21), 
Superintendent Pat Forgione has proposed a 3% raise 
for this year (while hinting that flattening property 
values may no longer support it), while EA has asked 
for 5% this year and next for full-time faculty and 
staff, a $10 minimum (living) wage for hourly work- 
ers, a health insurance contribution from the district,

> ABIA VS. PRIVATE PILOTS With private airstrips in short supply - and no 
general aviation airport in Central Texas - private pilots have appealed to 
Austin’s Aviation Department for additional hangar space and cheaper fuel 
rates at Austin-Bergstrom International Airport. But that doesn’t look 
likely. In a report presented at Tuesday’s Austin Airport Advisory Commission 
meeting, the Aviation Department’s bottom line was that more noncommer- 
cial aircraft at ABIA would mean longer delays, higher costs, and a shorter 
timeline until a new $1 billion runway would be necessary. Pilots scoffed at 
the charges, saying ABIA is far from being at capacity and that Austin has an 
obligation to its flight community to step up. The Texas Department of 
Transportation has been unable to find a location for a general aviation air- 
port in Central Texas, harkening back to the days of former Houston Rep. Ron 
Wilson’s active disdain for Austin’s lobbying for a new airport location. - K.R. 

> MEET AUSTIN’S TRANSPORTATION DIRECTOR City Manager Marc Ott 

announced on Aug. 12 that engineer Robert Spillar will become Austin’s 
first ever transportation director, responsible for creating a comprehensive 
transport plan for the city. Spillar - an expert in park-and-ride as well as 
high-occupancy-vehicle and managed-lane-system planning and design - is 
the former director of traffic management for the city of Seattle and cur- 
rently vice president of international engineering firm Parsons Brinckerhoff 
Quade and Douglas. Around Austin, he has advised on the Highway 183 
corridor improvement study, as well as transport projects for Capital Metro 
and AISD, and he was part of the Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce’s 
pro-tolling Take on Traffic project. - R.W. 

> NEW SPANISH NEWSPAPER 

Newspaper stands around town are 
carrying a new Spanish-language green 
sheet, Buena Suerte, intended to 
reach Austin’s underserved and grow- 
ing Hispanic population. The free, Houston-based weekly is made up primar- 
ily of classified ads, and it also aims to tap into the 12,000 Austin-area 
businesses that are owned by Hispanics. Curiously, Buena Suerte could be 
construed to have a subtle Irish theme, with a shamrock-sporting logo and 
a title that translates as “Good Luck.” Spanish-speakers and the Irish alike 
can find Buena Suerte at various markets around town, including La 
Michoacana, or check it out online at www.buenasuerte.com. - Nora Ankrum 

> BRACKENRIDGE REDEVELOPMENT MOVES FORWARD With so many 

interest groups tied to the 345-acre Brackenridge Tract in West Austin - 
UT graduate students, the university’s biology program, local residents in the 
high-dollar surrounding neighborhood, and even the city’s golfers - the UT 
Regents’ efforts to redevelop the tract faces a minefield of opposition. Still, 
regents continue to push forward with redevelopment of the tract as a mon- 
ey-making measure for the university system. At an informational meeting 
Tuesday, the regents’ consultant group, headed by New York-based Cooper, 
Robertson & Partners, told the crowd there was widespread support for the 
preservation of green space and for compatible development. Lead consul- 
tant David McGregor also acknowledged the importance of the university 
facilities on the land but noted that nothing tied those facilities to that tract. 
While consultants have not said yes or no to anything, they have promised to 
be ready with a general philosophy for the tract when they convene the plan- 
ning process in November. The team, which is being paid a little more than 
$5 million, is expected to produce two options for the tract for regents to 
consider next summer. A series of open-to-the-public work sessions have 
been scheduled for November, but because of the timing near Election Day, 
West Austin neighbors are worried that turnout will be low. - K.R. 



A BRIDGE TOO FAR? 


Going batty over street closures

With an event like Batfest, the jokes are self-generat- 
ing. There’s the name and the corporate keep-it-weird 
ethos, and then there’s the close proximity to the 
Statesman, in case you feel like working in a John Kelso 
jab there. Not to mention that the sponsors of this event, 
ostensibly devoted to the little critters, think they’re help- 
ing by inviting Jurassic rockers (such as Edgar Winter) 
and the dollar-bin stuffers of tomorrow (such as Flobots) 
to rock out on the winged-mammals’ roof, the Ann 
Richards Bridge. In my eyes (and ears), that’s not sup- 
port; that’s abuse. 

But until an llth-hour resolution, the bats were the 
least of anybody’s worries, as the nascent festival’s 
fourth year arrived with all the velocity of a viscous glob 
of guano. By proposing, yet again, to shutter a major thor- 
oughfare over Labor Day weekend, Batfest became 
ensnared in an imbroglio over Austin’s ever- 
expanding Downtown street closures. 

For an event to close city streets, the 
organizers must procure signatures from 
the surrounding businesses that would 
be impacted; for admission-charging 
events such as Batfest, that criteria is 
90%, requiring virtually everyone to sign 
off. So while the Radisson Hotel and the 
Statesman did so, furniture vendor Your 
Living Room and ad agency Sherry Matthews 
Advocacy Marketing didn’t. That meant last 
Thursday, Batfest organizer French Smith came before City 
Council to request a waiver of the signature requirements; 
Sheryl Cole, Laura Morrison, and Brewster McCracken 
obliged by proposing such an item from council. Saying the 
reluctance of “just one business” can throw the festival 
“out of whack,” Smith said he tried to placate the business 
owners by stopping the festival area short of their front 
doors, offering to make them co-sponsors, including them 
in the festival’s advertising, and ultimately, offering them 
cash ($4,000) to offset their loss of business. 

Randi Shade swooped in: “The rules haven’t changed 
since last year and ... we’re in the same position as we 
were last year, where you are asking for the council to 
take care of a situation that you couldn’t get the busi- 
nesses to sign off on,” she said. “They’re a furniture 
store - so the number one day for sales is Labor Day 
weekend,” she pointed out. Conceding that festivalgoers 
probably didn’t make any major expenditures, Smith 
responded that the festival might bring Your Living Room 
new customers. Maybe that’s how some cross-promo- 
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tional ads could read: “Batfest - come for the turkey 
legs; leave with a fivepiece sectional! (Oh, and go 
bats!)” 

Your Living Room’s Gege Cordeiro spoke last, lament- 
ing Labor Day weekends past. “We went from doing 
$20,000 to $30,000, to $5,000 on Saturday [last year], 
and zero on Sunday. It was very hard for us. And it would 
be very difficult again this year.” She was careful not to 
beef with the bats, either: “I’m not against any festival; 

I’m against road closures. I’m against closing Ann 
Richards Bridge for two full days.” 

As Smith was already slated to go before council at its 
next meeting, Aug. 21, to procure separate approval for 
charging admission, council punted until then, giving 
Batfest two weeks to get its guano together. But it was 
clear council was flummoxed with the festival. Recalling a 
similar argument over Batfest last year, Mayor Will Wynn 
was agitated that no efforts had been made earlier 
to resolve the complaints. Moreover, the University 
of Texas athletic department pointed out to proud 
Aggie Wynn that the closure occurred on the 
weekend of the Longhorns’ season-opening 
home game - a conflict which repeats this year. 
With all that aflutter, Wynn couldn’t support the 
signature waiver - and moreover, it appears, major 
street closures in general. “The process by which, 
administratively, folks just filling out some paperwork 
can shut down major arterials in our Downtown ... I think 
frankly, we have outgrown that luxury as a community.” 
Lee Leffingwell, currently heading up the city’s 
Downtown Street Event Closure Task Force, concurred. 
While praising the work of Bat Conservation Internation- 
al, which benefits from the fest, he said, “To shut down 
the Ann Richards Bridge, the main street into the city of 
Austin, Texas, for two full days on a holiday weekend is 
just something that I find very hard in my mind to justify 
for almost any event.” Making the motion to postpone the 
item, Mike Martinez said flatly, “You have two weeks to 
work it out.” 

Will Batfest get off the ground this year? Or will it 
drive the council bat-shit crazy? While we were prepared 
to (ugh) tune in next week, same bat time, same bat 
channel, a resolution emerged from slumber Wednesday 
morning: The festival has been moved one bridge west - 
to the South First Street bridge - where festivalgoers, 
furniture vendors, and furry winged rodents can coexist 
in peace. ■

It’s painfully possible to review both the 
district’s and the union’s proposals and to 
come down firmly on both sides - which 
may well be the uncomfortable position of 
the board of trustees. Forgione points out 
that AISD is one of the only districts around 
that pays Social Security benefits, and he’s 
aware that whatever the board approves, he 
has to take a tax vote to Austin voters dur- 
ing a year in which everyone’s feeling the 
pinch of recession in combina 
tion with higher prices. (I 
doubt that too many Chronicle 
readers are contemplating com- 
fortable raises this year.) But 
EA and its activist allies have 
simple justice on their side, 
especially on health insur- 
ance and a living wage for 
all employees, whose chil- 
dren inevitably attend pub- 
lic schools and hardly 
benefit when their par- Hospital 
ents have to juggle two 2.8% 
or three jobs to make ends 
meet. 

And as always, it needs reminding that in 
this tense standoff there’s an unnamed 
third party, also known as the state of Texas. 
As a “rich district” (which just happens to 
be filled largely with poor students), AISD 
will this year return some $61 million more 
to the state under “recapture” (aka “Robin 
Hood”) to be redistributed to even poorer 
districts and students. Because the 
Legislature has historically resisted every 
attempt at sufficient and equitable funding 
of the public schools, individual districts go 
to war over matters that should be common 
public welfare. Why are public school teach- 
ers and employees, for God’s sake, reduced 
to begging school districts for health insur- 
ance? Ask your legislator.

Unequal Shares 

The Lege’s response, that we can’t afford it, 
is of course pure-dee Texas bullshit. We’re 
still paying for it, but badly, through local 
hospital districts and underfunded and over- 
burdened emergency rooms, and even more 
stupidly in the schools through a property-tax 
system that depends on balkanized local 
property owners to assume every shared pub- 
lic cost, and on presumed-to-be-always-rising 
local property values to resolve every funding 
crisis. If you review the Austin property-tax 
burden (see graph), you see the lion’s share 
(62.1%) going to the public schools and now 
to community colleges and the health-care 
district. The remainder, going to the city and 
. county, is largely dedicated (as we 

Overlapping Property Tax have learned) to public safety - 
where we began this discussion. 

Despite all the perennial 
Community moaning about “waste 
, College and fraud” supposedly 
weighing down public bud- 
gets, the real truth is that we 
have created a bottom-burdened 
system that stretches moderate- 
and low-income taxpayers to 
pay for bare public necessities. 
Meanwhile, the beneficiaries of all 
this largesse - major employers and 
their high-dollar corporate employees - 
flee our cities on state-subsidized highways (“no 
tolls!”) to state-subsidized development infra- 
structure (tastefully gated) where they can con- 
gratulate themselves on their entrepreneurial 
independence and enroll their children in pri- 
vate schools. 

And bare necessities is what the rest of us 
get. The traditional proud refrain is that Texas 
is a “low tax, low service” state, as if we were 
all brave yeomen and yeowomen homestead- 
ing on the Western plains, heroically sustained 
by flintlock rifles and hardscrabble pride. In 
fact, we live in a high-tax, low-service state, 
because we can’t be bothered to establish a 
government that shares cost and responsibility 
equitably or sufficiently to sustain a commu- 
nity in which health care for teachers is not 
considered an unaffordable luxury. ■

Framing the Populist Message

“On a whole range of issues, and the 
economy is clearly one of them,” says Emory 
University professor Drew Westen, “Ameri- 
cans are actually much more progressive 
than you would expect.” So why do progres- 
sive candidates have such a hard time 
translating those sentiments into votes? It’s 
all about how the message is delivered, 
says Westen - the author of The Political 
Brain - and that’s why he and his col- 
leagues at the Campaign for America’s 
Future (www.ourfuture.org) have created an 
“economic war room” to “deliver daily poll- 
tested talking points to candidates,” blog- 
gers, and other activists. 

“Populist messages, at this particular 
point in history, people are responding partic- 
ularly well to them,” Westen said in a tele- 
conference last week with campaign 
Co-Director Robert Borosage and pollster 
Celinda Lake. “We’ve heard for years that 
America is a center-right country. In fact, 
strong messages on everything from abortion 
to taxes to national security, strong progres- 
sive or center-progressive messages, actually 
win by 10 to 20 points, if you take the time 
to develop them carefully and think about 
who your audience is and remember that 
your goal is to communicate both your policy 
and your values.” 


The economy is the top issue for voters 
right now, says Lake. The disapproval of 
Americans’ current political leaders, she 
said, is “rooted originally in disgruntlement 
with the war, but now really shifting to being 
upset about the economy.” 

Lake says 86% of Americans say the econ- 
omy is in bad shape, and 75% believe we are 
now in a recession. Two-thirds believe their 
children won’t fare as well economically as 
they have. But it’s not enough for progres- 
sives to just state the obvious. “One thing 
we’ve found is to just say, before you even 
ask people to vote for any candidates, that 
the economy is in recession and Washington 
is doing nothing to solve the problems facing 
our families. Voters wildly agree with that 
sentiment. ... When we frame the race in 
those terms, the candidate who is talking 
about change picks up 5 to 10 points.” 

She says she tested a typical Republican 
message on the economy vs. two alterna- 
tives: first, a Democratic critique of the econ- 
omy and then against a “populist message 
that offers solution.” 

“We actually lost when we talked just 
about the critique,” Lake said. “People said: 

‘I can get together with any three of my 
neighbors and tell you what’s wrong. I want 
to know what you’re going to do about it.’ 


When we offered a populist and positive solu- 
tion, talking about taking on the economy for 
the middle class instead of CEOs and multi- 
nationals, making the wealthy pay their fair 
share ... we actually won that debate by 26 
points. Among independents, the difference 
was even more dramatic. 

“We’re doing this because the economy is 
a mess,” said Borosage. The Campaign for 


America’s Future economic war room hopes 
to offer “both a critique of the conservative 
policies that have driven us off the road and 
into this ditch and putting forth a progres- 
sive set of ideas that will give us a shot at 
getting out of the ditch. ... We believe this is 
a time when Americans have really under- 
stood that the current arrangement doesn’t 
work for them.” - Lee Nichols 


Noriega Knocks Border Wall 



Staying on the offensive in his chal- 
lenge to incumbent Republican John 
Cornyn, Democratic U.S. Senate can- 
didate Rick Noriega today unveiled 
his plan to deal with illegal immigra- 
tion. (Just last month, Noriega 
released an energy plan.) The immi- 
gration plan focuses on three central 
planks: Secure the border with man- 
power and electronics rather than a 
wall, crack down on those who hire 
illegal immigrants, and “turn the 
immigrants into taxpayers.” 

Noriega jabbed at Cornyn for first 
rejecting and then later tepidly 
embracing a border wall. Noriega is 
no doubt banking on anger over the 
wall among border residents as a 
source of votes from that region. 
Calling the wall “impractical,” 
Noriega’s plan says: “Gimmicks 
don’t count on the border. Hard work 
does.” That hard work would be car- 
ried out by 18,000 new Border 
Patrol agents, what Noriega calls 
Operation Jump Start II (Noriega, a 
lieutenant colonel in the National 
Guard, served as the Laredo sector 
commander in the original Operation 
Jump Start, which sent 6,000 Guard 
troops to the border in 2006). 

Noriega has clearly chosen to 
embrace whatever voters there may 
be out there who are reasonable 
about the 12 million undocumented 
immigrants in this nation and decided 


not to worry about the more 
hysterical anti-immigrant fac- 
tion - the plan explicitly 
rejects calls for mass depor- 
tations as “not realistic and 
... financially unsound,” and 
cites a study showing “that 
removing undocumented 
immigrants from Texas would 
cost the state gross product 
over $17 billion and that 
this population puts $420 
million more into [the] Texas 
state economy than they use 
in services.” 

A request for a reply from 
Cornyn was not returned as 
of press time, but last year, 
in a speech to the Border 
Trade Alliance, he was 
squishy on the wall issue. | 

Similar to Noriega’s policy, | 

Cornyn told the alliance: “I | 
believe that the primary solu- i 
tion with border security has ^ 
to be more Border Patrol 
agents, because right now we only 
have about 10,000 Border Patrol 
agents. ... And then, I believe that 
technology remains the primary 
answer beyond the human compo- 
nent. ... Now fencing, which I do 
believe is one component of the solu- 
tion, has to be done in a cost-effec- 
tive and an intelligent and reason- 
able sort of way. I have long said that 


I do not support a fence or, as some 
said, a wall between the United 
States and Mexico. That’s irrational 
and just doesn’t make sense, 
because we know that people can 
come over fences or walls; they can 
go under them; they can go through 
them, given sufficient opportunity.”

Libertarians Jonesing 
for TCRP Delegate List 

While Democrats are looking to knock Republicans out at the state 
level, the GOP is facing serious challenges from Libertarians over who 
the real party of opposition is in Travis County. The Libertarian 
Party of Texas is demanding that the Travis Co. Republican Party 

hand over public records of its March 4 precinct conventions, and its 
leaders say they have been waiting four months for them. 

Under the Texas Election Code, convention chairs must make 
copies of the original list of all delegates and alternates selected 
and submit them to the county chair within three days of the conven- 
tion. While the originals are not public information, the copies are, 
and that’s what LPT Executive Director Wes Benedict is requesting. 
But so far, he’s been left waiting. On April 14, LPT Assistant Director 
Arthur DiBianca e-mailed outgoing TCRP Chair Alan Sager, request- 
ing the copies. Sager e-mailed him that day, saying, “Take it up with 
the next Chairman.” Since then, DiBianca and Benedict have been 
calling, e-mailing, and even driving out to the GOP headquarters on 
Burnet Road to request the records, but to no avail. A similar request 
was made to the Hays Co. Republicans, and Benedict said they were 
“responsive and allowed us to make copies.” 

On Monday, Benedict set up a meeting with TCRP Chair 
Rosemary Edwards for Aug. 14. TCRP Executive Director Mistie 
Davis put the delay down to administrative changes in the hand- 
over from Sager to Edwards. “There was a changing of the guard, 
and offices moved,” she said, “so some of the information we don’t 
have on hand, but we’re more than willing to get it to him.” 

Benedict said he hopes to at least clarify where the copies are. 

He said, “I’ve been getting different answers on [whether] they have 
the info, or they never got it from Sager, or they’ve got the originals, 
but they’re not public information.” Benedict plans to use the dele- 
gate lists to contact disaffected Republicans. “I’d like to send fund- 
raising letters to them and see if I can get them to join the 
Libertarian Party,” said Benedict. He sees no issue with one party 
contacting another party’s activists and added, “I get letters and 
e-mails from John McCain every day.” - Richard Whittaker

Bus Services for Disabled: Talks continue 

For months Capital Metro’s proposed changes to services for the disabled have been the subject 
of debate at focus groups, town-hall meetings, boardroom discussions, and, more recently, court 
hearings. Last month, the Texas Civil Rights Project, acting on behalf of riders with disabilities, filed 
suit against Cap Metro in federal court. On Tuesday, the two sides came up with a prescription for 
the agency’s paratransit pains: more talking. At a court-mandated public mediation hearing, both 
parties reached an agreement to form what’s tentatively called the Metro Mobility Working Group, 
consisting of three Cap Metro staffers; three members of the Access Committee, a volunteer group 
that oversees paratransit services; and a seventh member to be elected by the six-person panel. 

The committee will try to reach a compromise on some of the proposal’s most contentious features, 
namely, alterations to the reservation system, mandatory in-person screenings for paratransit eligi- 
bility, and the elimination of subscription taxi vouchers. Members of the access committee earlier 
complained that the proposal was pushed through despite the committee’s opposition. The commit- 
tee will hold meetings and public hearings before making a recommendation to the Cap Metro 
board, but ultimately the agency will have final say, according to the agreement. - Justin Ward

Although the members of the new Texas 
Criminal Justice Integrity Unit met for 

the first time Aug. 6, Court of Criminal 
Appeals Judge Barbara Hervey, who cre- 
ated the unit, says that members are 
already hard at work, looking at a myriad 
of issues that effect the quality of criminal 
justice in Texas. 

Responding to years of complaints about 
problems with the state’s criminal justice 
system and the growing number of wrongful- 
ly imprisoned men, most exonerated 
through DNA testing, Hervey in June 
announced the creation of the unit, which 
she hopes will serve not only to educate 
but to help suggest legislative reforms to 
the state’s much maligned justice system. 

Indeed, members noted at last week’s 
meeting that the group has a lot to do if it 
hopes to highlight areas in need of reform 
by the time the Legislature convenes in 
January. Indeed, Rep. Jim McReynolds, 
D-Lufkin, a member of the unit who has 
served on the all-important House 
Appropriations Committee, noted that if any 
proposed reforms have a fiscal implication, 


now is the time to find funding. “We can’t 
wait until January,” he said. “We’ve got to 
accelerate this thing quickly and flesh out” 
possible reforms. 

The unit is tasked with looking at a host 
of problem areas - including reforms to the 
manner in which eyewitness identifications 
are made (Innocence Project Co-Director 
Barry Scheck visited the group’s first meet- 
ing to discuss model suspect lineup poli- 
cies and procedures), how evidence is 
stored (San Antonio District Judge Sid Harle 
said he has polled district judges across 
the state to determine how many jurisdic- 
tions actually save DNA for post-conviction 
testing, noting, “I’m amazed so little is 
being done”), and how lawyers and judges 
are educated in the handling of post-convic- 
tion writs of habeas corpus. The CCA 
receives up to 8,000 writs each year, 

Hervey noted - many of which have to be 
returned to lower courts, where deficiencies 
have to be addressed before the appellate 
court can review them. 

The group meets again on Sept. 25.

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Thomas Frank’s 21st Century 
Corruption Theory 

Frank moves far beyond Kansas with his 
new analysis of the conservative movement 

With his 2004 critique of the culture wars, What's the Matter With Kansas?, Thomas Frank 
drove the discussion in Democratic politics. Now the wry, wiseacre author is back with a new 
book, The Wrecking Crew: How Conservatives Rule, premising that the party of small govern- 
ment is anything but. The conservative objective “is not to shrink the state or shut it down; it 
is to capture the thing and run it for your constituents’ benefit,” outsourcing as much as pos- 
sible in the process. I spoke with Frank in the midst of his national book tour, which brings 
him to BookPeople on Wednesday, Aug. 20. - Wells Dunbar 


Austin Chronicle: The conservatives 7 goal of 
shrinking government , destroying government , 
getting it so small you can drown it in a bath- 
tub - they realized it was never going to be 
publicly acceptable or even feasible. 

Thomas Frank: They’re never gonna really be 
able to do that. Except by engineering anoth- 
er crisis - and even then, the public doesn’t 
want government to go away. They want to 
think that there’s somebody looking after 
them. It’s terrifying, the idea they’re not doing 
anything, they’re just gonna let it go. [Laughs] 
And yet that is what’s happening. 

AC: Obviously the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency's response to Hurricane Katrina 
was a huge black eye for the administration and , 
even more so, a terrible tragedy for everyone in 
New Orleans relying on help. But not necessarily 
for the contractors that went in afterward. 

TF: That’s right - it was a bonanza for those 
guys. All the big contractors, all the usual sus- 
pects got the work, and they subcontracted it, 
and then they subcontracted it, that sorta thing. 
Yeah, they made tons of money. And interest- 
ingly enough, they were all employing as lobby- 
ists or as consultants peo- 
ple well connected to the 
Department of Homeland 
Security. Of course - that’s 
just the way it works. 

AC: The classic revolving- 
door scenario. 

TF: That’s right. The larger 
thing, what we’re talking 
about, it’s not a conspiracy. 

What it is, is it’s the applica- 
tion of market principles 
to government. 

AC: You have a really hilarious 
and frightening conversation 
with Grover Norquist where 
he's talking about how people 
don't realize the return of 
investment they'll see by put- 
ting money into politics. 

TF: Right, he didn’t make that 
up either - he was referring to a magazine arti- 
cle in Fortune magazine. I think it was about 
[Jack] Abramoff. And they added up what he got 
for his clients versus what they paid. It was 
unbelievable! ... Somewhere in the book I do 
the math on a lobbying investment that some- 
body makes, a lobbying expenditure, and it’s like 
a millionfold return. 

AC: Assuming Obama wins, how long do you 
think it'll take to undo all the sabotaging staff- 
ing choices, or is it even really possible?

TF: One of the objectives of the conservative 
movement has been to achieve this perma- 
nence. They talk about this all the time, how to 
achieve permanence. I have some good quotes 
from Grover and Abramoff, and also Karl Rove, 
talking about how their changes are going to 
be permanent. I always thought that was kinda 
silly when I came across it, because of course, 
the Dems will get in and just reverse every- 
thing. But no. What they’ve done is to inscribe 
their changes in the nature of the state. 

They’ve cast them in concrete. They’ve made 
structural changes in the way the state works. 
And if they had gotten their way, they would’ve 
made a lot more. Think about Social Security 
privatization - that would really have taken lib- 
eralism, Roosevelt-style liberalism, off the table 
in America, if they had achieved that. I mean, it 
would’ve been the death blow. And I think 
that’s why they tried so hard to get it, even 
though it was so unpopular. And I think that 
they’ll try again when they get a chance. 

AC: You note among conservatives this idea that 
“ personnel is policy" that all staffing decisions 
are partisan. We've seen that in the Department 
of Justice scandal. 

TF: One of the consequenc- 
es of this idea, “personnel 
is policy,” is this war that 
they’ve been waging ever 


AC: Naomi Klein's The Shock Doctrine has 
this kinda terrifying premise that since govern- 
ment doesn't work, you have to turn to the pri- 
vate sector. So you see things like private 
security forces or, when the California wildfires 
were spreading, private fire companies saving 
the homes of the people who could afford it. 
TF: It’s like the 19th century. You know, we 
had private fire companies in the 19th centu- 
ry, and you had to have a policy with the right 
fire company. So if your house catches on 
fire, and the fire company shows up, then you 
would have to have a plaque on your house. 
And if you were with the wrong company, they 
would just stand there! ... That’s privatization 
- that’s the market at work. It’s a disaster! 
AC: It's fitting you bring up a 19th century exam-

since Reagan got in, this 
war with what they call

allusions to that time period. Is that a conscious 
effort on your part, or is that just because that's 
the Gilded Age of tycoon capitalism? 

TF: Both of those are correct. What I set out 
to do in the book was write a work of corrup- 
tion theory. We have corruption theory now; 
it’s generally something that’s written by the 
right. I summarize a lot of it in the last chap- 
ter, the conservative corruption theory in 
which the state is automatically corrupt. But 
that doesn’t really describe what’s going on 
in Washington now. And to really get an idea 
of what to write about, I had to go back to a 
much older sort of corruption theory, which is 
the kind you saw 100 years ago, like Lincoln 
Steffens. I think I maybe only quote him once 
or twice, but my favorite is Matthew Joseph- 


son. He wrote a book called The Politicos, a 
history of politics from 1865 to 1896 - the 
era of high corruption, monumental corrup- 
tion, the heroic era of corruption in American 
politics. ... So I sorta had to pick up where 
Josephson left off to understand the system 
that we’re in now. And it really would take a 
talent like Josephson to describe it; it is very 
systematic and scientific, and it has devel- 
oped and evolved over the years. 

AC: You address the GOP's adversarial fantasy, 
how they always cast themselves as the outsid- 
ers, the rebels storming the castle. And John 
McCain is the ultimate “maverick”; he's even a 
maverick from his own party, supposedly. 

TF: Well he was. Not now. I feel really bad 
about John McCain. He was one Republican 
that I always kinda liked. Look - he’s the man 
that busted Abramoff. You gotta give him cred- 
it for that. He’s also been a leader on cam- 
paign finance reform, which is a cause I really 
believe in. And he’s one of the few U.S. sena- 
tors that really understands all the problems 
with the contracting-out system. One of the 
other senators that understands is Obama. 

But McCain has been really good on those 
issues, all those issues. But he’s become a 
very different person now that he’s running for 
president. I guess you have to, but it’s a horri- 
ble thing to behold. ... It’s nutty what he’s 
doing. It’s like one slimy thing after another. 
Every day, he’s got some new slime to toss. 

It’s gross. I can’t believe it’s the same guy. 

AC: It's basically a replay of the same '04 
campaign against Kerry, all these personality- 
based smears. 

TF: Yeah. There’s a lot at stake for these 
guys. There’s a lot of money riding on every- 
thing. And it’s not just money; the whole 
industry is riding on it. And you know - they 
gotta win! They’ll do anything to win. ■

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Defense Lawyers Try to Halt Execution

Since Texas reinstated the death penalty 
in 1976, only six people have been executed 
for a murder in which they did not directly 
participate, according to the Death Penalty 
Information Center. If Texas proceeds with 
the scheduled Aug. 21 execution of Jeff 
Wood, that number will climb to seven. 
Lawyers for the death row inmate, trying to 
spare their client that fate, are asking the 
Board of Pardons and Paroles to recommend 
commuting Wood’s sentence to life in prison. 

Wood was sentenced to die for the 1996 
murder of his friend Kris Keeran, during a 
botched robbery of a Kerrville Texaco station. 
Wood did not fire the gun that killed Keeran 
and wasn’t inside the gas station when 
another friend, Danny Reneau, fired the fatal 
shot into Keeran’s head. (Reneau was exe- 
cuted in 2002.) Nonetheless, according to 
the state, Wood is responsible for Keeran’s 
death and should be executed. Wood was 
convicted under the state’s law of parties, a 
conspirator liability statute that posits that if 
two or more people plan to commit one crime 
but another crime occurs, each person is 
equally responsible for that crime, if it was 
foreseeable. The state argues that Wood 
hatched with Reneau the plan to rob the 
Texaco, where their friend Keeran worked, on 
Jan. 2, when a large amount of cash would 
still be on hand because of holiday bank clo- 
sures. That Wood was neither in the store 
when the killing began nor fired the fatal shot 
did not mean he was not equally liable for 
Keeran’s murder, the prosecution argued. 

But Wood’s lawyers, Scott Sullivan and 
Jared Tyler (with the Texas Defender 
Service), argue that Wood did not plan to 
rob the store and, in fact, had no idea 
Reneau planned to do so - nor, they say, did 
Wood know Reneau was carrying a gun. 
Indeed, it isn’t clear that Wood had any idea 
what Reneau would do, although it does 
appear Wood was privy to a plan hatched by 


Reneau and Texaco store manager Bill 
Bunker to lift the post-holiday cash. Wood’s 
sister, Terri Been, says that Keeran initially 
was in on the plan, but ultimately, she says, 
Wood and Keeran pulled out, followed by 
Bunker. As far as Wood knew, she says, the 
previous talk of a robbery was moot. “Mr. 
Wood undeniably shares responsibility for 
what happened to Mr. Keeran, and should be 
held accountable for his reckless acts, but 
no man ever deserves to die for another 
man’s acts,” Wood’s attorneys wrote in his 
petition to the board, filed last week. 

At Reneau ’s trial, the state argued that he 
was responsible for Keeran’s murder and por- 
trayed Wood as little more than a sap, steam- 
rolled by the villainous Reneau. But at Wood’s 
trial, prosecutors reversed their strategy, argu- 
ing that Wood deserved to die because he’d 
gotten Reneau to “do his dirty work.” But the 
idea of Wood as “mastermind” baffles attorney 
Sullivan, who has represented Wood since 
1998. “I’ve watched Jeff for ... nine years,” he 
says. “This guy, his mental capacities are not 
sufficient to make him a mastermind.” Wood 
was diagnosed with learning disabilities as a 
child, and school officials consistently catego- 
rized him as emotionally stunted. He always 
sought approval for his actions and, adds his 
family, was easily influenced by others. He was 
initially found incompetent to stand trial 
because he was incapable of helping his 
defenders. At the punishment phase of his 
trial, Wood tried to fire his attorneys, a request 
denied by the judge. Nonetheless, his trial 
attorneys followed Wood’s orders: Not only did 
they withhold from the jury evidence of his trou- 
bled youth, but they also failed to cross-exam- 
ine any state witnesses, including the wildly 
speculative testimony of Dr. James Grigson - 
derisively known by many, including colleagues 
in the psychiatric community, as “Dr. Death” 
for predictably offering testimony in capital 
cases that a defendant would pose a danger 


to society, one of the questions a jury must 
decide in order to impose a death sentence. 

In Wood’s case, Grigson testified the defen- 
dant would pose a continuing threat to society 
if sentenced to anything other than death. That 
was clear to him, he said, because Wood was 
a manipulative person who failed to wear a dis- 
guise during the Texaco robbery. “You have an 
individual that is a user or manipulator of other 
people, and I’m thinking particularly in terms of 
where you’re planning the robbery for two 
weeks,” he testified, responding to a “hypothet- 
ical” robbery-murder presented by prosecutors 
that mirrored closely most of the facts of the 
Keeran killing. “Surely, you would have thought 
in terms of using a mask or a disguise where 
you wouldn’t have to kill somebody, so this 
was a deliberate and intentional act in terms 
of the clerk that was going to be killed.” 

(Wood’s attorneys assert in the clemency peti- 
tion that Grigson should not have been allowed 
to testify, in part because of his 1995 ouster 


from the American Psychiatric Association and 
Texas Society of Psychiatric Physicians for “fla- 
grant ethical violations” - a fact the jury did 
not know because neither of Wood’s attorneys 
conducted any cross-examination.) 

Sullivan and Tyler argue now that executing 
Wood for a murder he did not commit would 
undermine Texas’ entire death penalty 
scheme. The U.S. Supreme Court, they note, 
has said, “When the law punishes by death, 
it risks its own sudden descent into brutality, 
transgressing the constitutional commitment 
to decency and restraint.” If Wood is executed, 
they write, “that risk will have come to fruition, 
and we all will have taken a descent into bru- 
tality unworthy of the State of Texas.” 

The Board of Pardons and Paroles can vote 
either to recommend or deny clemency for 
Wood. If they vote to commute Wood’s sen- 
tence to life in prison, Gov. Rick Perry has the 
power to accept or deny the recommendation.

Constable Wants Day- 
in Supreme Court 

Williamson Co. Constable Gary Griffin, who sued the 
WilCo Commissioners Court in 2005 for unconstitutionally 
slashing his budget midyear and giving the money to han- 
dle mental-health calls to the sheriff’s office, is seeking a 
hearing before the Texas Supreme Court - but Austin’s 3rd 
Court of Appeals is standing in his way, according to an 
Aug. 7 motion filed by attorney Bill Aleshire. On Nov. 28, 
2007, the 3rd Court, with Justice Kenneth Law presiding, 
denied Griffin’s appeal of a 2006 ruling for summary judg- 
ment. On Dec. 11, 2007, Griffin filed a motion for rehear- 
ing, but the 3rd Court has yet to request a response, “sug- 
gesting the motion was not well-received” and precluding 
a final step in the appeals process, as the current motion 
asserts. Both courts erred by “not applying the proper 
standard ... for a summary judgment case,” the motion 
argues. Griffin and others have questioned a possible con- 
flict of interest in the case because 3rd Court of Appeals 
Justice David Puryear’s son worked for County Attorney 
Jana Duty. Additionally, Duty helped plan a fundraiser for 
Law, which occurred before the release of the 3rd Court’s 
opinion.

APD COMMANDER GETS JOB BACK 


An independent arbitrator has concluded that Austin Police 
Cmdr. Larry Oliver should have his job back. Oliver was fired in 
March for failing to report a comment by colleague Cmdr. Calvin 
Smith in which he wondered whether there were too many lesbi- 
an officers working at the police academy. Oliver had thought the 
comments discriminatory based on sexual orientation yet had not 
reported it. Arbitrator Norman Bennett concluded that Chief Art 
Acevedo’s decision to terminate Oliver was not an appropriate 
discipline. “As a remedy, the discipline in this case must be 
reduced to a 20-day suspension,” Bennett ruled - in addition to 
reinstatement, Oliver must be given back pay for all but 20 days. 

Oliver argued at his arbitration hearing in July that he was the 
victim of disparate treatment by Acevedo. Specifically, he said 
that Acevedo and the Fifth Floor management team hammered 
him for a failure to report Smith’s comment, while former 
Assistant Chief Leo Enriquez got off clean after making remarks 
last summer to a group of officers and civilians that many 
thought were racist. Enriquez had told the officers that they were 
ordered to wear their uniforms to work the day that a grand jury 
was to no-bill former Sgt. Michael Olsen for the deadly shooting 
of Kevin Brown, “so you white people won’t get beat up,” 

Bennett recalled in his written opinion. Oliver alleged that Aceve- 



do’s decision to “counsel” Enriquez 
about his racially insensitive remarks 
while firing Oliver for failing to report 
Smith’s comments was disparate and 
unfair. (Enriquez was just joking, 

Acevedo had said - an explanation 
that didn’t exactly satisfy Bennett, who 
noted that “joking is the usual excuse 
for discriminatory statements”) 

Bennett agreed with Oliver: “The evi- 
dence supports a finding of inconsis- 
tent treatment as alleged by [Oliver], and such treatment is rele- 
vant on the issue of appropriate discipline in [Oliver’s] case.” 
Ultimately, though, Bennett agreed with Acevedo’s determination 
that as a commander Oliver should be held to a higher standard 
than a rank-and-file officer. Noting that two sergeants were previ- 
ously handed 15-day suspensions and that Smith was handed 
only a 20-day suspension for making the allegedly discriminatory 
comments not reported by Oliver - but which Acevedo ultimately 
said might not have been discriminatory in nature - Bennett con- 
cluded that Oliver also should be handed 20 days. For more on 
the story, see “Acevedo Stumbles,” July 11.

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EASTSIDE MEMORIAL IT IS 


Johnston High is no longer Johnston 
High. As the Texas Education Agency 

requested, Austin Independent School 
District board of trustees has selected a 
new name for the East Austin campus. 
Before the name was announced at the 
board’s meeting on Aug. 11, board 
President Mark Williams said, “Whatever 
name we pick, it will disappoint some and 
excite others.” But there was general 
applause when the new name was agreed 
upon: Eastside Memorial High School at 
the Johnston Campus. 

For administrative purposes, Johnston 
ceases to exist on Aug. 15, and the district 
had to come up with a new name so it 
could apply for a new Public Education 
Information Management System number. 
The new name is a compromise reached 
after a consultation process that began 
with AISD asking for the public to send in 
suggestions. A total of 618 submissions 
were sent in, with 206 different nomina- 
tions. There was no clear winner, with the 
biggest single vote being 101 for Cesar 
Chavez, but several themes emerged. 

These included 20 variations of Johnston, 
though combined they only totaled 53 
votes; 19 suggestions contained some 
variation of East Side, Eastside, or East 
Austin, and rolled together, they got a total 


of 76 votes; Memorial and Veterans 
Memorial together garnered 75 votes. 
“There’s obviously a lot of community inter- 
est in this process,” said Williams in a 
moment of understatement. 

In a second round of less formal consul- 
tation, the Johnston Alumni Association 
asked members to rank the Top 3 sugges- 
tions, and in descending order they chose 
Eastside, then Memorial, then Chavez. The 
former Parent Teacher Student Associa- 
tion also came out in favor of Eastside. 
There was a series of statements during cit- 
izens’ communication from military veterans 
among the Johnston alumni, in support of 
the name Memorial, to recall the military 
service of many of their peers. District 2 
trustee Sam Guzman, in whose district the 
new school sits, proposed the compromise 
name and said, “Eastside Memorial is a 
name that connects us to the past and to 
the pride of the Eastside.” 

The board is planning a small naming cer- 
emony for Aug. 14 to erect some temporary 
signs, but there’s a caveat: Guzman’s pro- 
posal allows the name to be altered next 
year, when the second stage of the repur- 
posing takes place and the second new 
school opens on the campus, to fit the 
new descriptions.

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Budget Woes at AISD 


Years of soaring property prices have 
meant that the Austin Independent 
School District could cut property-tax rates 
and still pay the bills. But as public discus- 
sions begin for the 2009 budget, the dis- 
trict finds itself squeezed between increas- 
ing student demands, flattening property 
values, and big payments to the state. 

AISD’s board of trustees is discussing 
raising the maintenance and operations 
property-tax rate from $10.40 per $1,000 
of appraised value to $10.80: With an 
interest and sinking rate (used for debt 
management) of $1.23, the combined 
rate would be $12.03. That means the 
average house in AISD (appraised at 
$233,324) would be paying $2,807 in 
taxes - up $345 from this year. The dis- 
trict projects that this will raise an addi- 
tional $72 million, which it sorely needs: 
61% of its students come from homes 
classified as “economically disadvan- 
taged,” and 28% have limited English pro- 
ficiency - two educational groups that tra- 
ditionally require greater investment. But 
because of high property values, AISD 
has to send $172 million, which would 
include $63 million of that new $72 mil- 
lion, to the Texas Education Agency 
under recapture. 

The board proposes a 3% pay raise for 
teachers, but at their Aug. 11 meeting, 

Education Austin President Louis 
Malfaro chided them over low pay. He 


requested a 5% cost-of-living increase, a 
minimum $10-per-hour living wage, and a 
$150 medical-insurance stipend, which 
combined he estimated would only cost 
AISD $11.5 million. To pay for it, he sug- 
gested administrative cuts and dumping 
proposals for K-3 math testing, as well as 
dipping into the district’s fund balances. 

District 7 trustee Robert Schneider 
worried that, with so much emphasis 
placed on low-achieving schools, high- 
achieving schools were atrophying. “The 
perception is out there that we’re just let- 
ting [students] bump along,” he said. 
District Superintendent Pat Forgione 
replied, “This is about having less revenue 
and maintaining our current programs.” 
Slowing property prices mean that revenue 
estimates dropped in the last two months, 
and calculations suggest that AISD’s pro- 
posed budget needs $21 million from the 
fund balance accounts, $6 million more 
than earlier estimates. Forgione said, “If I 
had these budget numbers in June, I don’t 
know if I would have recommended a 3 per- 
cent raise.” While he stood by this commit- 
ment, he told the board, “You have to make 
the final decision.” 

The tax increase will be discussed at a 
public meeting at the Carruth Administration 
Complex, 1116 W. Sixth, Room B-100, on 
Monday, Aug. 18. The board will then vote 
on Aug. 25 whether to put the proposal on 
the November ballot. - R.W. 
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Planned Clinic Pits Neighbors 
Against Health District 


Following two tense meetings between 
neighbors and public-health officials over a 
proposed health clinic in North Austin, resi- 
dents who live near the site are mobilizing to 
oppose the project - which many didn’t know 
about until they read of the plans in a news- 
paper story. 

The Travis County Healthcare District 

and the city/county Community Health 
Centers want to build an $18 million clinic 
at 1200 W. Braker Ln. to replace the 
Northeast Austin Community Health Center 
on Ed Bluestein Boulevard. Health officials 
have said the existing clinic is too small to 
accommodate the growing number of unin- 
sured patients in North Austin. But officials 
also acknowledge, in so many words, a stra- 
tegic misstep in failing to reach out to the 
nearby North Park Estates and 
Gracywoods neighborhoods before news of 
the clinic broke. Larry Wallace, the district’s 
associate administrator, said the district had 
intended to engage the neighborhoods as 
part of its evaluation of the location. Some 
neighbors said they first learned about the 
project through a Statesman article. That’s 
when Walt Esquivel, president of the North 
Park Estates Neighborhood Association, initi- 
ated contact with the district. “The process 
has been broken,” Esquivel said. “You see 
this happening over and over again all over 
the city. People take our tax money, and 
they’re supposed to represent us, but they 
don’t seem to remember that when they want 
to put something in our neighborhood.” 

The proposed clinic is the district’s first 
capital project (sparking its first major contro- 
versy) since county voters in 2004 over- 
whelmingly approved financing a countywide 
“safety net” for a growing number of resi- 
dents without health insurance. 

Esquivel says he has already gathered 
enough signatures on a valid petition to 
require a supermajority vote (6 out of 7) from 
City Council on the rezoning and claims to 
have hundreds of signatures from neighbor- 
ing taxpayers opposing the project. 

Preliminary plans for a new clinic call for a 
two-story, 50,000-square-foot building that 


would serve twice the number of patients as 
the current facility. Project representatives 
also said they would maintain a 100-foot buf- 
fer to shelter the neighborhood behind the 
clinic and place the clinic’s two vehicular 
access points on West Braker Lane. Although 
the proposed 7.4-acre parcel is on a high- 
traffic roadway and is flanked by a Shell gas 
station, the property line abuts a quiet neigh- 
borhood of attractive single-family homes. 
While some opponents believe a health clinic 
would disrupt the peaceful nature of the 
neighborhood, public-health officials say a 
neighborhood setting such as this is ideal for 
a health clinic whose patients are primarily 
women and children. To make way for the 



clinic, the city would need to rezone the site 
from Neighborhood Office, which allows only 
small offices that are compatible with the 
immediate neighborhood, to Limited Office, 
which permits medical offices and other pro- 
fessional uses “predominantly” serving the 
neighborhood. The Zoning and Platting 
Commission is scheduled to consider the 
rezoning on Sept. 16. 

Neighbors have been particularly vocal in 
their opposition to the proposed location, 
which they say is too far north to serve the 
indigent population in North Austin (they say 
the clinic should be closer to Highway 183 
and Lamar). When a project representative 
cited data at a July 31 meeting showing 


more than 30,000 people in the surrounding 
neighborhoods are eligible to use the clinics, 
most of the estimated 150 residents in 
attendance erupted in loud protest. (The 
Indigent Care Collaboration, which serves 
as an umbrella organization for affordable 
health-care service providers in the Austin 
area, tracked residents from 78758 and 
78753 ZIP codes who used community 
health clinics or received discounted care at 
hospitals between July 2007 and June 
2008.) Based partly on the study, as well as 
2004 data indicating a need for a communi- 
ty clinic in the area, officials believe the 
location is convenient for clinic patients. 

“One of the things that has been happening 
in terms of patient demographics is there 
has been a movement from the Northeast to 
the North Central area,” said district spokes- 
woman Christie Garbe. 

But officials also admitted that the proposed 
site was not their first choice for the clinic. 
They initially considered remodeling an 
Albertsons grocery store at 8716 Research, 
between Ohlen and Payton Gin roads, and con- 
sidered property near Highway 183 and 1-35; in 
both instances, the cost was too high, they 
said. In May, the district signed a purchase 
contract for the Braker Lane property for $1.37 
million. Since then, said Wallace, officials have 
been exploring the viability of the site while try- 


ing to alleviate neighborhood concerns. 

Six North Austin neighborhood associations 
have scheduled an Aug. 26 meeting in which 
Mayor Pro Tern Brewster McCracken will 
serve as moderator. Although opposition to 
the clinic is strong, some people, including 
former patients of city/county clinics, spoke in 
favor of the facility at one recent meeting. “I 
can’t see any reason not to support it,” said 
Charles Thornton, a resident of the Walnut 
Creek neighborhood. “It’s our responsibility as 
citizens to care for these people.” According 
to the district, the city and county’s “safety 
net” for low-income residents serves as the 
primary health-care provider for 50,000 chil- 
dren and adults. Statistics also show that 
49% of the patients are uninsured (no sur- 
prise, since Texas has the nation’s highest 
percentage of uninsured residents), 29% are 
on Medicaid, and the remaining patients 
receive some other form of public assistance. 

While the district hopes to close on the 
Braker Lane property by Dec. 1, officials have 
not yet determined how they will finance the 
project. District representatives say they 
would probably use a combination of 
reserves and certificates. The district could 
also impose a slight tax to help repay any 
debt, but Trish Young Brown, CEO and pres- 
ident of the district, said it has enough 
reserves available to pay for the project 
if necessary. - Lydia Crafts 


STREETCAR THE WORK PLAN 


It’s full steam ahead! In an Aug. 8 memo to City Council, 
new Assistant City Manager Sue Edwards laid out an ambi- 
tious work plan for developing a full proposal for an urban 
rail streetcar system. The work plan is based on the sys- 
tem recommended by the ROMA Austin consultant team, pre- 
sented at council July 24 (see “Developing Stories,” Aug. 1). 
Capital Metro staff will work closely with city staff and ROMA; 
if approved by its board, Cap Metro will be a joint sponsor of 
the proposal to be submitted to the Transit Working Group at 
the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organization. 

The schedule is designed to produce a completely vetted 
system proposal - including a viable, multipartner financing 
plan - by January 2009, in theory allowing a voter referendum 
next May. But proposal approval is not a foregone conclusion; 
the TWG evaluation will scrutinize sequentially 1) need, 2) ben- 


efits, 3) costs, and 4) financing. 

The work plan entails three 
simultaneous tracks: 




A) Stakeholder Input: Over 
about six weeks (late August to early October), city staff 
and ROMA will lead two rounds of three community meet- 
ings each, one for each of the three main geographic seg- 
ments of the recommended 15.3-mile route. Austinites 
can voice concerns and opinions about alignments, dedi- 
cated-lane vs. shared-running tracks, neighborhood 
impacts, etc. In addition, four community focus groups will 
address other Downtown mobility issues. A final town-hall 
meeting on rail issues will cap the process, and council 
will receive a summary of all this input with the draft step 
one proposal. 


B) Step One Proposal for Transit Working 
Group: The draft should be ready for council con- 
sideration by late October or early November and 
will address all questions on the TWG 
Transportation Investment Decision Tree, other 
than financing. It should be forwarded to the TWG 
by November or early December. 

C) Step Two Financing Proposal for TWG: The financing pro- 
posal will be developed concurrently with - but separately from 
- the step one proposal by the city manager, city staff, Cap 
Metro, and financing consultants. (Multiple finance partners 
and mechanisms are anticipated.) The goal is to have it ready 
to go, if and when the TWG approves the step one submittal, 
and ready for TWG review in early 2009. - Katherine Gregor

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UNION CONSIDERS FINAL OFFER 
IN CAP METRO NEGOTIATIONS 


After more than two years of uneasy 
peace, there are once again rumors of war 
on the labor front over at Capital Metro. 
Next week, members of bus driver union 
Amalgamated Transit Union 1091, who 
have been working under an expired contract 
for more than a year now, will vote on the 
final offer from StarTran, Capital Metro’s pri- 
mary labor contractor. If the union rejects the 
offer, the only option left is to strike, or the 
company can declare an impasse and 
impose the contract on the union. 

StarTran officials say that the company is 
making a generous offer. The proposed con- 
tract includes an initial raise of 3.5%, fol- 
lowed by raises of 
3.25% each of the 
next two years, 
plus $1,000 in 
bonus compensa- 
tion to make up 
for wages lost 
while the union 
was working under 
the expired con- 
tract. “There are a 
lot of dollars on 
the table,” said 
Terry Garcia 
Crews, StarTran’s 
general manager. 

While Garcia 
Crews may consid- 
er StarTran’s pro- 
posal an offer they 
can’t refuse, to the 
union, it’s more 
like an offer they 
can’t accept. The 
proposed major 
changes to the 
company’s health 
insurance plan, in 
particular, are a sore issue. The new health 
insurance plan, which is the same as that for 
nonbargaining StarTran administrators and 
staff, includes greater out-of-pocket expenses 
all around. Union workers, who never had to 
meet deductibles under the previous plan, 
would pay $300 for themselves and $600 for 
family, while co-payments for doctor visits 
would increase from $15 to $25. 

Garcia Crews pointed out that the proposed 
plan is roughly comparable to that of city and 
state employees and that it provides out-of- 
network benefits. While this may be true in 
some cases, StarTran’s plan has higher premi- 
um costs than most, and several other state 
and local agencies do not require employees 
to meet a deductible. Also, unlike state and 
city employees, insurance for StarTran workers 
ends at retirement, forcing many to work until 
they are old enough to qualify for Medicare. 

But it’s a moot point anyway, says Bill 
Kweder, union representative for ATU 1091. 
Since public employees have no right to col- 
lective bargaining, it’s like comparing apples 
to cantaloupes, he said. “Because we have 
collective bargaining rights, we negotiate for 
our pay and benefits. Just as now, we have 


bargained in the past to get and keep our 
health-care plan. We have given up things to 
get things,” Kweder said. City and state work- 
ers “did not have the opportunity to trade 
wages for benefits or other quality-of-life 
issues. They get what they’re given.” 

ATU President Jay Wyatt says that negoti- 
ations have been unproductive, so far. In 
fact, there hasn’t been much negotiating 
going on at all, he said: “They’re just going 
through the motions.” Wyatt said the union 
offered StarTran considerable wage conces- 
sions in order to keep the health plan the 
same, and the company hasn’t even consid- 
ered the offer. The union offered to reduce 

its wage increase to 
1% for the first year 
from 3.5%, and 3% 
for the following two 
years, instead of the 
3.25% that the com- 
pany was offering. 

Crews responded 
that the concessions 
were not enough to 
cover the costs of 
the old health-care 
proposal, but Kweder 
says this prompts 
the question: Why 
didn’t StarTran give a 
counteroffer asking 
for more conces- 
sions? Kweder said 
that when the union 
made its counter- 
proposal, StarTran 
returned with the 
same offer they 
had previously 
made, completely 
unchanged. “They 
have been pushing 
paper and killing time,” he said. 

Another part of the proposed contract that 
is especially hard for the union to stomach is 
new language that removes a requirement 
that the union must approve any changes to 
benefits or health-plan providers. The new 
phrasing only requires that StarTran discuss 
changes with the union and that the benefits 
of any new plan be equal or greater than the 
current plan. Kweder says this is trading col- 
lective bargaining rights for a “meet-and- 
confer”-style process. Crews said that the 
caveats in the plan provide assurances to 
workers that benefits will stay the same. 
“We’re not trying to take away anyone’s 
power here,” she said. “The company just 
needs flexibility in choosing a provider.” 

Also, the union is rejecting the $1,000 bonus, 
in favor of back pay for the wage increase 
applied retroactively for the period between July 
1, 2007, and June 30, 2008. They call the 
bonus a “payoff” because it is a one-time pay- 
ment and does not affect an employee’s perma- 
nent pay rate. Over long periods of time, that 
increase in wages adds up, Kweder said. 

The union will vote on the final proposal at 
its next meeting on Aug. 20. - Justin Ward

KXANingthe Olympics

NBC bills its Olympics coverage as “the 
most ambitious single media project in histo- 
ry,” but local NBC affiliate KXAN’s on-air cover- 
age has been noticeably old-school. While the 
station’s website bubbles with information and 
video, KXAN’s newscasts are sticking to the 
standard local-news format, relying on quickie 
sound bites and stale live shots to chronicle 
the dramatic events in Beijing, which the sta- 
tion assures viewers is a huge local story. 

KXAN is the only local station with a crew in 
China, which KXAN’s anchors remind us over 
and over again is “halfway around the world.” 
NBC paid $900 million for the television rights, 
giving the network and its affiliates complete 
control of any video from the games, as well 
as the right to flip the bird to its competitors. 

With no video, the other local stations 
are treating the Olympics as slightly less 
newsworthy than LakeFest in Marble Falls. 

In the last week, they’ve given more cover- 
age to Longhorns football practices, a 
Cowboys preseason 
game, the Astros 
race for the cellar, 
and a local hula-hoop 
demonstration. The 
night before the start 
of the games, CBS 
affiliate KEYE gave 
more airtime to a 
python that “gets 
cozy with a weather- 
man on live TV.” 

KXAN’s three-man 
team in Beijing, led 
by sports guy Roger 
Wallace, is part of 
a contingent assem- 
bled by LIN Television, 
which owns KXAN 
and 28 other sta- 
tions. In addition to 
their KXAN duties, 
they’re filing reports 
for other LIN stations, 
which helps defray 
the costs, said news 
director Michael Fabac. While sending a 
crew “halfway around the world” may seem 
a tad excessive in a time of widespread 
newsroom cutbacks, Fabac says the 
Olympics are an opportunity to “build the 
brand,” as well as a chance to cover the 
exploits of 20 local athletes. (KXAN might 
be the only station in town with a “brand 
manager.”) The Olympic coverage “is money 
well spent,” Fabac said. “It’s important 
because of the local perspective.” 

Of course, a year ago KXAN wouldn’t have 
devoted three minutes to swimming if Aaron 
Peirsol walked down Sixth Street naked. But 
the Olympics, as Bob Costas reminds us, 
transcend normal earthly events, so it’s hard 
to argue with KXAN’s decision to jump on the 
NBC bandwagon to chronicle the saga of the 
plucky local sports heroes. 


BIRD'S NEST DIRECT 

If anything, given all the expense and mil- 
lions flowing to new technology, you’d think 
KXAN’s newscasts would be a crazy swirl of 
images and excitement, breaking away from 
the rigid daily format to offer the type of 
detailed reports and maniacal full-court 
press coverage that would send people 
scurrying to set their TiVos to capture all the 
exclusive local reports. What better chance 
to go hog wild? 

Instead, KXAN’s coverage, to this point 
(through the first long weekend), has been the 
typical TV-news fodder - a few profiles, 
20-second interviews with locals, and the 
obligatory one minute of happy-talk with Wal- 
lace, standing in front of the stadium known 
as the Bird’s Nest. The local team has filed a 
nice profile of swimmer Eric Shanteau, who 
is battling cancer, and is clearly hustling to 
get interviews with local athletes and their 

families, but the main 
thrust of the “cover- 
age” is always the live 
shot of Wallace stand- 
ing in front of the sta- 
dium. The key “local- 
ness” is apparently 
Wallace’s banter with 
the KXAN anchors, 
allowing Robert 
Hadlock to ask prob- 
ing local questions 
like, “I know you don’t 
speak Chinese, but the 
people [of China] must 
be very proud of what 
happened last night.” 
(As it turns out, yes, in 
fact, the Chinese peo- 
ple seemed quite 
proud, Wallace said, 
providing “exclusive” 
local insight.) 

To his credit, Wallace 
is showing himself to 
be a live-shot machine. 
No matter the time of day, he looks cool and 
relaxed, effortlessly handling the grueling 
duty of crafting a never-ending stream of 
quickie reports, snappy intros, and mindless 
banter with anchors. 

But, as The Daily Show mocks nightly, 
Wallace might as well be standing in front of 
a blue screen in an Austin studio for all it 
matters - a joke TV news executives still 
don’t get. During its 6pm newscast Monday 
night, KXAN went live to Zilker Park, where a 
limb had fallen off a tree the night before; 
then they went live to a highway overpass, 
where police chased a drunk driver nine days 
earlier; and then, a few minutes later, they 
were live from Beijing. It was up to viewers to 
decide if the live shot in front of the tree was 
more exciting than the live shot from the 
Bird’s Nest. 


KEYE Layoffs 

CBS affiliate KEYE reportedly laid off 
14 staffers last Friday, including anchor 
Judy Maggio’s husband, producer 
Thad Rosenfeld. “Black Friday” repre- 
sents the first major cutbacks since 
Cerberus Capital Management, a private 
equity firm, bought the station last year. 
Station management didn’t return calls. 

Now that private equity firms have 
officially taken over radio giant Clear 
Channel, plans are moving forward for 
Clear Channel to sell local station 
KFMK-FM, Jammin’ 105.9. The new 
owners agreed to sell 55 stations as 
part of their deal with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. KFMK is 
being held in a trust while the company 
solicits buyers, according to local mar- 
ket manager Pam McKay. - K.B. 



The spotlight program for KXAN is the 
“Olympics Zone,” which is airing nightly at 
6:30pm. Essentially it’s a localized version of 
a national NBC package, offering KXAN a 
chance to feature more local results and a 
few more local sound bites. Monday’s show 
included a lengthy post-press-conference 
interview with local softball champ Cat 
Osterman and an inane package from NBC 
on how to use chopsticks. 

Only on the Web does the coverage really 
come alive. NBC’s site is overflowing with 
data, video, and live coverage on every sport 
from archery to wrestling. 

On KXAN’s site, Wallace and his two part- 
ners, Todd Bynum and Thomas Costley, 
blog about their days and use flip cameras to 


record some of the swirl of activity around 
them. They don’t have much to say, and the 
video of the daily buffets is getting old, but at 
least they’re providing some fresh insight into 
the event. So far, the most entertaining seg- 
ment of KXAN’s coverage has been flip-cam- 
era video, posted on YouTube, of the crew 
looking for a Starbucks in Beijing. 

More than anything, the Web postings 
show the crews working nonstop, barely leav- 
ing the loop of hotel, press conference, and 
media room as they try to fill the stations’ 
never-ending appetite for meaningless live 
shots and quick sound bites. You get the clear 
sense they have little time to do anything but 
log tape and make their satellite hits, even 
as a million stories swirl around them. ■ 



Does Your Mac Live in a Floodplain? 

The city of Austin has new floodplain maps online - intended to give 
homeowners, businesses, and renters a guide to areas at risk for flash 
flooding - as a handy Web-based interactive 
tool. After a two-year consultation process 
with the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency, Watershed Protection and 
Development Review Department 
spokeswoman Lynne Lightsey 
explained, “The big change is that 
we’re moving from old paper maps 
to digital.” In the 30 years since 
the last map update, changes in the 
city’s flood-control program mean some 
areas, like Tannehill Branch Watershed, 
are now outside the floodplain, while oth- 
ers, like Fort Branch and Carson Creek watersheds, are considered at risk. City staff recommends resi- 
dents use the new map to see whether they need flood insurance. If they do, they could take advantage 
of a lower-priced preferred risk policy before Sept. 26 - the day insurance companies will start using the 
new maps to calculate rates. However, Apple Macintosh users are still experiencing problems getting the 
website to work properly. Lightsey, a Mac user herself, said: “We’ve tried to test that out to solve that 
problem. I had been adamant that these have to be Mac compliant” In the meantime, at least PC users 
can check out the new maps at www.cityofaustin.org/watershed/flood.htm. - Richard Whittaker

ARE WE IN IRAQ TO STAY? 

Aha! Now we’re seeing the real reason 
that George W. pushed us into his Iraq war. 

For years, Bush has hopped from one 
rationale to another, ranging from scare 
tactics (they have WMD!) to altruistic 
appeals (we’re bringing democracy to those 
poor people).

TIME FOR PERCOLATE-UP 
ECONOMICS 

Great news for you, Horatio Algers! 

There are now more than 10 million people 
in the world who are millionaires or better. 
See, it’s easy to get rich, so join the club! 

Meanwhile, those of you at the other 
end of the economy can take heart, too. 
While you might not be millionaires yet, the 
good news is that America’s minimum wage 
is up by 70 cents. Wow - if you work an 
eight-hour day, you can buy about a gallon 
and a third of gasoline with that! See, 
everyone is doing well. 

While Washington has been lavish in its 
rush to bail out Bear Stearns, Fannie Mae, 
Freddie Mac, and who-knows-who’ll-be-next, 
it has been mingy in establishing a wage 
floor that allows people who do some of our 
country’s toughest, dirtiest jobs to make 
even the barest of ends meet. The new 
level - $6.55 an hour (or a gross of about 
$13,000 a year) - doesn’t begin to deal 
with $4 gasoline, $4-a-gallon milk, rising 
rents, utilities, bus fares, child care, and 
other essentials. Indeed, just to bring the 
floor up to the value of the minimum wage 
of 40 years ago, it would have to be $10 an 
hour today. 

Congress, which is talking about extend- 
ing tax breaks to boost the incomes of mil- 
lionaires and billionaires, is having no dis- 
cussions about lifting the working poor to a 
living-wage level. Yes, Washington did pass 
that economic-stimulus plan, sending one- 
time checks of up to $600 to most 
Americans. Yet, while this took $100 billion 
out of our public treasury, it did nothing to 
stimulate the economy - indeed, the billions 
largely were swallowed up by gas pumps, 
further bloating the wealth of Big Oil. 

America has been practicing “tinkle- 
down” economics for years, and it has 
failed us - both economically and morally. 
Time for some percolate-up economics.

What makes Marc Ott tick? How might the 
new city manager’s leadership change the 
direction of Austin? That’s been a subject of 
keen curiosity ever since City Council named 
Ott to the city’s top administrative post in 
January Ott preferred to keep a low public 
profile as he got up to speed on his enor- 
mous new job: managing 12,000 city employ- 
ees, 25 departments, and a budget of approx- 
imately $2.8 billion. Then in June, his name 
burst into the news when Ott requested the 
resignation of Communications Director 
Gene Acuna, after what was described as a 
series of trust-eroding performance lapses 
that peaked with Acuna’s failure to inform 
Ott of the fire at the Governor’s Mansion. 
Most recently, Austinites are scrutinizing 
Ott’s recommended city budget for the fiscal 
year that starts Oct. 1 . 

The city manager really runs city govern- 
ment. Elected officials set policy; it’s the CM 
who implements it. In leading all of the 
municipality’s day-to-day operations, Ott, 52, 
draws on a management philosophy honed 
over 27 years as a career city administrator. 
Ott came to Austin from the city of Fort 
Worth, where he had served since 2002 as 
assistant city manager for infrastructure ser- 
vices. There, Ott was also responsible for 
comprehensive strategic planning for growth. 
Previously, he’d steadily moved up through 
the ranks of city administration for the 
Michigan cities of Rochester Hills, Kalamazoo, 
Grand Rapids, and Jackson. Ott holds a bach- 
elor’s degree in management and a master’s 
degree in public administration from Oakland 
University in Michigan; at Harvard University, 
he graduated from the Program for Senior 
Executives in State and Local Government at 
the John F. Kennedy School of Government. 
Ott and his wife, Pamela (a surgical nurse), 
have two children and recently bought a home 
in Circle C. 

We interviewed Ott at length on July 18, the 
day of his six-month anniversary on the 
$242,000 job. What follows here are the high- 
lights of that three-hour conversation, edited 
for brevity and clarity. Ott’s responses to a 
number of additional questions are posted 
with this article online at austinchronicle.com. 

Austin Chronicle: How has Austin surprised you? 
Marc Ott: I think citizen engagement and the 
politics associated with that process and how 
issues get processed in our city have been the 
most surprising. I certainly realized that those 
things were going to be in play, to a degree 
greater than what I experienced in Fort Worth, 
simply because that’s a more conservative 
environment. It’s the level of intensity here 
that can take you aback sometimes, if you’ve 


not experienced it before. And the diverse 
perspectives that are brought to the issues are 
much broader here. 

The positive side of that, for me, is that I’ve 
always thought citizen engagement is a good 
thing. For most of my career, I’ve been more 
frustrated than not about a degree of apathy 
I’ve seen. You always have the right to express 
yourself in our great country, but with that 
comes a responsibility to participate. I get 
frustrated when folks don’t engage and don’t 
participate and are the perpetual critics. 

AC: So, Austinites do live up to our self-image as 
an unusually engaged citizenry? 

MO: I would say absolutely yes! [Laughs] 
Now I may get criticized for saying this, but 
the other side of that is - and I’m speculating 
a little bit - it may be that we have spent, and 
do spend, too much time on process. You 
reach a point where the questions need to be 
called, and a decision needs to get made. I 
hope we don’t get so caught up in engagement 
that we process a question to death and don’t 
call the question and make a decision. 

AC: What do you see as the top three strategic 
priorities for managing the city? 

MO: One of the things at the top of our list 
is mobility issues. And you can’t talk about 
mobility issues without talking about air 
quality - they work hand in hand. I’m not 
just talking about the city of Austin; certainly 
mobility issues must be looked at in a region- 
al context as well. We need to look at creating 
a multimodal, seamless transportation sys- 
tem. And that needs to be tied to land use. 
Then there’s our carbon footprint and all 
those things - that’s all tied to the discussion * 
on air quality. g 

Second, our infrastructure is an area that I > 
think we need to focus on. I am concerned < 
that, as a matter of fiscal policy, we find that ^ 
allowing 20% or more of our streets to be in 5 
poor condition is, for some reason, accept- 
able. And the reality is, the percentage of 
streets in poor condition is greater today. 
Investment in infrastructure - streets, bridges, 
and things people are not seeing - all of those 
things have to do with long-term sustainability 
and the viability of our community. 

A third priority? I would point to demand- 
and-supply issues, for things like the future 
availability of water. We need to, in a very 
deliberate way, develop a regional strategy 
to make sure that water supply is going to 
be sufficient for the projected growth that 
we anticipate. 

AC: Let’s talk about your management philoso- 
phy and approach. What do you bring as a leader 
that’s distinctive? 

MO: First and foremost, I think my job is to 
provide leadership. I’ve developed a point of 


view that I need to articulate, in such a way that 
you motivate people, that they get it. I believe 
in collaboration, participation - my style isn’t 
autocratic at all. I believe in inviting employees 
to the table to contribute to conversations, 
regardless of what the issue is. I believe a good 
idea is a good idea, regardless of where it comes 
from. I believe it’s important - it’s part of my 
management style - to create an environment 
where people feel safe coming to me, bringing 


things to the table, and saying what they think. 
Even if that means they disagree with me. At 
the end of the day, because of that kind of 
engagement, the outcomes are always better 
than what they would otherwise be. 

One of the ways you get that - again, as a 
leader - is through discourse, creating a sense 
of shared values in the organization. Because 
without that, you really don’t have anything to

build on, you don’t have that basis of trust. 
Given that sense of shared values, I think lots 
of things become possible in the organization. 

One of the things I said [during job inter- 
views] to the members of council was, “If you 
are looking for a maintenance manager, don’t 
hire me, because I’m not the one.” I wanted 
them to know that I intend to unleash the 
employees, to take advantage of everything 
that they have to offer. That really goes to how 
you value employees. Perhaps I value them a 
little differently. 

I think all of your life experience is relevant 
to our mission as a city. I may say, “Look, we 
want you to come over here and be part of this 
team, working on this issue, trying to create 
this new thing, trying to solve this problem.” It 
may not have anything to do with whatever 
your function was, at all, in the capacity that 
we hired you for, because we value the whole 
person and understand more fully the range of 
gifts and talents and knowledge that you have 
to offer. If you think about valuing employees 
like that, and multiplying that times 12,000 
employees in this organization, all of a sudden 
all kinds of things become possible. Even 
those things that may have seemed insur- 
mountable - maybe are not. 

AC: Are you hearing from staff that there’s a dif- 
ference in leadership now, a different mood in the 
city manager’s office? 

MO: Almost from the beginning, 

I’ve heard from staff that this envi- 
ronment is different. At the first 
meetings, I was surprised at the 
lack of input from the [assistant 
city managers], but that’s chang- 
ing. They’re adjusting to me still. 

AC: How openly do you believe City 
Hall should respond to the media? 

MO: One of things I said when I came to this 
town is, “This is the people’s business.” As such, 
it is all about being transparent and engaging 
people and having them engage you back. As 
far as I’m concerned, there are no secrets 
about the people’s business. On occasion, 
legally I’ll be restricted from talking about 
certain things. And if that’s the case, I’ll tell 
that to the media or whomever and move on. 

I don’t want anyone to think, particularly in 
light of Mr. Acuna’s resignation, that City Hall 
is shutting down, in terms of the media. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 

AC: You’ve assembled a new executive team. How 
does its makeup reflect your management style 
and intentions for the future? 

MO: I’ve appointed two new assistant city 
managers, Robert Goode and Sue Edwards; 
the other new appointment has been Chief of 
Staff Anthony Snipes. So I’m assembling a team 
that I think is going to be well-suited to where 
I want to take the organization. Mr. Goode and 
Mr. Snipes bring a range of skills and experi- 
ence that in some ways is different from and 
complements what’s already here. In coming 
here, I have a singular mission. And that mis- 
sion is to have the city of Austin become 
known and recognized as the best city in the 
entire country. So everything that I do, includ- 
ing personnel decisions that I make, is with 
that mission in mind. What we’re poised to do 


next - the city manager and the executive 
team - is take some time and do some strategic 
planning, in terms of looking at that singular 
mission, and seeing whether the organization is 
structurally set up so that we can be success- 
ful. So at our retreat [held Aug. 1] , we’re going 
to talk about organizational structure issues 
and alignment issues, among other things. 
AC: We heard a lot during the city manager 
search about City Council needing a city man- 
ager who would implement its policy, rather than 
de facto making policy. How does that boundary 
line work in reverse? How are you “ retraining ” 
elected officials to stay on the policy side and not 
insert themselves into the administrative process? 
MO: Oooh, listen to you! First of all, let me 
say, I think I have a great council. And I’m not 
just saying that because they’re my bosses. I 
enjoy working with them. And my reactions to 
the two new members have been very positive, 
so I’m looking forward to a very constructive 
working relationship with them. 

Council-manager relations, in the 26 years 
I’ve been in this business, have always been 
challenging. I’ve worked in both “strong 
mayor” and council-manager forms of govern- 
ment, so I’ve seen both sides. What I’ve 
shared with council includes this picture, that 
I’m about to draw for you. (See “Drawing the 
Line,” right.) The art associated with any suc- 
cessful city manager is his or her ability to 


navigate successfully in the middle - the gray 
area - in that environment right there [points 
to middle of diagram] . There are times when 
council may be on the other side of the line, 
and vice versa with the city manager. It 
becomes challenging and difficult when, 
instead of this ebb and flow [staying close to 
the dividing line] you’ve got that ebb and flow 
[crossing the outer lines] . That’s a problem. 

Based on what people have said, based on 
the very nature of your question, some of this 
wider ebb and flow has been true here, on both 
sides. I come here to provide leadership and 
management services to the organization. And 
to the community. It doesn’t mean, however, 
that I don’t engage in policy discussions; I do. 
It’s important for me to be mindful, though, 
that at the end of the day, I am not the ultimate 
decision-maker. The elected officials are. 

I understand that at times they’re going to 
want to be involved on the other side of the 
line [the administrative side] as well. And 
that’s okay sometimes, and I will do what I 
can to accommodate it. But the challenge for 
both of us is to try to stay in the middle. 

AC: I ’ve heard that you’ve had to say to individ- 
ual council members something along the lines of, 
“If you want staff to work on that project, then I 
need direction from council as a body first.” 

MO: There have been times when council 
members have brought things to me or it’s 
come to me through staff, and I have said: 


“That sounds like a great idea. But before I’m 
in a position to launch, because there are 
some fundamental policy issues there, I think 
you do need to have a discussion at the policy 
level. See if the majority of council is interest- 
ed in moving in that way.” I certainly have 
done that. To the members’ credit, they’ve 
been receptive to it. 

Obviously it does require, based on what 
I’ve heard, a change in behavior. What they’ve 
gotten in me is a guy who was brought up in 
the profession - a traditional career path. I’ve 
held every classification of assistant that there 
is in the manager’s office; I’ve worked with 
some very good city managers over the years. 
So I bring that range of professional manage- 
ment experience to Austin. 

I’m comfortable with how things are devel- 
oping in terms of council-manager relations. 
Will that relationship continue to develop 
and even change over time? I think it will, for 
the better. 

AC: Our former city manager didn’t believe Aus- 
tin needed a new comprehensive plan; do you? 
MO: From the time I arrived here, I have been 
talking about the need for a true and updated 
comprehensive plan. As a new city manager, I 
early on articulated that to the Planning direc- 
tor and to the assistant city manager. When 
[Neighborhood Planning and Zoning Dept.] 
Director Greg Guernsey gave his presentation 
at a council session on the interim 
update [to the 1979 Austin Tomorrow 
Plan] not long ago, I made it clear to 
him that it was important to talk 
there about the need to go beyond 
that and do a full-fledged comprehen- 
sive plan. 

I don’t very often speak from the dais. 
But I did that day, to emphasize the importance 
of undertaking a comprehensive plan. At the 
spring budget sessions, I again emphasized the 
need and went further to inform council that it 
was my intent to provide full funding for it when 
I prepared the budget for financial year ’09. 
Ultimately, in response, they did take action that 
does direct that. So I want everyone to know and 
understand that from the manager’s perspective, 
I think it’s absolutely important that we do this. 
AC: Why? 

MO: Why? Because it’s the guide for how we 
grow and what we become. 

AC: You sound dumbfounded, that it wouldn’t be 
completely obvious. 

MO: I come from a place, and I’ve worked at 
other places, where we not only had a compre- 
hensive plan, but we updated it every year. To 
a place where it hasn’t been updated since 
when? 1979? If you come to this, from where 
I come from - 1 don’t want to overdramatize it, 
but I was just . . . shocked. 

AC: What benefits might the average Austinite 
expect to see from afresh comprehensive plan? 
MO: A more deliberate approach to land-use 
decisions, quite frankly, in a way that we know 
how things tie together better - and to what 
end, ultimately. As I understand it, instead of 
a comprehensive plan, we have a series of dif- 
ferent kinds of land-use ordinances and a set 
of neighborhood plans done “in lieu of” - all

of which aren’t necessarily aligned. They don’t 
necessarily serve any ultimate end, in terms of 
the city as a whole. So what do we intend to 
grow up and be, from a land-use standpoint? 
What’s the answer? Do you know? Does any- 
one know? 

AC: Could doing a comprehensive plan mean 
that neighborhoods give up what power that they 
do have now, through their neighborhood plans? 
MO: I don’t think we should conclude that 
neighborhood plans are not valuable. A lot of 
time and thought has gone into them; I don’t 
think we should dismiss or discount them. 
They need to be part of the dialogue and the 
process that gets us to a comprehensive plan. 
But the fact of the matter is, I don’t think the 
neighborhood plans have the force of law. 

Here’s what I want to say: People have no 
reason to fear a comprehensive plan or the 
process associated with it. It’s all about help- 
ing our city be the best place it can be - for all 
of us. It isn’t about taking away from anyone. 
It’s about enhancing what we already have. 
AC: Regional growth management issues are a 
huge topic right now. As the manager of the city 
of Austin, how can you help the multijurisdic- 
tional dialogue move forward? What do you see 
as your power to affect positive change? 

MO: As a city manager, I think it’s about me 
getting engaged. And in some cases, initiating 
conversations about important regional issues 
- mobility issues, air quality issues, storm- 
water management; we’ve got to be concerned 
about what’s upstream. 

What I’m trying to do right now is establish 
a relationship with the other people in the 
other organizations that would be part of dis- 
cussing these regional issues. Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt, when I first came to town, she 
made a point of coming over here, and I really 
appreciate that. I’ve met with County Judge 
[Samuel] Biscoe. The city and the county 
ought to be talking about the toll road, SH 
130, and the kind of development that occurs 
within that corridor. That’s just an example of 
an opportunity for us to work together. Cap 
Metro is another area where I’m establishing a 
relationship. The Metropolitan Planning 
Organization is an important player in the 
regional conversation when it comes to mobil- 
ity issues. You’ve got a [regional mobility 
authority] , you’ve got [Capital Area Council of 
Governments] , all of these different organiza- 
tions. So now what I’m trying to do is estab- 
lish open lines of communication. 

But I’m not sure that I see a pre-existing 
venue where the necessary kinds of regional 
growth management conversations can occur. 
One of the things I’ve noticed is that here 
there is a separation between the Metropolitan 
Planning Organization and the Council of 
Governments. I come from a place where the 
MPO and the COG interact as one entity. In 
that setting, you can talk about a lot of 


these regional issues, and the officials and 
city managers like myself have an opportu- 
nity to participate, to lead, and to influence 
those things. Here you’re having a lot of 
these conversations, but there’s no place to 
do it. I think that model of integrating the 
COG and the MPO is a good one. I cer- 
tainly won’t be shy about making those 
kinds of suggestions. 

AC: Let’s talk about the city budget. Can you talk 
about how you see the city manager’s role and 
powers, relative to those of City Council? 

MO: Per the City Charter, I’m charged with 
preparing and developing a budget - and deliv- 
ering it by a specific date. Council can review 
that, amend it if they desire, and then they 
adopt the final budget. Now processwise, it’s 
more complicated than that. I have my own 
approach to getting that done, and it sounds 
like my approach is different than what’s been 
the case in the past. I think that it needs to be 
a collaborative, participatory process. It involves 
obviously staff, the coun- 
cil, and I think it needs 
to involve the citizens - 
and I don’t mean at the 
end of the game, in terms 
of council and citizens. I 
mean at the beginning of 
the process. 

That is one of the pri- 
mary reasons I had those 
early work sessions, back 
in the spring. I wanted 
to start the budget process knowing I’d already 
had the benefit of the council members’ per- 
spectives. We asked for the citizens to submit 
comments too - although I don’t know that 
we ever got any. But I invited that. I just felt 
that was really important, because this is one 
of the most important things that the city 
manager and the policy-makers do together: 
form the fiscal plan for the upcoming year. It’s 
our business plan, so to speak. 

AC: How involved were you personally in scruti- 
nizing line items in the budget? 

MO: Here’s what I didn’t do. I didn’t say, 
“We’re $25.3 million short, so that translates 
to a 2.3% reduction across all General Fund 
departments.” I didn’t say that. In my view, 
department heads are more like chief operat- 
ing officers. So I said to my department heads 
- my chief operating officers - “Go back, look 
at your businesses, and find savings. I’m 
unleashing you: It’s your company, and I want 
you to run it. Be mindful of mission and the 
programs and services that you deliver and the 
expectations associated with that.” But I 
didn’t tell them how to do it. 

For example, in the Police Department’s 
case, the chief went back and redesigned the 
deployment of officers and modified that in 
such a way that it resulted in significant over- 
time savings. That’s not a line-item issue, per 


se. It’s clearly a programmatic change - work- 
ing smarter. 

If you need to cut 2.3%, make no mistake, I 
can get the budget books and come in the 
room and close the door, and I can find 2.3% 
in cuts. But at the end of the day, what you 
might have is a mess - an absolute mess. Far 
be it from me to have a department in my 
office, in front of my budget team, and I’m 
going through their budget on a line-item 
basis. It’s silly! And it’s reckless. Because I 
don’t know enough. And I’m not respecting 
you, my chief operating officer, if I’m down 
there digging in your line items like that. 

AC: We’ve heard a lot about the huge portion of the 
city budget - more than 60% - dedicated to funding 
public safety agencies. Based on what you’ve seen so 
far, does Austin need to adjust that balance? 

MO: Public safety is expensive in every city. 
Are we spending too much on public safety in 
Austin? I don’t know. Yet. Are there reasons 
why it’s as expensive as it is? Sure. 

But it sounds like as a matter of policy, we 
made a decision that, from a personnel stand- 
point, in our decision to be competitive, we 
wanted to be at the top of the market. Well, we 
are at the top of the market! But in some 
cases, that’s 20, 25, 30% above our nearest 
competitors, relative to some positions and 
ranks in the Police 
Department. Do we 
really need to be that 
far at the top of the 
market? We need to 
think about that 
and about dialing 
that down. 

AC: How does ade- 
quate funding for 
Health and Human 
Services interplay with 
adequate funding for police, as a means of crime 
prevention and protecting public safety? 

MO: You’re asking me: “Could we temper our 
budget approach some, to the extent that we 
made a greater investment in social-service 
types of things? The things that ultimately 
would be preventive, in the sense that people 
would never get caught up in the law enforce- 
ment and judiciary track?” That has some 
merit, it seems to me. Is that worth some kind 
of analysis or investment? I think that’s a dis- 
cussion worth having, quite frankly. 

If you cut social services, there’s an impact 
that affects the other side, right? I don’t think 
those cuts are necessarily the answer when 
times get tough financially. But I do recognize 
there’s a propensity to go there first. What I 
can do, and what I will do, I’ll know as I 
mature a little more in this city. But rest 
assured, I will have a point of view at some 
point. And I won’t be shy about articulating it. 


AC: We had 1998 bond moneys for park capital 
improvements sitting around unspent for seven to 
10 years, because the Parks & Recreation 
Department was too underfunded to staff, oper- 
ate, and maintain any new facilities, or even the 
ones it already had. Is that a concern? 

MO: If we have bond money that we haven’t 
spent yet, that concerns me - if it’s true for 
Parks, it’s true for other capital investments 
funded by the citizens, and that means we 
haven’t managed our capital program as well 
as we should. That was true in Fort Worth, 
and I did a lot of things to change how we did 
capital-project delivery - so that we were 
doing it more efficiently, on time, on budget. 
Keeping our word with the people that vote in 
these bond elections, for crying out loud! 

If you find for some reason that you can’t 
- because, for example, the cost of construc- 
tion materials has gone up by 30 or 40% in a 
short period - then you have to tell the people 
that! We’re confronted with that here in 
Austin, by the way. We need to at least have 
the conversation: The $567.4 million bond 
program? It’s a bust! Whatever we said we 
were going to buy with that, we can’t do that 
now with $567 million. So we’re going to have 
to deal with it. 

I’m going to be looking to the director [the 
new PARD director being hired] to give me the 
story on our Parks Department. I don’t know 
it yet. Has there been enough investment 
here? Have we ignored too many things for too 
long? All of that. So that I can suggest, if the 
director doesn’t, to look outside of the General 
Fund and the bond program for other oppor- 
tunities to bring funds to our city so that we 
can enhance our parks system. That’s going to 
be a top priority. 

AC: I Ve heard good things around City Hall 
about the calm professionalism you exude. One 
description was that you have a “ zenlike ” quality. 
What’s the source of that? 

MO: I came here having made up my mind that 
I simply was going to be myself, just plainly. No 
pretense, no hidden agenda, none of that stuff. 
Now we all have ego, and in this job, you have 
to have some. But I’m always mindful that I 
have to do the work - with regard to that ego 
part - such that it doesn’t get in the way. So 
that it doesn’t prevent me from hearing what 
someone has to say, or being receptive to the 
next good idea and not envious of it or fearful 
of it because it wasn’t my own. I’m allowing 
myself to do the job and be vulnerable in it, all 
at the same time. It sort of feels like I have no 
fear. You following me? I have no fear. 

I’m not perfect. I’m gonna mess up. 
[Faughs] If I haven’t already. And when I do, I 
hope my response will be to admit it. Apologize 
for it, learn from it, fix it if I can. And hope we 
can move on. ■

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Unidentified 
Frakkin’ Objects

Saw one once. Summer of 1981. It was 
unidentified, flying, and definitely an object. 
My brother David and I were visiting friends 
who lived in an adobe home without plumb- 
ing in the mountains 50 miles northwest of 
Santa Fe, N.M. True I’d had a beer, maybe two. 
I was a little buzzed, but far from drunk; nor 
had I imbibed hallucinogens, pot, etc. (I never 
do). Having to pee, I stepped out into a 
very black night brilliantly cano- 
pied by what seemed like the 
entire universe. The adobe was in 
a small, deep valley, flanked on 
the east and west by steep, high 
ridges. I was facing east, content- 
edly relieving myself under the 
stars. My gaze panned from north 
to south - and there it was. 

Very close. Maybe a half-mile - I 
gauged that by its relation to the road. Straight 
up the hillside, near the top. Round - per- 
fectly round, it seemed to me. Rotating slowly 
like a flat metallic wheel, with small red and 
white lights near its circumference, it radiated 
a vague glow of its own. Noiseless. I saw it full 
for a moment, then, in less time than it takes 
to tell, it sank below the ridgeline - down into 
the next valley, I presumed. 

Zipped myself, ran inside, told my dear 
ones I’d seen something and I was going to 
look for it, and - having seen way too many 
movies - added that if I didn’t come back in 
a couple of hours they should call . . . some- 
body. Alas, I drove up and down that road and 
found only a deep-rutted truck path over the 
ridge that my low-slung ’69 Chevy couldn’t 
manage. As for hiking up in the dark - being 
a city-bred tenderfoot, that seemed a bad idea, 
UFO or no UFO. We all hiked up in the morn- 
ing but found nothing that looked unusual to 
our untrained eyes. 

The Los Alamos National Laboratory 
perched in higher mountains about 50 miles 
south as the crow flies. Maybe it was some-

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thing from the lab, we figured - or something 
interested in the lab. I gave it no more thought 
than that. I saw what I saw. 

That same year, my friend Richard saw what 
he saw: a long, wide, gray-glowing oblong 
passing low and humming over a ranch house 
in which he was a guest, some miles south 
of Austin. And dear Dixie - who died this 
year not long before her 91st birthday, 
and who in our long friendship 
never told a fib - saw what she 
saw when, driving a two -lane one 
night in the Panhandle between 
Matador and Clarendon, she 
was accompanied (followed?) for 
miles by a large glowing disc 
above and to her left. 

I mention these sightings now 
because, however unusual they may be, 
they were, in a way, not as unusual as finding 
an op-ed article in The New York Times head- 
lined “Unidentified Flying Threats,” highlight- 
ed in bold with the words “Why we should be 
more curious about U.F.O.s” (July 29, p.19). 
The newswires and some good newspapers 
are not above reporting UFO sightings when 
witnesses are many and reputable. But a seri- 
ous UFO article on the editorial pages of the 
“paper of record”? Was it a joke? 

Nope. The article was by one Nick Pope, 
identified as the author of Open Skies, Closed 
Minds, a man who “was in charge of U.F.O. 
investigations for the British Ministry of 
Defense from 1991 to 1994.” 

Well, that made things slightly more expli- 
cable. Americans won’t do, but the Times will 
print it if a well-credentialed Brit writes it. 

Pope cites several instances. On Nov. 7, 
2006, in broad daylight, “pilots and airport 
employees at O’ Hare International Airport in 
Chicago saw a disc-like object hovering over 
the tarmac for several minutes.” Radar didn’t 
pick it up, but Pope’s point is, “Stealth planes 
are designed to be invisible to radar, and many 



radar systems filter out signals not matching 
the normal characteristics of aircraft.” He sees 
UFOs as a national security issue, questioning 
whether our government can afford to ignore 
the phenomenon. (Why presume our govern- 
ment ignores it? Official U.S. investigations 
ceased in 1969; secret investigations may well 
continue. Richard told me that the military 
was all over the county the day after his sight- 
ing, and certain areas were, for a short time, 
closed to public access.) 

Pope writes that “Britain and France . . . con- 
tinue to investigate U.F.O. sightings, because 
of concerns that some sightings might be 
attributable to foreign military aircraft breach- 
ing their airspace, or to foreign [read: U.S. 
and Russian] space-based systems of interest 
to the intelligence community.” For instance, 


on Dec. 26, 1980, “two American Air Force 
bases in England reported seeing a U.F.O. 
land. An examination of the site turned up 
indentations in the ground and a level of 
radiation in the area that was significantly 
higher than ordinary. ... The deputy base 
commander reported that the aircraft aimed 
light beams into the most highly sensitive area 
of the base.” And there have been enough 
near-misses “between U.F.O.s and known 
aircraft ... to prompt the Ministry of Defense 
and the British Civil Aviation Authority to 
advise pilots, if they encounter anything, ‘not 
to maneuver, other than to place the object 
astern, if possible.’” 

Nick Pope isn’t alone in his call for the U.S. 
to investigate UFOs. Reuters online, Nov. 13, 
2007, reported that “An international panel 
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of two dozen former pilots and government 
officials” agree. ‘“It would certainly, I think, 
take a lot of angst out of this issue,’ said for- 
mer Arizona Gov. Fife Symington, who said 
he was among hundreds who saw a delta- 
shaped craft with enormous lights silently 
traverse the sky near Phoenix in 1997.” 

Lessen the angst? I wonder. At the O’Hare 
sighting “mechanics, maintenance workers, 
and a pilot all saw the craft, which made 
no sound as it sat motionless in the sky for 
minutes, and then shot up out of sight, leav- 
ing a perfectly circular opening in the cloud 
cover” ( The Week, Jan. 19, 2007, p.3, citing 
The Chicago Tribune). “[One] employee was 
so shaken by his otherwordly vision ... that 
he’s experienced ‘some religious issues.’” 

Believers the world over would experi- 
ence “some religious issues” if ever an 
official, public consensus was reached that 
UFOs exist and that they ain’t from around 
here. Just for starters, whether you believe 
the Quran, the Tanakh, or the Bible, your 
creation stories would be pretty well shot 
to hell in terms of anything but metaphor 
- and no one should be flip about the 
undermining of faith on such a mass scale, 
not even the world’s urbane intelligentsia. 
Our universal use of the term “aliens” for 
interstellar life-forms is a giveaway that we 
too believe we are the center of creation. 
However much we may cherish Star Trek, 
TheX-Files, Babylon 5, Dr. Who, or Battlestar 
Galactica (whose writers coined the useful 
usages “frak” and “frakkin”’), proof that 
there are technologically advanced spe- 
cies who can fly rings around us might be 
unsettling, since they’ve probably not read 
Proust and care nothing for the application 
of semiotics to feminism, queer theory, and 
the cinema. As a concept, officially con- 
firmed “alien” activity would be as sobering 
as it is intoxicating. 

Given the variety of unidentified flying 
objects seen by reliable witnesses, one may 
justifiably speculate that a variety of Other 
Folk are interested in us. Why? Astronomer 
Carl Sagan gave a cogent reason in his book 
Intelligent Life in the Universe: Since the com- 
mercialization of radio in the 1920s, our 
planet has emitted an increasing intensity of 
electronic signals. To electronic telescopes 
elsewhere, it might be as though a blank 
space in the galaxy suddenly became incred- 
ibly bright and keeps getting brighter. That 
would be worth investigating. Thus, 20 
years after the advent of radio, UFO sight- 
ings began to be reported worldwide. Makes 
sense. Somebody - “aliens” - might want to 
know who’s new in the neighborhood. 

I’ll vote for Barack Obama, but I’m not 
a fan. Still, I liked him best the other day 
on MSNBC (Aug. 4, Flardball With Chris 
Matthews). A nervous local newsman - from, 
I believe, the Midwest - asked if, as presi- 
dent, Obama would reveal the existence of 
“aliens” if he had “positive proof.” Said the 
presumptive nominee, “It depends on what 
these aliens were like - and whether they 
were Democrats or Republicans.” ■

it is semantic. You can’t really change 
people’s prejudices; you just hope 
they see [the work] and enjoy it.” 

The four plays cover a broad 
range of subject matter: Natalie 
Goodnow’s play, “Munti," is about 
trees; Reyes’ play, “2 Souls & a 
Promise,” is about love that stretch- 
es into eternity; Celeste Guzman 
Mendoza’s “Adela’s Altar” presents 
a woman who hears the voice of 
God; and “Las Amandas,” by 
Michael Mares Mendoza (Celeste’s 
husband), is about love and family 
across borders. 

“I think sometimes people think, 
'Oh, it’s bilingual theatre; it’s all going 
to be very similar,”’ says Celeste 
Mendoza. “But that’s not true. The 
theatre aesthetic is very diverse also. 
That was very surprising to me, work- 
ing on these plays and seeing how 
the individual aesthetics and expres- 
sions are very diverse.” 

While the plays share some com- 
mon elements with the company’s 
prior work, such as the bilingual scripts 
and themes such as family and faith 
that are familiar to audiences who 
have followed the company’s work, the 
production is still a departure. 

“Some people will enjoy these 
plays,” Celeste Mendoza says. 

“Some others, I think it will take 
them a little while to hang on and 
really enjoy this work.” 

Says Reyes: “We want them to 
come and experience something that 
we probably won’t do again. We have 
so many other plays that we want to 
do that are already written.”

It’s hard to imagine an old-school Broadway musical without dancing, and it’s 
hard to imagine the Zilker Summer Musical without Judy Thompson-Price. She’s 
been responsible for most of the dancing on the Beverly S. Sheffield Zilker 
Hillside Theater stage since 1981. Beginning with Fiorello! that year, Thompson- 
Price choreographed 15 Summer Musicals in a row and has also done five of 
the last six. And every time, her dances have charmed. It didn’t matter whether 
the show was Camelot or Oklahoma!, Crazy for You or The Secret Garden, her 
steps added the right touch of sparkle and spectacle to the proceedings. 
Reviewers typically described her work as “cheerful,” “exuberant,” and “ener- 
getic.” Now, considering that Thompson-Price was making her dancers do so 
much kicking and jumping and spinning in triple-digit heat and smothering 
humidity, and often in heavy period costumes, you might think their feelings for 
her would be less than warm. But the fact is, Thompson-Price is adored by the 
Summer Musical folks, as they showed Saturday, Aug. 9, before their perfor- 
mance of Disney's Beauty and the Beast. One by one, a cast member from 
each of the 20 Hillside productions she has made dances for came onstage 
and handed her a yellow rose in appreciation of her contributions to this great 
| Austin tradition. Since the exact nature of the recognition had been kept secret, 
< Thompson-Price was both surprised and moved by the tribute. It was a deserv- 
» ing honor, to which we’d like to add our appreciation of Thompson-Price’s talent 
i and dedication.

Let’s say you really love driving. 
You have a nice car, you’re a good 
driver, and your friends all like to 
ride with you. Even so, you’ll still 
want to get out and stretch your 
legs from time to time. 

To an extent, that’s what Teatro Vivo 
is doing with its upcoming production, 
Voces de Vivo , Voces de la Cultura 
Latina, an evening of four one-act 
plays. Since May 2000, the company 
has built a record of producing bilin- 
gual theatre focusing on issues rele- 
vant to the Latino community. It 
recently obtained nonprofit status, and 
its mission is in part to present “cul- 
turally relevant theatre about the 
Latino experience.” With Voces de Vivo, 
however, Teatro Vivo has set loose its 
own company members, giving four 
playwrights the opportunity to write 
about whatever they want and to show 
themselves off as theatre artists. 

“This production is a way for the 
artists in our group to do something 
that relates not to them as Latinos 
but as artists,” says Artistic Director 
Rupert Reyes, who is also one of the 
four playwrights. “We hope to show a 
little bit of flexibility in our company.” 

Within that idea of flexibility is a 
glimmer of the larger debate among 
theatre artists about what consti- 
tutes Latino theatre vs. plain ol’ the- 
atre or what, if anything, separates 
theatre that focuses on any one cul- 
tural group’s experiences from main- 
stream theatre. “We have that con- 
versation in the company constant- 
ly,” says Reyes. “What is a Latino 
play? What is not a Latino play?” 

Production coordinator and play- 
wright Celeste Guzman Mendoza sees 
the confusion but doesn’t dwell on it. 
“I’m like, ‘I don’t care what you call it; 
just come see it,”’ she says. “A lot of

Enhancing campus 
with art 

The 40 Acres is about to get a lot more ... 
artful, thanks to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. The New York institution is lending the 
University of Texas 28 mid- to late-20th centu- 
ry sculptures that will be installed across cam- 
pus as part of a new public art program at UT. 

Seems the university decided a few years 
ago that it was time to have a real policy 
regarding the collection and display of public art 
on campus, and so engaged Peter Walker 
Partners, the architectural firm behind the 
Speedway and East Mall renovation, to develop 
a Public Art Master Plan that would guide the 
acquisition and placement of public art in coor- 
dination with the Campus Master Plan created 
by Cesar Pell i & Associates 12 years ago. Out 
of that effort has come Landmarks, as the pub- 
lic art program is called, and its first big project 
is the long-term loan from the Met, which was 
initiated by Landmarks founding director Andree 
Bober. As the sculptures are too large for the 
Met to exhibit, the UT loan gets works by the 
likes of Louise Bourgeois, Deborah Butterfield, 
Jim Dine, and Antoine Pevsner out of storage 
and in front of thousands of people every day. 

The first 17 sculptures will be installed in out- 
door public spaces and inside campus buildings 
this month. The first work will be unveiled Friday, 
Sept. 12, 3pm, in Amphitheater 204 of the new 
AT&T Executive Education and Conference 
Center, MLK at Whitis; before the event, Valerie 
Fletcher, senior curator of Modern Art at the 
Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Garden, 
Smithsonian Institution, will give a free public 
lecture explaining the historical significance of 
the sculptures. The remaining 11 pieces will be 
placed in Bass Concert Hall next January, when 
the current renovation is complete. 

Eventually, Landmarks will oversee the pur- 
chase or commission of art for new campus 
buildings and public sites like medians, 
malls, gateways, and Waller Creek. With new 
building projects or major renovations of 
existing buildings, 1-2% of the capital cost of 
construction will be set aside for art acquisi- 
tion. Art for other sites will be funded by pri- 
vate contributions and foundation support.

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The Big Show 

Comic-Con has gone Hollywood, but Austin’s 
comics pros say it’s still the place to be

You’ve seen the geeks totally geeking out 
(paunchy men stuffed like sausages into 
brightly colored spandex). You’ve seen the 
stars nearly freaking out. (“So, Carla Gugino, 
how does it feel to be surrounded by thou- 
sands of drooling fanboys?”) But unless you’ve 
ventured beyond the mainstream media’s 
coverage of Comic-Con International, that 
800-pound gorilla - hell, the King Kong - of 
fan fantasy conventions, you probably haven’t 
caught more than a glimpse of the people 
who write, draw, ink, letter, and edit comics, 
the working stiffs of sequential art. But the 
fact is, despite ffollywood’s recent invasion 
and supposed takeover of this 38-year-old 
event, Comic-Con is still the most important 
gathering of comics professionals all year. It’s 
“the big show,” as Austin comics writer Paul 
Benjamin says, the place where you can count 
on seeing just about everyone in the biz. 

“For the most part, I can see most of the 
publishers that I want to talk to, most of the 
editors that I want to talk to, most of the other 
creators that I want to talk to,” he says. “And 
most importantly, I can see all of my friends. 
You get to catch up. It’s almost like getting 
together for summer camp reunions.” 

Benjamin, who recently finished a 12-issue 
stint writing Hulk for the all-ages Marvel 
Adventures line, is one of several local comics 
pros who braved the mammoth crowds - a 
staggering 150,000 - at Comic-Con this year. 
That’s like beaming every resident of Round 
Rock, Leander, and Pflugerville into the San 
Diego Convention Center for four days. But 
Comic-Con’s size doesn’t deter this 12-year 
veteran. “I could choose not to go to that 
convention,” he says, “but I go there because 
everybody’s going to be there, and everybody 
has to be there because it’s the big show.” 

Having that contact with colleagues is all 
the more important because of the solitary 
nature of the business, argues artist Nick 
Derington, whose work can be seen in the 
Image anthology Popgun and The Phantom, 
published by Moonstone: “Being a cartoon- 
ist means many hours, days, weeks sitting in 
a home studio working by yourself with no 
peers to go to lunch or hang out by the water 
cooler with. In that sense, San Diego provides 
a heavy-duty dose of socializing, networking, 
and much much-needed human interaction 
for many cartoonists.” Derington, who made 
it to Comic-Con for the eighth time this year, 
feels that isolation all the more keenly in a 
place like Austin, which is so far removed from 
the industry’s hub. “Unless you live in New 
York or L.A., there are no large concentrations 
of people who do what I do,” he says. “So it’s 
nice to go have a drink with someone who 
speaks the esoteric language of making com- 
ics. Honestly, it’s not just a job but a lifestyle.” 


Matt Sturges agrees: “When the majority 
of your work consists of sitting in a room by 
yourself typing, you tend to look forward to 
these sorts of things.” But for the co-writer of 
Vertigo’s Jack of Fables and House of Mystery 
series, it’s not just the charge of meeting col- 
leagues; it’s also connecting with his audience. 
“Of course, it’s always nice to spend time with 
fellow creators - there are quite a few profes- 
sionals that I only see at Comic-Con, and 
that’s one of the primary selling points for 
a lot of comics creators. [And] getting per- 
sonal feedback from readers carries a lot more 
weight than what you get on the Internet. It 
seems more real somehow. And Comic-Con 
has the highest concentration of readers by far 
than any other convention I attend.” 

All three creators acknowledge the changes 
in the convention wrought by the increased 
presence of film and television, but they take 
issue with the notion that comics have disap- 
peared from their own event. It’s all about 
knowing where to look, says Sturges. “Comic- 
Con has become such a large event these days 
that it’s as though there are multiple conven- 
tions going on simultaneously, and they just 
happen to take place on the same convention 
floor. I spent the entire week talking to comics 
fans and professionals, attending panels about 
comics, and drinking with comics people at 
the hotel bar. There are entire subsets of media 
and fandom that have always been there, like 
the fantasy illustrators, but that operate in an 
almost parallel reality. Those illustrators have 
their own little comer of the convention hall, 
they drink at a different bar at night, and they 
appear to have a wonderful time doing so.” 
Having TV and film on board “has cer- 
tainly made the convention larger and more 
unwieldy, but at the same time, there are a 


whole lot more people at the convention, and 
that’s to the good,” says Benjamin. “Don’t get 
me wrong, it makes things a lot more difficult, 
and in some ways it’s frustrating, but it’s a lot 
better than having everything shrink.” 

From Sturges’ perspective, the heavy 
Hollywood presence is a plus not only for the 
convention but ultimately for the medium it 
was founded to celebrate. “There’s still a hefty 
comics presence at the show, and they’re get- 
ting more exposure than ever,” he argues. “A 
sizable fraction of the attendees aren’t coming 
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for the comics, true, but those people end up 
being exposed to comics in a way they might 
not have been otherwise. Hundreds of people 
came through the DC booth while I was there 
- no doubt looking for Batman swag - and 
quite a few of them picked up the free com- 
ics that we were handing out. Did they all 
read them? Probably not. But some did, and 
some of those lucky folks will become comics 
readers as a result. To paraphrase Rorschach 
in Watchmen, we’re not set up in there with 
them; they’re set up in there with us.” 

“Comics are a crazy small industry,” adds 
Derington. “Normal people don’t read them. 


Hell, normal people don’t read ‘real’ books 
anymore. The fact that Hollywood is pouring 
money into the comics industry is fine and 
dandy by me. That just means more comic 
artists get jobs making comics instead of hav- 
ing to draw storyboards for tampon commer- 
cials or illustrate place mats for McDonald’s 
or, worse yet, be forced to get ‘real’ jobs 
like moving boxes at UPS or slinging coffee 
at Starbucks. This shit happens constantly. 
Whatever brings more attention and money to 
this dying medium is aces in my book. ” 


So how much is this mainstream attention 
for Comic-Con affecting comics? Was there a 
sense at this year’s convention that these are 
good times for this “crazy small industry”? 
“Obviously everyone’s experience is different, 
but the sense I got was mostly positive,” says 
Sturges. “It’s a very interesting time to be in 
comics, especially as regards the popular cul- 
ture; Hollywood seems to be obsessed with 
superheroes right now, and it’s never been 
hipper to read comics than it is today. Books 
like Watchmen and Sandman and Fables are 
viewed less and less by the culture at large as 
‘that weird stuff over there’ and more as part 
of the fabric of literature in general. The sale 
of graphic novels and trade paperback collec- 
tions in bookstores has helped a lot - people 
who’d never darken the door of a comic-book 
shop can get their hands on comics now and 
fall in love with the medium.” 

All of which leaves Derington a little dazed. 
“As a lifelong genre-fiction fan and comic-book 
geek, I honestly feel like I am in the Twilight 
Zone or perhaps in Bizarro World,” he says. 
“Never in my life did I think I would be able 
to talk to my dentist about the existential 
repercussions of Batman or see housewives 
giddy about Hellboy. The fact that a fucking 
Watchmen movie is about to come out melts 
my brain. Never, never, never in a million years 
did I think this secret little world of stories 
would be understood by the mainstream pub- 
lic. It’s very, very good to be a nerd right now, 
and it’s even better to be one of the guys mak- 
ing this stuff for the world to love instead of 
for a handful of comic-book cult members.”

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Benjamin feels that the state of the 
industry may depend on where you are in 
it. “If you’re in the superhero side of things, 
you’re excited that all the superhero movies 
are doing well. If you’re on the manga side, 
[the publisher] Tokyopop has recently had 
a big contraction because of some of the 
problems Borders Books has been having, 
and that has made things really difficult. 
As one of Tokyopop ’s creators, it would 
be really easy to be depressed when your 
publisher runs into problems, but I’ve 
been in the business long enough that I’ve 
seen publishers come and go, and I’ve seen 
some publishers who were in trouble keep 
on going. I worked for Marvel in one of its 
divisions during the layoffs and subsequent 
bankruptcy. Look at Marvel today.” 

So was this year’s Comic-Con produc- 
tive for these creators individually? For 
Sturges and Benjamin, both of whom are 
still early in their careers as comics writers, 
the answer is definitely yes. “I only started 
my writing career about three years ago,” 
says Benjamin, “and between last year and 
this year, I’ve published 12 issues of a Hulk 
comic, a second book in a graphic-novel 
series [Pantheon High with Tokyopop] , and 
a bunch of short stories. So I have a much 
larger body of work this year, which makes 
a big difference when you go up to a pub- 
lisher. Very different saying, ‘I have a bunch 
of stuff I’m gonna be working on,’ and 
‘Here’s a list of stuff I’ve done.’” 

“I have several more books out now than 
I did last year, so more people are familiar 
with my work,” says Sturges. “I don’t have 
to try as hard as I used to. And I have 
plenty of work, so I didn’t have to spend 
time going from editor to editor with my 
hat in my hand. Which was a much wel- 
come change of pace.” 

“It's a very interesting 
time to be in comics,” 
says Sturges. “Hollywood 
seems to be obsessed 
with superheroes right 
now, and it's never been 
hipper to read comics 
than it is today.” 

Derington benefited professionally as 
well, though he isn’t at liberty to say 
how just yet. (“Expect some big project 
announcements by the end of the year.”) 
Instead, he talks about how the very big- 
ness of “the big show” feeds him creatively. 
“The information overload keeps my cre- 
ative juices flowing for the rest of the year. 
It’s just acres of people and their projects 
- projects of every skill level, which can 
boost your ego, greatly humble you, and, 
best of all, egg on those competitive feel- 
ings that force you to work those long 
hours and get better and better at your 
chosen craft.” ■

Going* Home 
to the Armadillo 

After 30 years, the song remains the same at 
ArmadilloCon, Texas’ favorite sci-fi convention

Anyone watching recent coverage of the 
massive Comic-Con in San Diego must think 
that all science-fiction conventions are cos- 
tumed extravaganzas, and long-suffering fans 
of literary science fiction might wonder what 
happened to conventions where the writers 
weren’t crowded out by spokesmodels and E! 
presenters. Fear not. This weekend, Austin’s 
own ArmadilloCon is back to restore some 
faith in the quiet power of talking about 
books. Joe Lansdale, the boss of East Texas 
Gothic and an ArmadilloCon regular through- 
out its now 30-year history, puts it bluntly: 
“It’s not for people in chicken costumes from 
space,” he says, “but people who really read 
the literature and are interested in the writers 
and how they create.” 

Since 1979, ArmadilloCon has been a 
unique stop on the summer round of science- 
fiction and fantasy gatherings. “We’re the 
second-longest-running Texas annual conven- 
tion,” explains this year’s co-chair, Kurt Baty. 
Its big sibling, Texas A&M University’s stu- 
dent-run AggieCon, actually hits 40 next year, 
“but they’re pikers compared to others,” says 
Baty. “WorldCon is going to be 66 this year.” 
ArmadilloCon was in part inspired by the trav- 
eling WorldCon (or, to give it its full name, the 
World Science Fiction Society World Science 
Fiction Convention). Traditionally held either 
on the coasts or around the Great Fakes, its 
1976 incarnation as MidAmeriCon in Kansas 
City, Mo., pushed Austin book dealer Willie 


Siros and fellow fan Robert Taylor to put their 
own together. They invited local authors John 
Varley and Howard Waldrop to headline the 
first event. Since then, its management and 
organization have been taken over by the 
Fandom Association of Central Texas. 

“A lot of conventions didn’t make it to 30 
years,” says Baty. “Usually when the founding 
group gets to the point where they won’t mess 
with it anymore, they fade away, so it takes a 
good group to keep it going.” For its 25th anni- 
versary, the speakers list was a who’s who of 
previous prestigious guests, but “for the 30th 
anniversary,” Baty continues, “we’re trying to 
reach out into Austin and remind people that 
they went to ArmadilloCon 15 years ago.” 

That historic guest list is a virtual science- 
fiction hall of fame (George R.R. Martin, Kim 
Stanley Robinson, and Neil Gaiman, to name 
a few). But ArmadilloCon’s claim to fame is 
that the literary stars often came before they 
were big names. Take 1982’s ArmadilloCon 
4: Rising short-story writer William Gibson 
sat with local author Bruce Sterling on a 
panel called Behind the Mirrorshades: A Fook 
at Punk SF. Four years later, Gibson was 
back as the guest of honor after his novels 
Neuromancer and Count Zero established him 
as a genre giant. The next year, it was Sterling’s 
turn, after he edited the seminal collection 
Mirrorshades: The Cyberpunk Anthology. 

That seeming prescience is, for Baty, part of 
what makes ArmadilloCon both special and 



important. “The guest of honor is frequently a 
name that people never know, but it’s the rising 
star,” he says. This year’s hot tip is novelistjohn 
Scalzi, who Baty calls “a major up-and-coming 
writer who has a major Internet presence.” 

Yet ArmadilloCon also attracts icons, such 
as special guest and first- time attendee Joe 
Haldeman. While works such as his landmark, 
The Forever War, made him synonymous with 
science fiction and won him every major genre 
accolade (five Nebulas, five Hugos, three 
Rhysling science-fiction poetry prizes, and a 
World Fantasy Award), he explains, “I’m basi- 
cally a literary writer, and I choose science- 
fiction themes.” What attracts him specifically 
to science-fiction conventions, rather than 
other literary gatherings, is that “the divide 
between fan and writer is unsharp,” he says. 


“There are a lot of fans who have written one 
or two stories, and there are a lot of writers 
who have friends in fandom.” 

“All our best friends,” inteqects his wife, Gay 
(a convention veteran herself, holding her own 
panel on Sunday with Fansdale’s wife, Karen, 
titled hiving With a Creator). The closeness to 
other writers and the ability to move from fan 
to author and back to fan are two things the 
pair understands well. Joe recalls, “In 1963, 
when we walked into our first science-fiction 
convention, there was Isaac Asimov and F. 
Sprague De Camp fencing with broadswords, 
right in the lobby of the hotel.” 

“We were hooked at that point,” adds Gay. 
There are other literature-centric con- 
ventions, such as Boston’s ReaderCon, but 
Fansdale suggests that ArmadilloCon taps 


LEATHER MAIDEN 

by Joe R. Lansdale 
Knopf, 304 pp., $23.95 

I know right now it’s a fanboy world, and we just live in it, but 
what does it say that our current life during wartime is being most 
complexly explored (at least in mass culture) through the aesthetics 
of superhero comics? Personally, I’d love to join the hand-wringing 
over how sucky it is that seemingly every movie’s a superhero movie, 
except that The Dark Knight and Iron Man and even - no, especially 
- Hancock have done a better job than the last couple of years’ 
worth of politically conscious Oscar bait have at diagnosing and 
dancing around the many-splendored ways in which We the People 
are fucked in the head. At least they’ve managed pretty well within 
the limitations of the PG-13 rating and a range of dubious political 
stances on a spectrum of center to liberal (at once guilty and thrilled 
over their proto-fascist fantasies). 

The ever-prolific Joe R. Lansdale knows no such limits, but he certain- 
ly knows from fucked-in-the-head. Working the E.C. Horror aisle of the 
comic shop, Lansdale’s hilariously alarming new novel, Leather Maiden, 
follows Gulf War veteran and Pulitzer-nominated journalist Cason Statler 
home to Camp Rapture, Texas, and into investigating the disappearance 
of a local college student. In Lansdale’s hands, this of course leads into 
a moral miasma of blackmail, kidnapping, sex videos, serial killing, polit- 
ical assassination, Internet cult-poetry, and a little torture, for good mea- 


sure (used as much to elicit confessions as to relieve boredom). East 
Texas is no Gotham, and Cason Statler’s no Batman, but there’s plenty 
Joker to go around, with an unfolding series of murderous outrages in 
which crime employed for prankish game-playing becomes something 
like terrorism for the hell of it. Add that one of the heroes - and perhaps 
the most purely entertaining character - is a self-diagnosed sociopath 
named Booger, whose post-Gulf War trauma is that he enjoyed the 
hostilities way too much, and you might be excused for wondering if 
Lansdale has taken a socially concerned turn toward moral allegory. 

But I honestly don’t think he means to “bring the war home,” and 
my only suspicions about his agenda spring from wondering if he has 
one beyond making us laugh and shudder at another nasty tale from 
his crypt. Nevertheless, that Lansdale’s feral, shit-stained brand of 
Americana should start to look so much like a Southern-fried mash- 
up of headlines from The Huffington Post should give a reader pause. 
Moral ambiguity doesn’t begin to describe it, but that doesn’t mean the 
sardonic chatterboxes who populate this swamp lack compasses for 
navigating, just that knowing which way is north may not help anyone 
get out alive. Entertaining and distressing in equal measure, and for 
all kinds of reasons, Leather Maiden is a bruising jolt from an immoral 
moralist, who finds it slightly less shocking and a little more funny than 
we do to ask if we all live in Camp Rapture now. - Spencer Parsons

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into a very particular Texas literary tradi- 
tion, one that evokes the state’s genre-bust- 
ing innovators like Conan creator Robert 
E. Howard. It encourages modem Texan 
writers to experiment in the margins - 
what Sterling termed “slipstream fiction” 
and others label “interstitial.” Lansdale 
explains: “A lot of the Texas writers for me 
are so different [from] writers anywhere 
else. I don’t know what it is now, but in 
my era, it was the isolation. There were 
no writers around me, and we read these 
different kinds of ideas and welded them 
together. I believe it is lacking a tradition 
that has given us a tradition.” 

That’s why author and this year’s toast- 
master Bill Crider is an ArmadilloCon regu- 
lar. While he has dabbled in science fiction 
with his Golden Duck-winning kids book 
Mike Gonzo and the UFO Terror, the Texas 
native is more famous for his mysteries 
and Westerns. Why does he make the drive 
from Alvin every year? “I like the people 
who attend. Their guest list is the tops,” 
he explains. “I go as a reader, but it helps 
me as a writer to talk to people about the 
business of writing. ... I always come home 
from a convention clean, energized, and 
ready to start writing.” 

For editor/columnist/publishing poly- 
math Rick Klaw, back as a panelist for his 
14th year, it’s the presence of highly liter- 
ary writers like Haldeman, Lansdale, and 
Crider that makes this event important. 
“One of the strengths of ArmadilloCon has 
always been that it’s three fans to every 
pro, so the pros feel a lot more comfort- 
able,” he said. “You have a chance to sit 
down and talk about whatever projects 
you’re working on. As an editor, you can 
sit down to talk about working with newer 
writers. As a new writer, you get to meet 
these people. It enables you to get nearer 
to the fans.” At the bigger conventions, he 
adds, “it’s all about promoting whatever 
you’ve done. This, you’re talking about 
what you’re going to do.” 

Yet even after 30 successful years, 
ArmadilloCon isn’t past evolution. “Because 
I’m chair this year, we get to do a few things 
differently,” says Baty. “Every year we have a 
band or something on the Saturday, and Bill 
[Crider] and [self-proclaimed greatest living 
sci-fi short-story writer in San Antonio] Scott 
Cupp have just sat in the comer and shot 
the shit all evening. It’s the most entertain- 
ing thing.” This time, that’s a whole event 
called Campfire Tales, with Crider, Cupp, 
and the two Joes - Haldeman and Lansdale 
- swapping anecdotes for an audience. 

One thing will hopefully stay the same. 
Though Harold Waldrop is currently recov- 
ering from bypass surgery, the toastmaster 
from ArmadilloCon 1 is still scheduled to 
close Sunday’s programming with a read- 
ing, just as he’s done for 25 years. “It’s 
traditional,” says Baty. ■

In a city awash with tacos, it can be hard to determine why another taco joint 
is needed or even wanted. How different can the tacos at these scores of places 
be? I mean, we’re talkin’ eggs, potatoes, beans, cheese, and chorizo or bacon in 
various combinations all rolled up in a tortilla, right? But devotees of tacos, espe- 
cially breakfast tacos, will defend their preferred proprietor with the passion of 
newly baptized Baptists. And we encourage and salute these loyalists. Among our 
favorites is Torchy’s, whose newest location is now housed in a real structure with 
a ceiling, doors, and everything. (It’s the former home of the revered Virginia’s 
Cafe, to be exact.) This cafe doesn’t stray much from Torchy’s trailer roots, and 
the tacos remain the same: big fistfuls of taste. Breakfast tacos are available all 
day long, but the menu really excels when it flexes its culinary muscle in such 
offerings as the Baja Shrimp Taco, a shellfish take on the fish taco with superb- 
ly fresh crustaceans fried without a hint of grease and capped with Torchy’s take 
on the traditional cabbage slaw toppings ($4). The succulent Green Chili Pork 
Taco ($3) oozes with the savory goodness of pork slow-cooked with chiles and 
wrapped up in two corn tortillas (it takes two to stand up to the rich filling). The 
queso fresco, cilantro, onions, and lime provide a tangy counterpoint to the rich 
meat filling. The crowds amassing in the small cafe at all times of the day attest 
to the loyal following Torchy’s has developed. We don’t suggest you abandon your 
favorite taco haunt, but we do urge you to expand your taco repertoire to include 
this South Austin stop. And in doing so, you’ll be confirming the cherished belief 
that a town cannot have too many good taco joints. - Barbara Chisholm

food-o-file

In the off-with-our-heads department - in last week’s 
glowing review of Roy’s (340 E. Second, 391-1500), 
Wes Marshall listed Executive Chef Lawrence 
Kocurek’s alma mater as the Culinary Institute of 
America, when instead the Austin native is a graduate 
of the French Culinary Institute in New York City. We 
regret the error... Austin’s hospitality industry was hit 
with a couple of bombshells late last week. While I’m 
not exactly sure how seriously either ranking will 
impact business locally, they do merit a mention. The 
nonprofit nutrition and food-safety watchdog group the 
Center for Science in the Public Interest published 
a study last week entitled “Dirty Dining” (www.cspinet. 
org/dirtydining) based on their analysis of restaurant 
inspection data from 539 restaurants in 20 cities 
around the country. The article advocates that all the 
nation’s restaurants be rated with a food-safety letter 
grade and be required to post that information. The 
provocatively titled piece named Austin and Boston as 
the dirtiest dining cities in the country based on the 
center’s analysis of the inspection reports of 30 res- 
taurants in each city. The center requested reports on 
a broad spectrum of Austin restaurants, everywhere 
from Jeffrey’s and the Driskill Grill to Chick-fil-A 
and Arby’s. Of the 30 Austin eateries mentioned, at 
least two are already closed (although not due to 
health department infractions), and several are fran- 
chise chain outlets with no mention of specific loca- 
tions. The report asserts that Austin had more viola- 
tions than any other city profiled in the areas of 
improper holding temperatures and contaminated food- 
contact surfaces and concludes that this “could signify 
either a very diligent inspection force or restaurants 
with a worse-than-average record for cleanliness.” 

That’s a very important distinction that the study is not 
equipped to address. I have to question the scientific 
validity of study results comparing inspection scores 
that were not the result of uniform inspection proce- 
dures, and it seems unlikely that a uniform, national 
restaurant-inspection code is in the offing. Once again, 
an announcement from the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest seems geared more toward shocking 
headlines rather than useful scientific information. The 
food-safety scores of all Austin area restaurants and 
food-service establishments are always available 
online at www.cityofaustin.org/health/restaurant/default. 
htm . . . Meanwhile, Forbes magazine named Austin as 
the hardest-drinking city in the country in an arti- 
cle last week. For some reason, this designation did 
not seem to strike the same nerve as the CSPI 
report... The Frisco Shop (6801 Burnet Rd., 459- 
6279, www.thefriscoshop.com) is back! Longtime custom- 
ers turned out in droves to celebrate the reopening of 
the local landmark last week. The new location offers 
both expanded seating and a much bigger kitchen, but 
the menu, staff, and warm hospitality remain the 
same... Few names are more revered in the history 
and lore of Texas chili than that of the late Dallas jour- 
nalist/historian/restaurateur Frank X. Tolbert. He 
was one of the instigators of the legendary chili cook- 
offs in Terlingua and the author of the seminal work on 
Texas chili, A Bowl of Red (Texas A&M University Press, 
$19.95). The Tolbert name is back in the news these 
days because his son, Houston artist Frank X. 

Tolbert 2, is promoting a new frozen chili product, 
based on a treasured family recipe, that is available 
exclusively at Whole Foods Market. Tolbert will be 
sampling his chili at Whole Foods stores in Austin this 
weekend. Drop by the flagship store (525 N. Lamar) 
between noon and 5pm on Friday and Saturday, Aug. 
15-16, or the Gateway store (9607 Research) during 
the same hours on Sunday, Aug. 17, to give it a try.

How I survived a kitchen remodel 
over the holidays (and my husband 
lived to tell the tale)

In December 2000, Will and I bought a 1949 fixer-upper in 
South Austin. We looked past the termite damage, drab paint 
job, and dated cabinetry to envision a cute, slightly Mexicanized 
cottage surrounded by gardens. Like many first- time home- 
owners, we had high hopes for the future but very little money. 
We were able to do little things here and there, such as paint- 
ing walls, restoring a couple of old windows, adding insulation, 
fixing roof leaks, and planting a small kitchen garden. But the 
abysmal state of the kitchen, with the washer and dryer on the 
tiny back porch, covered by a tin roof lean-to, was a source of 
frustration and embarrassment for this picky cook. 

The kitchen cabinets were made using what looked like 
scrap plywood, put together with rusty nails and glue (1949 
must have been a tough economic year). The cheap cabinets 
were easily accessible to vermin. The walls were never insulat- 
ed, so in the winter, we had to warm our dinnerware in the 
microwave, and in the summer, we had to rinse it with cold 
water. The first washer imploded after being outside during a 
hard freeze, and washer No. 2 was beginning to make unnatu- 
ral sounds. Finding a baby possum in the cabinet under the 
sink almost made me crazy. A mouse eating the handmade 
Oaxacan chocolate I had in the pantry finally sealed the deal 
- we had to do something about the kitchen! 

Will and I had been daydreaming on paper about what to do 
to the house for a long time. With his training in fine arts and 
drafting, Will would ease my suffering with amazing renditions 
of my dream kitchen. “The dishwasher will be here, next to the 
sink. The island can be here, and you can make that your prep 
station. I’ll convert the pantry into a laundry closet.” 
Dishwasher? Island? Laundry closet? Believe me, there’s no 
better aphrodisiac for a cook than a husband who murmurs 
these words as he points to a lovingly drawn sketch of your 
kitchen. However, all talk and no action eventually made 
Claudia a very unhappy cook. I couldn’t help but remember the 
trip to Disneyland my mother promised my brother and me 
every year that never happened. I declared never to cook again 
until I had a decent kitchen. 

I didn’t exactly stick to my declaration, but last summer I 
finally talked Will into remodeling the kitchen. We enlisted our 
friend Keith McNabb, a builder and contractor, to help us cal- 
culate the cost of the remodel. With a bid in hand, we were 


able to apply for a loan, refinancing our mortgage through 
another friend, Robert Malina with PrimeLending. His expert 
advice and efficient staff made it possible for us to get a hassle- 
free loan relatively quickly at a rate we could actually afford. 
With the first check in hand, we returned to McNabb for a 
step-by-step building plan and construction schedule. At last, 
my dream kitchen was going from drawings to reality. 

The tiny back porch would be demolished and the space 
enclosed into the kitchen; the foundation would be reinforced 
and new piers and beams installed for the addition. Ancient 


plumbing and wiring had to be replaced. We’d get new appli- 
ances, cabinets, countertops, windows, Sheetrock, insulation, 
lighting, tile, and paint. The living and dining rooms would get 
wall insulation, fresh paint, and refinished flooring. To save 
money, Will and I would do as much of the work as possible 
ourselves. We rented a nearby storage unit for our furniture 


and the infinite boxes of kitchen stuff we couldn’t cram into 
the guest room, saving only the bare necessities to survive 
through the winter. 

Demolishing those ugly-ass cabinets was cathartic. I swung 
the sledgehammer happily, thinking of all the roaches, mice, 
and baby possums that would now have to stick to the back 
yard. We awoke at 6:30 the next morning to the sounds of 
whirring saws and banging hammers. The framing crew was 
taking down walls and building the addition. I left the house 
around 10am. By the time I returned in the afternoon, the 


framing was complete, the inside walls were gone, and men 
were working on the roof. 

Before the contractors installed electric outlets and plumb- 
ing, I had to decide on the final layout of the kitchen. 
Contractors know a lot about construction, but these guys 
knew nothing about how I want to cook. I wanted a functional 
kitchen, not a stock model from a cookie-cutter home, so I 
called on another friend for advice. Ann Clark is not only an 
accomplished cooking teacher and cookbook author; she also 
has more than 20 years of experience as Austin’s kitchen 
designer extraordinaire. Due to budget constraints, my consul- 
tation with her was brief but invaluable. She counseled me on 
things I had not even considered, such as the ideal spacing for 
toe kicks under the cabinets to avoid back pain and the dis- 
tance between island, stove, fridge, and sink, to make the 
kitchen more efficient. You might think you know what you’re 
doing, but believe me: When embarking on a project like this, 
I strongly recommend getting help from someone who really 
knows her stuff. Thank you forever, Ann.

During the remodel, we moved the flat- 
screen TV to base camp (our bedroom) and 
covered the doors and entryways with thick 
plastic sheeting to protect us from the 
Sheetrock dust that covered everything. The 
vents were shut off in order not to disperse 
said dust, so we tried to spend as little time as 
possible in the disaster area during cold peri- 
ods. Our movable, makeshift kitchen consist- 
ed of a small shelving unit with a microwave, 
a couple of kitchen towels, two sets of plates, 
coffee cups, wine glasses, water glasses, and 
silverware. We left the kitchen table as the eat- 
ing/prep surface, with the butcher block and a 
kitchen knife on top and two chairs on the 
side. The buffet held the water filter and 
toaster oven, the coffeemaker, a roll of paper 
towels, kosher salt, the pepper grinder, and a 
jar of dehydrated garlic flakes. The fridge sat in 
the dining room. As we worked, we would 
move the “kitchen” (including the fridge) from 
the addition to the living or dining area and 
back, as needed. “It will be like camping out,” 
Will said, romantically. 

Sure enough, the adventure was fun at first. 
After a long day of remodeling, we would order 
dinner from Saigon Kitchen - my fave 
Vietnamese restaurant in South Austin - and 
eat with chopsticks on the bed. A warm bowl 
of clear noodles with shrimp and roast pork in 
a savory broth or the addictive beef chunk 
steak with lettuce and tomato served with 
steamed rice was always welcome. Bistro Le 
Marseillais delivered weekly, so on Tuesday 
nights I’d bring a bottle of wine, and we would 
enjoy an actual gourmet dinner. Alternatively, 
we indulged in a secret guilty pleasure: chicken 
flautas dipped in queso from Taco Cabana. 
Charcoal-grilled chickens from El Polio Regio 
came in handy more than once, as did Central 
Market’s prepared “dinners for two.” During 
busy workdays, the Delaware Sub Shop around 
the comer was a lifesaver. When we cooked, 
the staples were canned soups, sandwiches, 
and the occasional beef stew in the Crock-Pot. 

After the first wave of excitement wore off, 
however, the reality of not having a kitchen, 
living room, or dining room through the 
whole winter set in. Wifl’s dish-washing chores 
moved to the bathtub, and dishes had to be 
rinsed daily to rid them of Sheetrock dust. 
Laundry was piling up, so I started showing

up at our friends’ houses on Sundays to watch 
Steelers games bearing micheladas and two 
loads of laundry (multitasking is of the essence 
while remodeling). I tried to stay positive - 
after all, it was poor Will who crawled under 
the house, slithering in cold mud to replace 
the ancient plumbing, not me. But as the 
holidays approached, I became anxious. I am 
quite the Christmas dork who really enjoys 
decorating the house with lights and garland 
and putting up a tree. This year there would 
be none of that. I would not be able to make 
Christmas presents from my kitchen. Baking 
cookies and drying orange slices was out of 
the question in this mess. 

Christmas Eve in Mexico City is a big deal, 
and being far away from home at that special 
time is hard enough for me. When our invita- 
tion to spend the holidays with friends fell 
through, depression set in faster than you can 
say fruitcake. Aware of my fragile state of 
mind, Will came through to save Christmas. 
He hung the outdoor lights, moved one of his 
steel sculptures to the front lawn and draped 
it with lights, and dug the Christmas CDs out 
from under the bed. With renewed holiday 
spirit, I bought a poinsettia from a friend 
whose daughter was raising funds for her 
cheerleading squad and found the big candles 
among the heaps of stuff in the guest room. At 
that point, nothing was going to stop me from 
cooking a traditional Mexico City Christmas 
Eve dinner, so I dug out the portable butane 
stove and got to work. 

We played Christmas music on Wifl’s jam 
box and spent the day prepping, cooking, 



and snacking on wonderful pates and spreads 
from Le Marseillais while sipping glasses of 
wine. I made all my beloved traditional 
Christmas Eve dishes: piquant shrimp con- 
somme with diced carrots and potatoes; 
Vizcaine-style salt cod stewed with toma- 
toes, onions, garlic, capers, olives, and 
almond slivers; and shredded chicken in 
Oaxacan mole (I always keep some mole 
paste in the fridge for times like these) 
served with crusty bolillos from El Fenix. 
Cooking this feast was challenging due to 
space constraints and lack of proper utensils 
and a sink, but dinner turned out fine. I had 
to use shortcuts - frozen and canned veg- 
gies, shrimp bouillon cubes - but the results 
were quite all right. We dined by candlelight 
in the cold dining room and opened pres- 
ents at base camp. It was lovely. 

By January, however, I was losing it again. 
The electrician disappeared for days on end 
without finishing the job, leaving us without 
electricity in the kitchen for nearly two weeks. 
Will went from doing the dishes in the bath- 
tub to showering with the dishes. (He claimed 
there was “something Zen about it”; I say he 
was losing his mind.) I started tiling the floor, 
a skill I learned from my ex-husband, John (we 
made our living as tile setters for about a year 


and a half). Although I had not tiled in years, 
one call to J.D. gave me the info and confi- 
dence I needed. Will was my assistant, cutting 
tiles, changing the water in the bucket, and 
rinsing my tools. But soon enough I realized 
tiling floors at 43 is not the same as tiling 
floors at 33. My entire body ached; my knees 
were scraped raw, my wrists swollen to the size 
of boxing gloves. By the time I finished laying 
the floor in semidarkness, I was in tears. 

Once the floor was done, it was time for 
cabinets. We had considered IKEA, but in the 
end, it was just a few dollars more to have 
them delivered, assembled, and installed. We 
did buy the countertops from IKEA and 
installed them ourselves. The same lengths of 
solid-oak butcher block were less expensive 
than the cheap laminate particleboard coun- 
ters from Home Depot and Lowe’s. I couldn’t 
go another day without appliances, so after 
much comparison-shopping, we settled on 
Giant Discount Appliances on North Lamar 
- they sell slightly dented and refurbished 
name-brand appliances at great prices. We got 
a Frigidaire stainless-steel stove, fridge, and 
dishwasher, plus an Energy Star-approved 
stackable washer and dryer for less than 
$1,000, delivered. We also got city of Austin 
rebates for the fridge, washer, and dryer. 
(Always be sure to check out this program 
when replacing appliances.) We painted the 
walls bright Mexican cobalt blue (poor Will) 
and added wood trim in chocolate brown. 
Finally, we unpacked the kitchen and ran our 
first loads of laundry and dishes. We hooted 
and hollered and made a toast: iSl se puede! 

Now, we cook together almost every night. I 
work on the stove side of the island, Will on the 
fridge side. He keeps the wine glasses full and 
provides appetizers while I prep and cook. 

When taking on a project of this magni- 
tude, thorough research and use of every 
available resource is the key to success. We 
are grateful that we had friends in the right 
places. Without them, it would have been 
twice as hard. Now, when people come over, 
they are amazed at the difference in our 
house. No longer embarrassed by the kitchen, 
I am proud to say I created it myself. We 
entertain now, and the kitchen is our gather- 
ing space, the heart and soul of the home, as 
it should be. ■

Film Fight returns, dons 
ruff and British accent

Last month, in the name of spirited intellectual 
inquiry, high aesthetic disputation, and low character 
assassination, The Austin Chronicle brought you the 
inaugural edition of Film Fight, an online debate 
forum for the Chronicle's Film critics.

MUMMY'S THE WORD 

Mexic-Arte Museum screens a landmark of Mexican fantastic cinema 


Never forget: Your mummy loves you. 
Especially if you’re the reincarnation of his 
main squeeze and there’s a chance to get 
out of the tomb and shamble into the light 
of a brand-new day (or millennium). As goes 
Imhotep, so goes Popoca, the titular walking 
deadster in Mexican horror pioneer Rafael 
Portillo’s 1957 Attack of the Aztec Mummy 
(La Momia Azteca), which screens Friday 
evening as part of Mexic-Arte Museum’s 
“Aztec and Maya Revival” exhibition. 

Shot back to back and sharing many of 
the same sets as its insta-sequels Curse 
of the Aztec Mummy and The Robot Vs. the 
Aztec Mummy (much like the superior 
1931 Spanish-language Dracula that direc- 
tor George Melford filmed in the off-hours 
of Tod Browning’s stagey Lugosi produc- 
tion), Attack of the Aztec Mummy is, in its 


own modest, black-and-white way, a genu- 
ine landmark of Mexican fantastic cinema. 
In a switch from Universal’s (and Boris 
Karloff’s) long-established minimalist 
approach to the romantic menage a trois 
template of two alive/one dead, director 
Rafael Portillo instead mines the 
Monogram/RKO matinee serial vein and 
comes up with a subplot involving a rival 
scientist - masquerading as the Bat and 
played with creepy, earnest, telenovela- 
style flair by Luis Aceves Castaneda - that 
feels as if it just rode in on the last stage 
out of Radio Ranch. 

That genre-hopping admixture would find 
perfection a few years later when Rodolfo 
Guzman Huerta’s silver-masked luchador, 
Santo, brought his decidedly “destroy all 
monsters” attitude to the silver screen 


(scripted, on occasion, by Aztec Mummy 
scribe Alfredo Salazar), but Portillo’s Aztec 
Mummy trilogy is, for our dineros, simply 
the coolest of Mexican cinema’s various 
horror series. Granted, it’s not as downright 
bizarre as Chano Urueta’s 1962 El Baron 
del Terror (aka The Brainiac), nor does it 
involve anything like the queasy lucha- gore 
of Rene Cardona’s late-Sixties freak-out, 
Night of the Bloody Apes. But no less than 
Guillermo del Toro has been gaga for los 
momias since he was knee-high to Coffin 
Joe, and that’s good enough a recommen- 
dation for anyone. - Marc Savlov

AUSTIN STUDIOS GETS PRETTY 

Hey, film productions. Austin Studios doesn’t 
need you. Uh, at least not for a few months while 
they spruce up a bit. Then, please, come a-calling. 
Yes, long-awaited studio renovations finally began 
last week via $5 million Austin voters approved in 
November 2006. Austin Energy has thrown another 
$1 million into the project, which has four guys cur- 
rently ripping out temporary insulation on Stage 5. It 
and Stage 1 are slated to be the flagships for the 
studios, once soundproofing and air-conditioning are 
in place come December, says Rebecca Campbell, 
executive director of the Austin Film Society, 
which operates Austin Studios. The other sound 
stages will get sprinklers, digital infrastructure, and 
security upgrades. “We finally get to pull the trigger,” 
Campbell says. “Now if we can [increase state] 
incentives, we’ll be rocking and rolling again.” 

DID SOMEBODY SAY FILM FESTIVAL? 

Fantastic Fest, set for Sept. 18-25 at the Alamo 
Drafthouse South, has unleashed its second wave of 
film announcements (www.fantasticfest.com). Alamo 
mastermind Tim League sez check out the world 
premieres of Santos, a Chilean superhero flick with 
visual effects provided by Austin’s Troublemaker 
Studios, and Seventh Moon, directed by Eduardo 
Sanchez of The Blair Witch Project fame.

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KLRLTs ‘Docubloggers’ mixes new media and old

It didn’t take Internet entrepreneurs long to 
capitalize on the hilarity of home movies, and 
it took even less time for bored office workers, 
grounded high schoolers, and “studying” col- 
lege students to follow their lead. And while 
most of us have to admit passing an exorbitant 
amount of time watching fainting goats and 
Britney Spears tributes on unfiltered sites like 
YouTube, we probably should concede that the 
quality of online video uploads often leaves 
something to be desired. 

This past fall, two producers from local 
PBS affiliate KLRU sought to negotiate the 
delicate balance between television’s pack- 
aged prime time and the Web’s online free- 
for-all. They created a media hybrid called 
Docubloggers: a weekly, half-hour television 
show on life in Central Texas that accepts 
community submissions for each episode 
and offers an online video blog where video 
submitters, community members, and the 
show’s producers can discuss Central Texas- 
related topics, comment on pieces, and 
upload new videos for potential airing. In 
doing so, the producers provide what neither 
network television nor online video sites 
have: a place for stories on homeless cats, 
a competitive knife-throwing competition, a 
Latina sewing cooperative, 
and Camp Mabry’s military 
museum . . . and all without 
an accompanying recording 
of “Chocolate Rain.” 

Docubloggers producers 
Domenique Bellavia and 
Sean Cunningham previ- 
ously worked together on 
KLRU’s Austin Now, and 
as that program ended, the 
two sought to start their 
own show. They wanted to 
produce “something different,” says Bellavia. 
“Something new. Something that incorpo- 
rated a huge online component.” They even- 
tually came up with Docubloggers. 

In March 2007, the pair produced a pilot 
episode that established early Docubloggers ’ 
model of splitting time between KLRU- 
produced content and community-produced 
materials. The pilot featured two shorts from 
Cunningham - one on Justin Maass, a pro 
rodeo roper, and one on photographer Michael 
Nye - as well as a piece by Bellavia on local 
jazz vocalist Judy Alpert and a community- 
produced submission by Amy Bench entitled 
“House of Elegance,” which tells the story 
of an East Austin beauty salon. Like most of 
the show’s early community submissions, the 
producers acquired Bench’s piece through 
UT’s film community. 


The two continued to host their show’s 
website and accept submissions on their 
blog throughout the spring and summer 
as they waited for their season to start. On 
Oct. 11, their pilot aired again as their first 
official episode, and a few weeks later, the 
Lone Star chapter of the National Academy 
of Television Arts and Sciences awarded 
it an Emmy in the category of Magazine 
Program - Program/Special. The award pro- 
vided much-appreciated validation for the 
producers, whose initial premise received 
mixed responses. “When we were pitching 
the idea,” Cunningham explains, “we went 
through different avenues. Sometimes it 
went over really well, and sometimes, when 
people heard the name, they got a glazed 
look in their eyes. It was a nice feather in 
the cap to know we were moving in the 
right direction.” 

Cunningham explains how they put the 
show together. “We start with a skeleton out- 
line of our seven-episode run of new shows 
that consists of stories that Dom and I are 
working on. From there, we take a look at the 
other stories on our site or in production from 
other producers and start to form a cohesive 
show. The themes are sometimes really obvi- 


detailed instructions on how to start these 
accounts, as well as advice on basic film- 
making techniques, directions on how 
to use equipment (such as cameras and 
microphones), suggestions on where to 
procure materials, and even copies of 
generic legal disclosures. At its heart, 
Cunningham explains, “ Docubloggers rests 
on people utilizing both the Web and their 
television to become more fully involved 
with their community.” Consequently, the 
producers try hard to air as many submis- 
sions as possible, offering assistance to 


sewing cooperative in San Antonio, after he 
stumbled onto the Docubloggers ’ website 
while surfing the Internet. And aspiring 
director and Sgt. 1st Class Diane Tominaga 
submitted her piece, “The Best Kept Secret 
in Texas,” which focuses on the military 
museum at Camp Mabry, after Docubloggers ’ 
producers saw a piece she filmed for News 8 
Austin about her neighborhood, the Mobile 
Manor RV Park on Barton Springs Road. 
Local nonprofits such as Shadow Cats, a 
population control and hospice program for 
homeless cats in Round Rock, and the United

ous, like our animal show or war show, and 
sometimes they’re a little looser.” 

With their professionally produced pieces 
serving as anchors, Bellavia and Cunningham 
then fill the allotted time with community-pro- 
duced shorts pulled from the show’s website. 
They generally request three- to five-minute- 
long pieces but have aired full submissions 
less than 10. “We don’t pick the stories based 
on our favorites,” Cunningham explains, “but 
rather on how they fit into an episode. A story 
might not air immediately after it’s posted to 
the site, but if we can air it, there’s a good 
likelihood that we will. ” 

Members of the community submit 
both written entries and video shorts to 
the show’s blog, using WordPress and 
YouTube accounts. The Docubloggers ’ web- 
site (www.klru.org/docubloggers) contains 


those who might need it but not in any way 
altering the content of submissions. 

Docubloggers collects a wide variety of 
submissions, some from seasoned docu- 
mentary filmmakers and some from less 
experienced directors. They also receive 
various shorts promoting the work of non- 
profit organizations in KLRU’s 18-county 
viewing area. Local documentary filmmaker 
Mark Mederson decided to submit two 
pieces - “Knife Throwing Championships,” 
which documents the Central U.S. Knife and 
Tomahawk Throwing Championships, held 
in South Austin, and “The Frisco Shop,” 
which catalogs the last day at the diner’s old 
location on Burnet Road - after producing 
full-length features became too expensive. 
Freelance journalist Patricio Espinoza sub- 
mitted his piece on Fuerza Unida, a Latina 


Way’s Hands on Central Texas program saw 
public awareness rise after they were featured 
on the website, and, in the case of Shadow 
Cats, that exposure helped to procure addi- 
tional funding and community support. 

Mederson appreciates Docubloggers for the 
added exposure it offers, as well as the 
authority that broadcast television affords. 
He explains: “TMZ.com, the gossip site, is 
one of the most heavily visited websites out 
there. But when they really wanted to take it 
up a notch, they made a broadcast- television 
show. . . . Broadcast television still receives a 
great deal of respect. So while you can post 
things on YouTube and watch how many 
people are watching them, it still means 
something more to get on broadcast televi- 
sion. That is the allure of Docubloggers.” ■

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Fake Reality, but Real Rock

I was skeptical when the screener for Z Rock came in the 
mail. Sure, it’s a new series from IFC TY and I haven’t been 
disappointed in anything from them yet. Like several other 
series out there, it’s “semiscripted,” meaning it depends on 
the improv skills and whip-smart timing of the actors involved. 
Could be great, could be tolerable - it’s a gamble. But my most 
compelling reason for not jumping on Z Rock was because its 
tagline just didn’t, well, rock my world: “Rock band by night, 
kiddie band by day.” Yawn. And I love Flight of the Conchords 
(HBO) - would Z Rock turn out to be a disappointing 
knockoff of that hilariously wonky HBO series about 
struggling musicians also living and working in New 
York? There was only one way to find out. 

Z Rock stars the real New York-based band Z02. 

Bandmates Joey Cassata and brothers Paulie 
and David Zablidowsky (otherwise known as 
Joey, Paulie Z, and David Z) play themselves in this 
series based loosely on their lives. Z02 is a working 
band. They’ve opened for Poison and toured with 
Kiss. But even after those high-profile gigs, the band’s star 
hasn’t risen as fast or as high as it expected, even with its high- 
strung manager, Dina (Lynne Koplitz), gunning on its behalf. 
To make ends meet, the bandmates play children’s birthday 
parties as the Z Brothers (think the Wiggles). The Z Brothers 
are in high demand by well-heeled New Yorkers eager to throw 
cool birthday parties for their barely potty-trained offspring. 
The pay is good, the kids are great (and some of the moms are 
hot), but what the band is really hungry for is a record deal that 
would allow them to quit their day job and be serious, all-night 



rockers. This anxiety about their day job eclipsing their true 
ambition is what drives the series, putting the boys in many 
uncomfortable (and funny) situations in which they must nego- 
tiate how much they’ll compromise to reach their dream. 

The Brooklyn-born and bred boys of Z02 are rock-star cute 
(aka babe magnets) and enormously likable, though their per- 
formances, particularly in the first episode, are uncomfortably 
green. They get better as the series progresses, but what they’re 
really great at is rocking. So the inevitable performances that 
occur in each episode really do rock the house. Lead vocal- 
ist Paulie Z can blow! He shifts from rock-boy falsetto to 
head-banging screech with exhilarating speed. David 
Z on bass and Joey on drums careen alongside with 
thrilling ease. The good news is that their perfor- 
mances are kept to a minimum, meaning that a 
plot is not slapped around as an excuse for them to 
perform. The bad news is that their performances 
are kept to a minimum. Z02 really are good, and 
their short performances leave you hungry for more. 

The frustration of leaving Z02 just as the party is get- 
ting started is balanced by the parade of guest performers who 
drop into Z Rock. The episode that made me laugh out loud 
was episode six, featuring Dave Navarro (Jane’s Addiction). 
Navarro plays a splendidly over-the-top version of himself (one 
would hope) who has decided to direct the band’s first music 
video. Several seemingly disparate elements - Navarro’s raging 
narcissism, his self-proclaimed auteur status after having made 
an adult film, and his love of horticulture - come together 
seamlessly in a performance that is so crazy, I had to watch it

twice. I laughed both times. Musicians who come to sit in along 
the way include Sebastian Bach (Skid Row), John Popper (Blues 
Traveler), and Dee Snider (Twisted Sister). Comedians Joan 
Rivers, Greg Giraldo, and Dave Attell also drop in. 

No, Z Rock is nothing like Flight of the Conchords. It has more 
in common with that other HBO series about a bunch of young 
lads let loose in the big city, Entourage. Unlike either of those 
HBO series, you might want to watch Z Rock with the sound 
up full blast. 

Z Rock premieres Aug. 24 at 10:30pm on IFC.

Gods of the Earth 


Any doubts as to whether Metallica’s ninth 
studio album, Death Magnetic, due Sept. 12, 
would be a true return to form were quelled on 
Saturday in Frisco at Pizza Hut Park during the 
annual Ozzfest. Shedding its collective skin like 
the rattlesnake gracing the front of the band’s 
eponymous black album, Metallica electrocuted 
two hours of vintage thrash metal that featured 
land-mine explosions for “One” and the world 
premiere of the Rick Rubin-produced “Cyanide,” 
a progressive, six-minute jolt of twin guitars and 
heavy bass grooves that practically castrated St. 
Anger. Earlier in the afternoon, locals the Sword 
headlined the Texas stage, overcoming sound 
difficulties with the closing headbanger’s ball of 
“Iron Swan” and “Freya.” This wasn’t the first 
time the two metal beacons crossed paths. “We 
heard through the grapevine that Lars [Ulrich] 
was a big Sword fan, so almost jokingly we would 
put him on the guest list whenever we would play 


in San Francisco,” recalls Sword drummer Trivett Wingo. 
“Then one night we looked over and this dude was playing 
crazy air drums, and it was him.” Following a brief European 
jaunt together earlier this year, the Sword is confirmed to 
open all 32 dates of Metallica’s upcoming North American 


tour, which includes a Nov. 20 engagement at Houston’s 
Toyota Center. “If you’re a Metallica fan, you need to get 
there,” Wingo testifies. “It’s a kickass show every night with 
all of the hits. It never gets old.” The Sword pierces Austin 
with Clutch, Oct. 4, at Stubb’s. 


Touch the Sky 


“I always knew I was going to get to tell my story,” says 
local Army veteran Lorenzo Zarate, who raps under the 
alias Loudmouf. “I just didn’t know how many people would 
hear it.” The 24-year-old Reagan High School graduate 
served a year with Fort Hood’s 4th Infantry Division in Iraq, 
beginning in April 2003, but has struggled to adjust back to 
civilian life and make ends meet, due to post-traumatic 
stress disorder. “You don’t trust people the way you used 
to,” Zarate says. “The world looks different through your 
eyes now.” He was one of three people documented for 
MTV’s Choose or Lose & Kanye West Present: Homecoming, 
which aired last week and culminated with a surprise visit 
from the show’s namesake. “You can tell Kanye has so 
much on his mind,” Zarate muses. “He knows what he’s 
going for and the weight that’s on him.” Along with tickets to 
the Glow in the Dark Tour, both in Austin and Chicago, the 
rap mogul granted Zarate with six months’ rent, a week’s 


worth of studio time, a mentorship at Hot 93.3, and a 
$1,500 microphone, all of which helped Loudmouf cut “Back 
on My Grizzy,” a syrupy single featuring West associate GLC. 
“I’ve got to strike now and get this out while this whole MTV 
thing is hot,” says Zarate, who hits Spiro’s on Sept. 5 with 
Z-Ro. Zarate isn’t alone in his struggle. According to new 
statistics, the number of new PTSD diagnoses in U.S. mili- 
tary personnel increased by nearly 50% in 2007. The 
Samaritan Counseling Center’s Hope for Heroes project 
has stepped up to provide free, confidential counseling to 
veterans of the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq and their fami- 
lies, and the Austin-based Music March for Heroes was 
founded earlier this year to help raise funds for the program. 
The organization hosts its first benefit at Threadgill’s on 
Sunday, featuring Army veteran/songwriter Levon Ingram, 
BettySoo, and Dustin & Kevin Welch. For more informa- 
tion, check out www.myspace.com/musicmarchforheroes. 


The Path Less Taken 

Legend has it that Headdress recorded its dusty, hand-sewn debut, 2007’s Turquoise 
(Totem Songs), underground in Arizona. It’s half true. “Our friend had a ranch out there 
and dug into the side of a hill to build a little indoor racquetball court,” explains guitarist 
and singer Caleb Coy. “This space had nine seconds of natural reverb. We holed up 
there for a week.” The scorching heat and desolate landscape seeped into the mystical 
spirit of Turquoise, mining the darker moments of Neil Young’s After the Gold Rush. “The 
desert was our main muse,” Coy concedes. “We were living in an RV just drifting around, 
exploring this enormous silence.” The nomadic folk duo found their way to Austin around 
this time last year, while Turquoise has since been reissued by Mexican Summer, a new 
vinyl-only subsidiary of NYC’s Kemado Records. Following an East Coast tour, Headdress 
plans to record its next album in a vacant church in Marfa. “Everything’s getting a little 
darker,” Coy confides. “There’s a lot more drone. It’s kind of like a transcendental blues 
meditation sort of thing.”

Shapes Have Fangs’ Dustin Coffey holds forth on ‘Kinda Kinks’

It’s Monday at Rio Rita, and patrons are 
lounging around the Eastside bar, waiting to 
play 45s they brought for the weekly Love & 
a 45 night. The sweat of a late-July summer 
night rolls down backs and foreheads, the 
perfect accent to the crackling, popping, and 
scratching, all grooves and dust and needle. 
Sometimes you forget how nice it is to listen 
to that. 

Dustin Coffey pulls out something bigger: a 
vinyl reissue copy of the Kinks’ 1965 sopho- 
more LP, Kinda Kinks, on the now-defunct 
British label Marble Arch. The cover features 
the British quartet - brothers Ray and Dave 
Davies, drummer Mick Avory, and bassist 
Pete Quaife - standing in a field, dressed in 
casual primary-color sweaters with danger- 
ously British haircuts. 

“These outfits are so good,” he laughs. “I’ve 
never seen them dressed like that before.” 

Coffey, the singer and guitarist of local quar- 
tet Shapes Have Fangs, picked this album as 
a band favorite. Kinda Kinks was Ray Davies 
sharpening his songwriting skills, a vision of 
what was to come with more critically popular 
albums like 1968’s The Kinks Are the Village 
Green Preservation Society or 1971’s Muswell 
Hillbillies. It’s often slammed for sounding 
rushed (which it was) or mediocre. Yet the 
band was on to something, crafting sweat- 
breaking power chords that set it apart from 
other British Invasion bands like the Beatles 
and the Stones. For the early 1960s, it was 
heavy metal. 

“It’s such an underrated album; nobody 
ever talks about it as being their favorite,” 
Coffey muses. “Everything’s so simple and 
stripped down; the drums are so crisp - it’s 
almost like a Stax record. That’s one that sort 
of, at least rhythmically, guided us toward 
a certain point. More than anything, it was 
their rhythms.” 

SHF’s R&B pop tones certainly come from 
revisiting the music of a certain time; Coffey’s 
father introduced him to the Kinks and bands 


of that ilk, but he and the other members also 
dig the Meters as much as old country. Shapes 
Have Fangs aren’t trying to replicate that era; 
they’ve a reverence for it. Since forming in 
2006, they’ve tweaked and fine-tuned their 
sound, becoming a tightly wound force live. 
Coffey stomps down melodies with guitarist/ 
keyboardist Skyler McGlothlin, as brother/ 
drummer Evan McGlothlin and bassist Josh 
Willis lock into a groove and ride it hard. It’s 
the kind of music that would sound good 
with those snaps and pops. Alas, a 7-inch 
is set to come out next month on Austin’s 
Business Deal records, with a full-length fol- 
lowing next year. 

Austin Chronicle: You talk a lot about rhythms. 
What are some of the songs that really nail that? 
Dustin Coffey: Well, of course, “You Really 
Got Me” and “All Day and All of the 
Night,” that chugging sound, and the album 
opens with “Look for Me Baby,” which has 
that real syncopated rhythm. They weren’t 
doing Merseybeat, but they weren’t doing 
typical blues either. “Got My Feet on the 
Ground” and “Wonder Where My Baby Is 
Tonight” are almost like country rhythms 
sped up. There were all these different 
speeds. “Everybody’s Gonna Be Happy,” we 
studied that one for a long time. It’s almost 
a rave-up rhythm, but Mick Avory’ s play- 
ing like a beat behind. It took me awhile to 
figure out what he was doing, basically tak- 
ing a standard R&B rhythm, like something 
someone would sample for a hip-hop beat 
today, and instead of starting on the one, he 
starts a beat later. It creates another rhythm 
altogether. When I figured out what they 
were doing, it blew my mind. 

AC: So, this album became a kind of framework 
for the band? 

DC: It was the aesthetics: the drums, the bass, 
relying on rhythm rather than trying to write 
a bunch of pompous arrangements. I’ve heard 
people say the production on this album isn’t 


very good, that it’s not as dynamic as the later 
stuff. This album came out right before the 
Beatles’ Rubber Soul, and Brian Jones, what 
he was doing with the Stones at the time, 
he’s kind of credited with introducing this 
ragga flavor, but a song like “See My Friends,” 
which came out months before, introduced 
those chords. 

AC: It always struck me how you could hear the 
four different instruments. They very much had 
their own pockets. 

DC: Especially Dave on guitar; he was 
almost another drum. It was like they were 
all rhythmists. 

AC: And yet they never really blew up commercially. 


guys like us, they never blew up the way the 
Beatles and Stones did. That first U.S. tour 
they did [in 1965, when they were banned 
from the U.S. for four years] was just horrible. 
I read they played a high school in Illinois, 
and no one showed up except for John Wayne 
Gacy, who booked the show. 

AC: It seems like they’ve become a common 
thread for a lot of bands in Austin right now. 

DC: Yeah, we’ve all kind of gravitated toward 
each other, but I think what’s cool is that it’s 
kind of like what was happening in the 1980s 
with the Gories, other revivalist bands like 
that. I’m a huge fan of the Fall, and you can 
see how Mark E. Smith was influenced by the 
Kinks; you can kind of trace that whole lin- 
eage, right up until now. The bands in Austin, 
I think, are all pretty much aware this has all 
happened before, and everyone’s interested 
in not doing the same thing again. When I 
moved here 5V2 years ago, there wasn’t a scene 
like this really, a cohesive style in common. It 
seems like now people are more interested in 
putting on shows with similar bands. 

AC: What do you think that means? 

DC: That a lot of bands have the same idea, 
but they’re trying to create something, not 
re-create. We’re not just hung up on sounding 
like Kinda Kinks. People did Merseybeat to 
death; people did the Ringo beat to death. You 
have to work to become something different 
than your influences. 

AC: So, there won’t ever be any matching outfits? 
DC: No matching outfits. ■

I love the intro. It’s kind of misleading in a way; the 
song seems to take a different direction after that. 

Mick Avory’s pounding drums with the deceptively sim- 
ple Dave Davies vamp just does something to me every 
time I hear it. If you listen close, there is a piano chug- 
ging in the background, pushing it along, which makes 
the pace seem faster than it actually is. One of our all- 
time favorites. 

“Everybody’s Gonna Be Happy,” Kinda Kinks 

Just a perfect dance song. A great rave-up with a 
beat that is totally different from anything around 
that time. 


“I Gotta Move,” Kinks 

I love the way this song progresses so sim- 
ply. The great riff by Dave, sort of familiar but 
done in his special way. I love the ending on 
this song. The Kinks did that really well on 
other songs as well, building the intensity at 
the end but very subtly. 

“Two Sisters,” Something Else 

Kind of an oddball from an album that took 
awhile to grow on me. It’s about a sibling 
rivalry, and it’s a sad song but has this sense 
of humor in the lyrics that props it up the 
whole time. 


“Cadillac,” Kinks: BBC Sessions 
1964-1977 

Not the album version [1964’s Kinks] 
but the recording they did for the BBC 
Sessions. It’s much heavier and has this 
really big reverb. It sounds so menacing, 
even though it’s just a song about one of 
Bo Diddley’s impulse buys. The Kinks did 
this kind of homage/cover better than 
any of their contemporaries. A lot of 
bands were padding their albums with 
covers, but the Kinks had a way of play- 
ing other people’s music that kicked the 
others’ asses. - Dustin Coffey

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Across the Great 

Hacienda’s Abraham Villanueva is with ‘The Band’

It begins, like all great tales, having already 
begun. The fade-in of “Across the Great 
Divide,” which opens the Band’s 1969 self- 
titled sophomore effort, bridges from some- 
where deep and distant before galloping into 
the joyous dirge of departure. True to the 
elusiveness of its name, the Band seemed an 
entity that was always already there. 

The Band is an album sustained in the 
threads of leaving and returning, past and 
present, individual and collective. Its char- 
acters and narratives are uniquely timeless: 
Virgil Caine witnessing the plunder of Dixie; 
the drunkard’s dream of Bessie up on Cripple 
Creek; Ragtime Willie pining for a Virginia 
rockin’ chair from the sea. The album burns 
through Southern styles, from quivering bal- 
lad “Whispering Pines” to the honky-tonk 
stomp of “Look Out Cleveland” to the deep 
blues-funk of closer “King Harvest (Has 
Surely Come).” 

As improbable as a largely Canadian group 
reinventing Americana, so too is the ebul- 
lient, soulful pop erupting from San Antonio- 
based quartet Hacienda. Formed by cous- 
ins Abraham Villanueva (piano/vocals) and 
Dante Schwebel (guitar) and Villanueva’s 
younger brothers, Rene (bass) and Jaime 
(drums), Hacienda bends classic 1960s 
garage rhythms and swooning doo-wop with 
bursts of harmonies. 

Loud Is the Night, Hacienda’s official debut 
set for release next month on Alive Natural 
Sounds Records, was produced by the Black 
Keys’ Dan Auerbach and features members of 
Dr. Dog. While Hacienda’s sound balances the 
Beach Boys and the Beatles, Villanueva points 
to rootsier inspiration. 

Austin Chronicle: Fantastic album. I was 
almost expecting y’all to choose a group that was 
more brotherly or family-based, though. 
Abraham Villanueva: [Laughs.] Yeah, we do 
love a lot of Beach Boys albums too, but this 
one we really like a lot. 

AC: Do you remember the first time you came 
across the album? 

AV: I was actually visiting Dante, our guitar 
player, when he was living in Vegas. This was 
awhile ago, but we were at a record shop, and 
he bought it for me and said, “You gotta check 
this out.” That was the first time I had heard 
it. I think all together we kind of fell in love 
with it, and then individually, we each identify 
with it. I know that’s one of the first albums 


I heard that really had piano the way I love to 
hear piano. It’s very different from the piano 
you hear on a Beatles or Beach Boys record. 
It’s based in rhythm and blues, I guess. 

AC: Being a piano man, do you prefer [Garth] 
Hudson or [Richard] Manuel on the keys? 

AV: Personally, I prefer Manuel, though I like 
them both. Garth really does a lot with coun- 
termelodies, and he goes all over the place. He 
does a lot of classically based stuff that’s very 
intricate. But I think I prefer Richard Manuel, 
because as much as I love all that, having the 
solid piano rhythm is my favorite. That’s kind 
of what I would love to be: a solid rhythm 
piano player. A lot of people use it as a lead 
instrument, and really, I think it works best 
as a rhythm, to lock in tight with the drums 
and the bass. 

AC: Few bands can pull off having multiple 
lead singers but still have it cohere into a 
single vision. 

AV: It’s weird, but hearing the different 
voices, it feels like you can just keep listen- 
ing to it over and over, and the mixture that 
a lot of albums didn’t do was just the variety 
of tempos and rhythms. To have a really slow 
ballad like “Whispering Pines” and then 
something like “Look Out Cleveland” and 
“Up on Cripple Creek” - everything’s kind 
of going up and down and back and forth. 
“King Harvest,” I think that’s my favorite 
song on the album. There’s a great bassline 
going through it and a great rhythm, and it 
also has the keyboard going on underneath 
that. I’m not sure what they’re using, but it 
sounds like an electric keyboard or maybe 
a piano that’s processed. I don’t know how 
they do it, but it sounds like the keyboard’s 
underwater or something. 

AC: This album also marked a pretty big change 
from Music From Big Pink, because Robertson 
was doing most of the songwriting. Is the song- 
writing more collective or does somebody lead 
that effort? 

AV: We do it pretty collectively, more the way 
Big Pink was. Everything’s kind of done as a 
group, so one person might have the melody 
or one person might have a full song, but it 
still doesn’t have anything behind it. The four 
of us kind of sit down and write everything. 
Rene, the bass player, writes a lot of the lyr- 
ics. Everybody has their strengths, so we try 
to play to everyone’s strengths. The way the 
four of us work, it’s just all four of us writing 
together. It’s a little weird.

AC: Everybody also sings and contributes 
vocals, right? 

AV: Yeah. Rene takes most of the lead, but 
Dante’s got several songs he sings on, and then 
Jaime and I also have a song here and there. It’s 
a little different, though, because a lot of times 
we sound very similar. We don’t have the advan- 
tage the Band had of having three really distinct 
voices. The difference between Rick and Levon 
is huge, and between the brothers for us it 
could go either way. We try to find everybody’s 
range and who would fit better on which one. 
AC: Do you feel there’s one singer in the Band 
whose vocals you prefer in the lead? 

AV: I think I lean toward Richard Manuel, but 
I also love Rick Danko’s voice just because I 
had never heard anything like that. I didn’t 
know anyone could sing that way until I heard 
him. He’s got a weird hiccup in his voice, but 
it fits in with the song. Richard Manuel, I just 
love his voice too, especially on “Whispering 
Pines” or even on Big Pink with “Tears of 
Rage.” He does the falsetto really well, and I 
think he bases his vocals on Ray Charles, and 
I’m a huge Ray Charles fan. 

AC: The Band recording in a house again seemed 
really to complement the looseness of their sound. 
Is that something that y’all were interested in 
when recording your album? 

AV: We wanted to capture the same kind of 
atmosphere. When we started, we were just 


doing demos in our house, and it was just the 
four of us. We could record only one instru- 
ment at a time. So when we recorded this 
album, what we really went for was trying the 
four of us together. So the four of us played 
the basic tracks together, and then afterward, 
we might add in an extra instrument here or 
some percussion. Some of them are heavy on 
overdubs, and some of them we try to keep it 
as minimal as possible. But what’s nice about 
playing and recording together, you really 
don’t know what you end up with. Once you 
get comfortable, you just kind of play off of 
each other. It really gives it a collective sound 
and allows you such a variation of songs, 
which I think for the Band really helped them 
a lot. I think that’s why it sounds so cohesive, 
and if they did it separately, you probably 
wouldn’t be able to go all over the spectrum 
like they did. It seems like “Rag Mama Rag” 
shouldn’t be on there, but I think since they’re 
all playing together in the same room, you 
hear it, and you know it’s the same five guys, 
and they’re doing it again. So it’s a band play- 
ing music, and not just a certain sound. Dan 
had sort of the same idea. He wanted it to 
sound like a band, together. ■

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SUZANNA CHOFFEL 

Lamberts, Aug. 7 

The lack of audience didn’t 
prevent Suzanna Choffel and 
her backing trio from lighting up 
Lamberts. It might have been 
because she apparently knew 
almost everyone there, but, more 
likely, it was due to the graceful 
confidence of her music, which 
allows Choffel to make every per- 
formance feel as if it’s late night 
and she’s in a South Austin living 
room grooving for the pleasure 
of it. Her smoky voice and bright- 
red axe were accented by Johnny 
Vogelsang on bass, drummer 
Eldridge Goins, and Brad Houser, 
who alternated between baritone 
sax and bass clarinet, with Matt 
Hubbard joining in on piano mid- 
set. Houser’s angular honking 
and Vogelsang’s slinky rhythms 
at times recalled the sexier side 
of Morphine, but Choffel’s songs 
are less ominous, more dappled in 
sunlight. She took some chances 
with “Hot Shot,” an interesting 
tune she claimed to have never 
played before that sounded Tom 
Waits rickety, and a Brazilian 
song that displayed her effortless guitar playing. Choffel’s come a long way since her only 
album, 2006’s Shudders & Rings, and is worthy of a much larger yet equally attentive 
crowd the next time around. - Jim Caligiuri 


SARAH JAFFE 

Stubb’s, Aug. 9 

Saturday’s show inside at Stubb’s served as 
a triple CD release, wrangling a lineup of North 
Texans. Dallas’ Dove Hunter opened, delving 
into debut The Southern Unknown, though the 
band’s fervent fans offset the intimacy of the 
following sets. The quintet’s songs torque the 
tension between Jayson Wortham’s strained, 
whispered wail and extended jams led by 
drummer Quincy Holloway’s ferocious back line 
and Chad DeAtley’s bruising basslines. Micah 
P. Hinson, who recently returned to Abilene 
from Austin, was forced to fight the remnants 



of Dove Hunter’s crowd with his stark solo 
set. Stripped of their elaborate arrange- 
ments and understated crescendos, Hinson’s 
tunes lingered in an emotional balance as 
his burned voice crackled over cuts from 
new LP Micah P. Hinson and the Red Empire 
Orchestra, the gentle touch of “We Won’t Have 
to Be Lonesome” countering the disillusion 
of “Beneath the Rose.” Benefiting from the 
reverential reception denied Hinson, 22-year- 
old Dentonite Sarah Jaffe delivered on her 
excellent John Congleton-produced debut EP, 
Even Born Again. Behind her stunningly deep 
and dexterous voice, the title track swelled 
mournfully with Kris Youmans’ electric cello, 
while the soft lilt of “Black Hoax Lie” and sub- 
dued “Backwards/Forwards” most impressively 
wrought the passionate pull of her vocals, prov- 
ing Jaffe a major new talent. - Doug Freeman 

SOULED OUT 2008 

Victory Grill, Aug. 9 

Saturday night, creative energy flowed off 
the well-worn stage and into every inch of 
the Victory Grill. Outside, artists from the 
California-based mural collective Trust Your 
Hustle immortalized Austin’s first lady of soul, 
Miss Lavelle White; piano man Roosevelt 
“Grey Ghost” Williams; and venue founder 
Johnny Holmes on the juke joint’s west wall. 
Eastside cultural catalyst Harold McMillan 
filmed the creative process, and the muralists 
reciprocated, interviewing McMillan for insight 
on the building-turned-canvas. Rock-solid 
Killeen duo Crew54 joined the film fest, cap- 
turing footage for its entertaining online reality 
shows after a brief but spirited set. “This is 
gonna be on YouTube, right Crew54?” asked 
Lower Life Form’s MC Brew, rapping into the

camera. H-Town’s Brew and PhD painted 
debaucherous pictures, bemoaning the 9-to-5 
grind as their sevenpiece band wove a soulful 
horn-filled tapestry. Sporting a boxer’s robe 
and disarming ganja grin, Phranchyze proved 
one of Austin’s best live acts, pounding his 
chest while testifying, “This one’s for the city 
I’m from, the city I love, the city that didn’t 
always love me back, but it’s my city nonethe- 
less, and I will rep it to my death and strap 
this bitch here on my back.” - Thomas Fawcett 

ESTEBAN ‘STEVE* JORDAN 
TRIBUTE 

H&H Ballroom, Aug. 10 

Esteban “Steve” Jordan and his remarkable 
accordion were the reason for the tribute, but 
the eye-popping lineup was a cultural, racial, 
and musical tour de force, a confluence found 
only in Texas. It was also a grand pairing of 
San Antonio and Austin Chicano musicians, 
who have virtually paved 1-35 with years of 
touring. Sarah Fox & Joel Guzman pulled a sur- 
prise opening act, laying down their unconven- 
tional sound between Guzman’s accordion pag- 
eantry and Fox’s sultry vocals. Once known as 
Shorty & the Corvettes, the contemporary ver- 
sion of Mariachi Corbetas, resplendent in crim- 
son and gold, serenaded many of the 40 or so 
tables throughout the gymlike ballroom before 
the Texana Dames’ lovely harmonies. Johnny 
Degollado’s old-school conjunto brought out 
the dancers, as did Los Pinkys, featuring Isidro 
Samilpa. Ernie Garibay’s S.A. Chicano blues 
was as good as it gets, followed by an out- 
standing crowd-pleaser of a set by Max Baca’s 
Los Texmaniacs that included an incendiary 
cover of Sir Doug’s “She’s About a Mover.” 
Baca, once with Flaco Jimenez, unquestion- 
ably ranks with Nunie Rubio among the finest 
young Chicano talents. Former state Sen. 
Gonzalo Barrientos read a proclamation for 
Jordan from the governor, prompting the ailing 
Tejano legend’s first visit to the stage. Garbed 
in a purple vest with matching shirt, he gave 
a quietly emotional thank you to the hundreds 
gathered, including Jerry Avila, the night’s 
emcee and host of Primetime Tejano; mem- 
bers of the Austin Latino Music Association; 
Alex Gonzales of Eliseo Productions; Rose 



Reyes from the Austin Convention & Visitors 
Bureau; and Fiesta Musical host/man-about- 
town Isodoro Lopez. When co-organizer Larry 
Lange assembled the Chicano Soul Revue 
onstage, the evening shifted sweetly into 
nostalgia. Little Joe’s heart-fluttering croon 
blended with Joanna Ramirez, and the set 
featured the velvet voice of the Royal Jesters’ 
Dimas Garza. The music is so delicate that 
it’s in constant danger of becoming schmaltz, 
but the sheer love between the performers 
and audience kept it visceral. The show was 
running late when Jordan appeared with his 
family band, Rio Jordan. He ripped on the 
accordion a bit before inviting Little Joe up to 
sing “El Gancho,” then “Las Nubes,” a Little 
Joe favorite. Jazzed by the palpable enthusi- 
asm of the all-ages crowd, he played well past 
the allotted 20 minutes, laying down stan- 
dards, including the bolero “El Jardinero.” El 
Parche might have gone on forever; instead, 
he closed with “Ahora Ahora Ahora,” an unre- 
leased song, and a glimpse into the future 
still bright with Steve Jordan.

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Brother Cesare Bonizzi, 62, of a Capuchin friars’

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL SPIRIT! 

High Point University (just south of 
Greensboro, N.C.) is not quite Club Med 
(“Club Ed,” it was called by The Chronicle of 
Higher Education) but provides free ice cream 
for students, a hot tub in the middle of cam- 
pus, wake-up calls, and a concierge service, 
all run by a campus “director of WOW,” whose 
job it is to thrill the “clients” and attract new 
ones. This is the strategy of President Nido 
Qubein, a motivational speaker and “custom- 
er comes first” businessman, and so far, 
enrollment is way up (even at higher tuition), 
new construction is transforming the campus, 
and $100 million is in the bank. 

Challenging New Products: 1) stilettos for 
toddlers (though with soft heels), from 
Bellevue, Wash., designer Britta Bacon, selling 
recently in Toronto for 39.95 Canadian dollars 
a pair; and 2) a rotating ice cream cone on 
which the scoop gently revolves counter-clock- 
wise, so that lazy people merely stick their 
tongues out and need not actively lick (sold by 
Kitchen Craft in the UK). 

ONE OBSESSIVE AMERICAN 

Sam Bloomfield, 58, grew up poor on the 
Pacific island of Tonga but got his green card 
in 1976 and says he has tried to show his 
gratitude ever since, according to a July 4 pro- 


file in his hometown Herald of Everett, Wash. 
He has tattooed “God Bless America” under 
his left eye, “Land of the Free” under his right 
eye, and a large “USA” across his forehead, 
and last year he under went another 15 pain- 
ful hours with the needle to cover the rest of 
his face with stars and stripes resembling an 
American flag so that he can toast his beloved 
country in the mirror every morning. 

LEADING ECONOMIC INDICATORS 

The U.S. government’s $100 billion stimu- 
lus distributed to taxpayers this spring 
achieved mixed results, according to econo- 
mists, but at least the Internet pornography 
industry flourished (according to a July trade 
association spokesman). Adult Internet 
Market Research Co. reported that “20 to 
30 percent” of “adult” websites reported 
that sales rose during the time checks were 
being issued. However, Nevada brothels 
were suffering, even though Dennis Hof’s 
World Famous Bunny Ranch ran a stimulus- 
check special: Hand over your $600 check, 
and get the usual $1,200 “party” (“three 
girls and a bottle of champagne”). 

> A July Los Angeles Times investigation 
revealed that professional fundraisers keep so 
much of the money donated to charity by con- 
scientious, generous-minded people that 430 
different California charities over the last 10 


years got not one penny of the contribu- 
tions. In fact, in 337 cases, the charity paid 
an additional fee on top of getting nothing 
back (but did come away with the donors’ 
names and addresses, for further solicita- 
tion). Philanthropy watchdogs say fundraisers 
should never keep more than 35 cents on the 
dollar, but the Times found the overall average 
was 54 cents, and for missing-children chari- 
ties, fundraisers kept 86 cents. (Fundraisers 
for an organization called Citizens Against 
Government Waste kept 94 cents.) 

FRONTIERS OF SCIENCE 

> A 10-year-old British boy had such a 
severe obsessive-compulsive disorder that 
he was overwrought with guilt that he had 
caused the Sept. 11 World Trade Center 
attacks, because that day he had not been 
able to make his ritual step upon a particu- 
lar mark in the street. Writing in June in 
the journal Neurocase, psychologists at 
University College London said the boy 
recovered only when they convinced him 
that the attacks had already started by the 
time he would have made his usual step. 

> Many nations are exploring how to curb cat- 
tle’s release of the greenhouse gas meth- 
ane, including altering cows’ diets to reduce 
flatulence (which requires monitoring the gas 
compositions from the old and new diets). To 
collect the gas for measurement (according 
to a July report in London’s Daily Telegraph), 
researchers at Argentina’s National Institute 
of Agricultural Technology rigged large plastic 
tanks to the cows’ backs, with a tube to the 
backside to directly capture each emission. 
(The alternative, researchers pointed out, 
would require a human to follow a cow 
around with plastic bags.) 

Higher-Order Animal Research: 1) Britain’s 
National Sea Life Centre announced a study 
in July that would give octopuses Rubik’s 
Cubes to play with, to ascertain whether 
they use a certain tentacle for such activi- 
ties or any tentacle at random. 2) Writing in 
the journal Nature in July, a team of 
University of Oregon biologists showed that 
roundworms do calculus-type computations, 
using chemosensory neurons, to determine 
how to find food or avoid trouble. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
CORRECTIONS DEPARTMENT 

In July, convicted drug dealer Marcus 
Anderson opened the door of the correc- 
tions department van taking him to court, 
climbed out, and walked away into down- 
town Baltimore. It was an ordinary van with- 
out a prisoner cage and whose driver had 
no gun, handcuffs, phone, or radio (because 
Anderson had arrived late at the pick-up 
point for the regular prisoner van). An exas- 
perated Judge Charles Bernstein later 
asked whether the driver had given him bus 
tokens, too. “If I were a young, enterprising 
criminal,” said the judge, “I’d come to 
Baltimore to set up my practice. This is the 
place to be. This is the Promised Land.”

Crater Lake in Southern Oregon defines the color blue. The 
placid surface of America’s deepest lake absorbs all the colors 
of the spectrum except blue and violet, thereby producing the 
most amazingly 
pure colors, in a 

basin formed when an 
ancient volcano blew its 
top, the water ranges 
from a brilliant turquoise 
to a deep royal blue. 

The Native Americans 
have a legend of how the 
lake was formed that 
pretty well explains what 
happened thousands of 
years ago. Liao, king of 
the underworld, lived on 
Mount Mazama, and the 
chief of the world above, 

Skell, had his throne on 
Mount Shasta, to the 
south. A great battle took 
place between the two, 
which resulted in the 

Cascade Mountains being assaulted with thunder and fire. What wasn’t destroyed of Liao’s moun- 
tain throne in Skell’s explosive blasts was buried when the mountain collapsed. 

Over thousands of years, the 1,943-foot-deep caldera of Mount Mazama filled with snow and 
rain. In a sign that the gods might still be angry, the mountain holds several state records for 
amounts of snowfall. Annual deposits of 50 feet or more are common between November and May. 
Although the park is open year-round, access can be disrupted by the average snowfall of 44 feet. 

The lake was first put on maps in 1853, but it wasn’t until 1886 that the landlocked body of 
water with two picturesque islands was surveyed. In 1902, the 6-mile-wide pool and surrounding 
183,224 acres became the nation’s fifth national park. 

More than 80 miles from any major town, Crater Lake National Park attracts thousands of visitors 
during the popular months of July and August. More than a dozen hiking trails snake up the moun- 
tain slopes through the towering pines, including one path that provides access to the water. Tour 
boats leave from the dock that also allows swimming and fishing for the lake’s salmon and trout. 

It’s hard to take in the entire mountain in one day, even if the road around the rim is only 30 
miles long. The original park managers realized they needed to provide visitors with more than just 
campgrounds. Due to the area’s remoteness and short construction season, it took six years to 
build the 150-room lodge overlooking the rim. Seventy-five years later, the hotel was completely 
rebuilt, with a restaurant and a patio with rocking chairs overlooking the lake, which is the most 
incredible shade of blue. 

Crater Lake National Park is about 80 miles north of Medford, 85 miles east of Roseburg, and 
four hours south of Portland, Ore. Making reservations at one of the two hotels in the park should 
be done months in advance. Services, except gasoline, are available at the Rim Village or Annie 
Creek at the southern entrance. For reservations, call 888/774-2728; for park information, go to 
www.nps.gov/crla or call 541/594-3000.

I can be sentimentally moved by a 
wet T-shirt contest, so when it comes 
to the pomp and circumstance of the 
Beijing Olympics opening ceremony 

- forget about it. Seeing all those proud and hand- 
some young men and women parading into the Beijing 
National Stadium in their colorful national haberdash- 
ery, I feel a welling of warmth for all of humanity. 

How cute is that, I think - 7-foot-6-inch Yao Ming 
marching side by side with that adorable little 9-year- 
old earthquake kid! Even a grade-A asshole like 
Kobe Bryant suddenly seems altogether decent and 
becoming in his natty Ralph Lauren official Olympic 
Games blazer and cap.

central to the enjoyment, but 
according to the Olympic creed, the 
“most important thing in the Games is 
not to win but to take part.” Though a bit tedious, the 
parade of more than 200 nations in the opening cere- 
mony (the vast majority of which will never win a sin- 


gle medal) nicely captures that inclusive, democratic 
spirit. The fanfare reminds us that play is “an abso- 
lutely primary category of life,” as the great Dutch cul- 
tural historian Johan Huizinga put it - indeed, that it 
is the very basis of civilization. 

But are the Olympics actually dedicated to the exu- 
berant spirit of play? Hardly, says John Hoberman, 
a professor of Germanic studies at the University of 
Texas who has written extensively on the many corrup- 
tions of the modern Games. “The Olympic ‘movement’ 
is a racket,” Hoberman writes in the current issue of 
Foreign Policy. Far from being an apolitical celebration 
of enlightened cosmopolitanism, promoting peace and 
cooperation through the redemptive rituals of sport, 
the Olympics have mostly been a staging ground for 
trumped-up nationalism, doped-up athleticism, and 
corporate opportunism. Rather than advancing an 
agenda of human rights, the Olympics have in fact 
abetted the bloodiest century in human history. 

It’s all utterly perverse if you think about it: 
nations hoping to overcome crises of self-esteem 
and enhance their prestige by winning mere games. 
Consider East Germany. No country invested more 
heavily, or more fraudulently, in triumphing at the 
Olympics. It won a total of 519 medals, by far the 
most per capita of any nation. And for what? “The 
country ended on the shit heap of history,” says 
Hoberman. 

So what’s the point? What does it matter if the U.S. 
wins more medals than China or Russia? I’m afraid 
I don’t have a very good answer to that one - except 
to say that it doesn’t matter. At best, all play is point-

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Twelfth Night 

Scottish Rite Theatre, through Aug. 30 

Running time: 2 hr, 30 min 


The outdoor summer 
Shakespeare festival has 
become a tradition for many 
theatregoers. The open sky, 
under which Shakespeare’s 
plays were originally performed, 
gives audiences the chance to 

appreciate the enormity and grandeur of 
these works. The setting even has a little of 
the dorkish fun of a Ren fair. Plus, your dog 
gets to come, too. 

Indoor, small-theatre Shakespeare opens 
another, more intimate window onto the 
plays. Seeing faces clearly allows more room 
for subtlety and quieter moments. Of course, 
it requires actors who really know their stuff. 

That’s exactly what Scottish Rite Theatre 
has in its favor in Twelfth Night, directed by 
Beth Burns. The entire cast uses the play’s lan- 
guage nimbly, and its strength with the verse 
illuminates the story of this gender-bending 
romance, which, in the right hands, is hilarious. 

The play begins with a shipwreck. (More 
plays should begin with shipwrecks!) Viola 
(Shannon Grounds), an innocent maid from 
a noble house, decides she’s going to mas- 
querade as a court eunuch in order to get 
by in the unfamiliar land of Illyria. When 
she confides this plan to the ship’s captain 
(Justin Scalise, who also plays Feste the 
clown), he snorts with laughter. It’s a signal 
that, thank goodness, we don’t have to take 
things seriously, either. 

Disguised as the gentleman Cesario, Viola 
works her way into the graces of lovesick 
Duke Orsino (Nathan Jerkins). He sends 
her as an emissary to woo the cold-hearted 
Olivia (Suzanne Balling). Catch: Olivia falls 
in love with the disguised Viola, who in turn 
has a huge crush on Orsino. Then we learn 
that Viola’s look-alike brother, Sebastian 
(Ryan Crowder), also made it to dry land, and 


nobody onstage can figure out how Cesario 
has managed to be in two places at once. 

It is a delight to watch this collective 
scratching of the head. There are also 
sweeter moments when we see exactly why 
all of these characters fall in love. They’re all 
lonely! They just want someone who under- 
stands, even in a fantasy land that semi- 
resembles Elizabethan England. 

Twelfth Night also has a secondary plot, 
one that in less polished productions is a 
distraction, the part where you think about 
your grocery list for next week. Olivia’s 
obsequious manservant, Malvolio (Robert 
Matney), has irritated the entire household 
to the breaking point, so the fools decide to 
play a prank on him wherein he is persuaded 
that Olivia now loves him. Scholars have long 
debated the classism implied in Malvolio’s 
sad ending, but here it feels more like class- 
mates sticking a whoopee cushion on the 
chair of the teacher that nobody likes. 

The discomfort and bafflement of these 
lords, ladies, and fools is so much fun that 
the play’s resolution is like the amusement 
park closing before you’re ready to leave. It’s 
also followed by a goofy dance number that’s 
oddly reminiscent of Lord of the Dance but 
with ungainly costumes. After 2V2 hours of 
watching actors with superb coordination and 
timing, it’s strange to watch them stumble 
through the misplaced choreography. 

Still, that’s a good 2V2 hours of well-exe- 
cuted comedy, with an excellent cast in all 
the right roles. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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Ervin and Wyatt are two hit men sitting 
in a room in some wasted tenement, wait- 
ing to hear from their boss, the 
about a job. 


Ervin and Wyatt go way back, and not only 
have they known each other since they were 
kids, but they’ve managed to raise a boy 
together: Asher, who they’ve trained to the 
life. Suddenly, to their surprise, into the room 
walks Jazz, Ervin’s ex, and over the course of 
a couple of hours, all three of their lives are 
altered forever. 

The setup for Brass Ring is, without ques- 
tion, compelling and has been used before, 
notably by Harold Pinter in his long one-act 
The Dumb Waiter. But while Pinter has his 
killers stay in one room for the length of his 
story, playwright Shanon Weaver takes us 
back and forth in time, showing the develop- 
ing relationships between Ervin and Jazz and 
Jazz and Asher. 

Brass Ring is actually a sequel to Weaver’s 
HIT., which was produced with much fanfare 
a few years ago. The world premiere by A 
Chick & a Dude Productions - Weaver being 
the dude and Melissa Livingston, who directs 
the shows, being the chick - won more than 
a few local awards, and its presentation at 
the New York International Fringe Festival 
earned the cast an ensemble acting award. 
That cast returns for this stand-alone sequel, 
with Kenneth Wayne Bradley, Joel Citty, and 
Weaver all reprising their roles as Ervin, Wyatt, 
and Asher, respectively, and adding T. Lynn 
Mikeska as Jazz. Talented and accomplished 


actors all, but while much acting talent is on 
display, I admit some confusion concerning 
their choice of style. While Weaver’s writing is 
often clever, playing on the idea of hardened 
criminals being regular people with the same 
needs and desires as everyone else, albeit 
in a more extreme work environment, the dia- 
logue sometimes comes off as cliched and 
trite. I’m uncertain as to whether this was 
because of the writing or its delivery, as often 
the actors seem to be working to convince us 
that they are hardened criminals, rather than 
just allowing that fact to be omnipresent in 
the story, as it is in the writing. Livingston’s 
staging doesn’t always help. Scenes play most 
effectively when she has her actors stay still; 
when she moves them around, the movement 
often seems unmotivated and flat. 

But here’s the twist, and it’s a good one: 

I didn’t see the ending coming, and despite 
its unquestionably tragic nature, I found it 
ultimately satisfying. While I wish I could 
have seen more moments such as the one 
when Wyatt sits alone by his wounded pal’s 
bed, talking quietly to him, with Citty trust- 
ing both himself and the dialogue, Weaver’s 
story twists and turns, one moment comic, 
the next deadly serious, and his final twist, 
when all the strands of his intricately woven 
web fall into place, may just have you gasp- 
ing for air. - Barry Pineo

The works of Austin artist Andrew Long and his brother, Michael 
Long of Boulder, Colo., offer viewers endless opportunities to observe 
the fascinating strength of nonobjective paintings and photographs. 


In creating his layered and exuberant 
abstract paintings, Andrew approaches the 
static panel supports as an expansive space 
for losing shape. Built-up layers of color are 
often scored with a Dremel or sander to 
reveal organic shapes while leaving marks 
with their own identities. Other areas of 
the painting are covered up, lending only a 
hint at what may lie beneath the surface. 

His style allows 
for intentional 
and spontane- 
ous symbols to 
coexist, resulting 
in the random- 
ness of an iPod in 
shuffle mode. The 
works suggest a 
comfortable arena 
for organic and 
figurative lines to 
commingle. Some 
of the works offer 
metaphorical land- 
scapes of the art- 
ists’ inner worlds, 
while others deal 
with the more 
technical ideas 
of balance and 
form. Regardless, 
the trend in these 
works is to rely on a well-seasoned instinct. 
Like Joan Miro, who lived in both the visual 
and theatrical worlds, Andrew Long’s comfort 
within his own systems, either from dance 
or photography, leads the way in these cur- 
rent expressions. He has embraced all art 
forms as being worthy of his experiments. A 
drama arises from his embrace of a variety 
of art forms, thus creating a dynamic tension 


between painterly elements and the more 
figurative sequences. 

Michael offers a magnified and provocative- 
ly rendered image of nature’s secrets through 
his photographs. This kind of enhanced 
awareness of organic structure offers physi- 
cality beyond a casual glance. His understand- 
ing of the temporary state of the natural world 
lends itself to spontaneity and manipulation. 

Designing in soft 
focus and using 
shapes to continue 
the photograph 
beyond the physi- 
cal frame are two 
techniques used by 
Michael to delay the 
viewers’ recognition 
of the original. Form 
and forces upon the 
form seem to have 
established equilib- 
rium. In these stud- 
ies of the internal 
structure of nature 
images, the indirect 
experience of reflec- 
tive surfaces, or 
light running along 
the edge of a stem, 
becomes a second- 
ary characteristic. 
Wholly new objects, with little reference, exist 
with bold intention in these photographs. 

All aspects of abstract art become means 
of making discoveries about the viewers’ 
visions of the world. Nonobjective art makes 
it more possible to be purposefully unin- 
tentional. Both bodies of works align them- 
selves with an ever-changing physical and 
psychological world. - Benne Rockett

Instead of entering the 
jungle to find the heart of 
darkness, Stiller (the direc- 
tor, co-star, and co-writer 
of Tropic Thunder ) goes in 
to take aim at the Achilles 
heel of Hollywood: its utter 

pomposity and self-importance. Stiller’s 
barbs have not been this sharply pointed 
since his early-Nineties TV show, which 
parodied the industry and its various filmed 
products. Here, borrowing tropes and images 
from movies such as Platoon and Apocalypse 
Now, Stiller’s subject is war movies and 
overblown action films - but also so much 
more. Other targets are the actors - the 
pampered, self-deluded, overindulged, and 
overly Method - and the studio chiefs and 
flacks who, like megalomaniacal Geppettos, 
pull the strings and make their wards dance 
to a tune only they can hear. In the annals 
of movies about making movies, Tropic 
Thunder will have topical currency and garner 
laughs long after the end credits roll. Yet 
the laughs are often repetitive and come 
in unsteady spurts, which, along with some 
action sequences that don’t know when to 
stop, makes Tropic Thunder seem at times 
too much of a good thing. Excess can reduce 
the pricelessness of some of the jokes, 
just as it can sully the output of Hollywood. 
Despite the abundance of spent shells, you’ll 
find that Tropic Thunder's aim is true. The 
characters are all exquisite personifications: 
Stiller as Tugg Speedman, the fading action 
star who’s making one more bid for respect- 
ability with this Vietnam war film after his 
previous attempt, Simple Jack, fell flat with 
his turn as the mentally challenged titular 
character; Black as Jeff Portnoy, the coke- 
crazed, blond-headed comic star of the flatu- 
lent Fatties franchise (think Klumps with no 



gas shortage); and Downey Jr. as Australian 
actor Kirk Lazarus, a five-time Oscar winner 
who’s so Method that he undergoes skin 
repigmentation in order to play a black man 
in this movie (think Fred Williamson). Also in 
their outfit is rap star Alpa Chino (Jackson), 
who’s seeking to broaden his recognition and 
additionally serves as a foil to Lazarus’ faux 
black man, and Kevin Sandusky (Baruchel), 
a rookie who is just delighted to have this 
gig. McBride is perfect as the mulleted explo- 
sives expert, as is Nolte as the grizzled vet 
who wrote the memoir on which the movie 
they’re making is based. Coogan is hilarious 
as the hapless director of the film, a project 
that’s reported in the media to be one month 
behind schedule after just five days of shoot- 
ing. One of the only false notes is Cruise’s 
much-heralded appearance as the fat, 
hirsute, take-no-prisoners studio chief Les 
Grossman, a little of which goes a long way 
and winds up being more self-indulgent than 
satirical. (Yet Cruise’s portrayal is no more 
anti-Semitic than the Simple Jack plot point 
is a disparagement of mental disability, as 
vocal protest groups would have us believe.) 
That clap of Tropic Thunder you hear in the 
distance is the audience applauding with real 
comic relief. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Stuff the cork back in: This wine movie 
was sold before its time. There’s no ques- 
tion there’s a good drama lurking some- 
where in this true story of how the wines 
of Northern California shattered France’s 
oenological hauteur in a blind taste-testing 
in 1976 (our bicentennial year) or that 
these actors are all game and competent. 
However, director and co-writer Miller, a 
veteran of TV sitcoms and some sitcomlike 
feature films, is flatfooted and plodding 
in all the places he should be swift and 
sparkling, too bogged down in specifics 
and details where he should be glossy and 
spry, and too unspecific and generalizing 
when it comes to the dimensionality of the 
characters. Pullman earns moments of 
interest as Jim Barrett, a man who threw 
his conventional life overboard for a shot 
at his avocational dream: wine-making. All 
it seems he has to show for his pursuit is 
a foreclosure notice on his third mortgage 
and a hippie surf bum of a son, Bo (Pine). 
Jim, at least, has kernels of interest and 
conflict when compared with Bo, who, with 
his straggly blond hair and young-prince 
sense of entitlement, is a physical shoo- 
in for Brad Pitt by way of Lorenzo Lamas’ 
Lance Cumson in Falcon Crest. His best 
buddy, Gustavo (Rodriguez), is the son of a 
Chicano field hand and knows the soil and 
the distinctiveness of each grape better 
than anyone in the movie. Still, his sto- 
ryline gets sidetracked by a love interest 
and, ultimately, abandoned as the movie 
saunters toward its climax and conclu- 
sion. The woman who causes the friction 
between Bo and Gustavo is Sam (Taylor), a 
beautiful wine-making intern who doesn’t 
mind getting dirty. Perking up the movie is 
Rickman’s Steven Spurrier, a haughty Brit 
who curries favor with the French oeno- 
philes. He rubs everyone, except for his 
freeloading neighbor (Farina), the wrong 
way. These characters all have potential, 
and there’s a father-son struggle that’s not 
unlike the conflict in the great Red River, 
but instead of emoting, the characters 
are forced to spend most of their time 
undramatically sipping wine, swilling it from 
cheek to cheek with pursed lips as they 
sample it, and then spitting it out. When in 
doubt, Miller cuts to a lovely wide shot of 
the Napa Valley vineyards. But, sadly, his 
pour is all flat. - Marjorie Baumgarten

FLY ME TO THE MOON

If you can buy the fact that Canadian 
horror auteur David Cronenberg and com- 
poser Howard Shore recently unveiled a full- 
fledged operatic version of their 1986 film, 
The Fly - in Paris, no less - then chances 
are you’ll be able to figure out this very 
peculiar, very 3-D, but not very exciting or 
even all that humorous animated offering 
from Belgian-born director Stassen. It is, 
on the face of it, a simple little parable of 
spirited can-do-ism, in which a trio of young 
houseflies (voiced by Gagnon, Bolden, and 
Gore) semiaccidentally tags along with 
astronauts Neil Armstrong, Michael Collins, 
and Buzz Aldrin as Apollo 11 slips the 
reach of gravity (but not, surprisingly, Raid) 
and shoots moonward. Lurking beneath 
that main story, though, is a number of 
subplots only slightly less fancifully trippy, 
including a pair of bumbling Soviet house- 
spies sent to Cape Canaveral to sabotage 
the mission, an elderly fly (Lloyd) and his 
unrequited love for his long-lost Soviet 
paramour, and a downright bizarre recurring 
gag/theme about how bad it is to be over- 
weight. Strange as it is, Fly Me to the Moon 
boasts superb 3-D effects (debuting feature 
director Stassen made his name mak- 
ing lots of 3-D nature and entertainment 
shorts) and gobs of colorful animation, but 
anyone over the age of 8 is likely to be 
bored into madness by the lightweight puns 
that pass for real humor - WALL-E this 
ain’t - and the film’s overall “eh” quotient. 
Adding to the weirdness is a tacked-on, live- 
action appearance from the real Aldrin, who 
reassures kids and terrified X-Files fans 
that there weren’t, in fact, any houseflies 
on board Apollo 11, and therefore any con- 
cerns about a giant, gamma-irradiated Jeff 
Goldblum-type are not to be entertained. Or 
something to that effect. - Marc Savlov

HENRY POOLE IS HERE

Back around the turn of the century, 
music-video director Pellington carved out 
a small and unnerving patch of the film 
universe for himself. At the time he was a 
rarity: a visual stylist who was able to par- 
lay his disturbing 3 1 /2-minute melodramas 
(exemplified by his award-winning video 
for Pearl Jam’s “Jeremy”) into a career in 
Hollywood. His wonderfully odd debut, Going 
All the Way, put a violent, post-Freudian 
spin on the age-old teenage sex-comedy 
formula, while Arlington Road is still one 
of the best Hollywood movies to pull the 
fear and paranoia of political terrorism out 
of the corridors of power and drop it into 
our living rooms. Now, after spending the 
past six years in the relative comfort of 
television and U2’s great big, loving, lucra- 
tive arms ( U2 3D), it appears that good 
old disturbing Pellington has officially gone 
soft. Though his latest, Flenry Poole Is 
Here, is full of all his usual ultrastylized, 
ultradark visual experimentation - an aes- 
thetic that makes viewers feel like they’re 
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drowning in an ocean of uncomfortable 
childhood memories - its story couldn’t be 
more corny, redemptive, or inspirational. 
Wilson plays Henry Poole, a bloated, 
unshaven drunk who buys a house in his 
old neighborhood and spends his days in 
quiet self-loathing, hoping not to be both- 
ered. Unfortunately for him, he’s got the 
world heavyweight champion of meddling 
neighbors in Esperanza (Barraza), a good- 
natured busybody whose interest turns to 
obsession when she decides a water stain 
on the outside wall of Poole’s house is 
actually a portrait of Jesus, complete with 
bloody tears and healing powers. Soon, 
Poole’s house has become a holy destina- 
tion, not just for the pilgrims in Esperanza’s 
church but also for the damaged woman 
next door (Mitchell) and her mute daughter 
(Lily, who, like this movie, flip-flops between 
creepy and adorable with remarkable speed 
and dexterity), and poor, reclusive Poole is 
being taught some valuable, if unwanted, 
lessons about the importance of friendship, 
the joy of love, and the all-consuming grace 
and mercy of Jesus Christ. I don’t know if 
Pellington found religion recently, but I do 
know you have to wonder about the artistic 
health and decision-making abilities of any 
filmmaker who looks for divinity in shots of 
sunlight pouring out from behind clouds. 

All that’s missing from the director’s new 
vision of the world is the pipe organ and 
the choir of angels. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE LAST MISTRESS

The latest titi Ration from French provo- 
catrice Breillat is a period piece (not to be 
confused with her Anatomy of Hell, a self- 
penned period piece of an altogether differ- 
ent type) based upon Jules-Amedee Barbey 
d’Aurevilly’s 19th century scandalous novel 
Une Vieille MaTtresse. But it’s not what you’d 
expect, frankly, from Breillat, who has made 
a career out her seemingly inexhaustible 
wellspring of films predicated on often brutal 
and exploitive sexual politics, both mascu- 
line and feminine. While her previous films, 
particularly the incendiary Romance and 
the aforementioned Anatomy, have often 
descended into banal and explicit crudity in 
their overreaching desire to explore all pos- 


sible avenues leading into and out of literal 
and metaphoric bedrooms, The Last Mistress 
operates on a somewhat different (though 
no less politicized) plane. Argento - whose 
seriously transgressive resume and lineage 
(she’s the daughter of Italian horror maestro 
Dario Argento and his own highly sexualized 
muse, Daria Nicolodi) makes you wonder 
why she and Breillat didn’t get together 
earlier - owns this film, body and soulless- 
ness. As La Vellini, the titular courtesan to a 
much younger, reformation-minded libertine 
(Aattou) about to be married off to Parisian 
society, she’s forced to play dirty, and, as 
ever, she does it mind-bendingly well. Here, 
Argento’s unusual beauty - at first glance 
she appears unremarkable, at second unde- 
niable, and at third unforgettable - is all 
sullied innocence, swimming, as one char- 
acter puts it, “in the ocean of perfidy that 
is men’s hearts.” Indeed. Much of Breillat’s 
film takes place in flashback as the libertine 
recounts to his granc/-mere-to-be (Sarraute) 
the sordid tale of his 10-year romance 
with the mistress. Thankfully, the film is as 
outrageously costumed and art-directed as 
any of Ken Russell’s more enduring period 
escapades. It wouldn’t feel out of place on 
a double bill with Dangerous Liaisons, given 
Breillat’s unrepentantly nihilistic attitude 
toward the battle of the sexes in which all 
are pawns, every knight is errant, and the 
only queen is Queen Bitch.

Remember, a long time ago, when the 
most powerful agent in George Lucas’ uni- 
verse was the Force? Remember how sim- 
ple and compelling the idea was? A face- 
less, benevolent energy binding the galaxy 
together, fueling good and fighting evil, and 
easily interchangeable with whatever mealy- 
mouthed spiritual half-traditions audiences 
were comfortable with? Then came The 
Phantom Menace and Attack of the Clones 
and Revenge of the Sith, and suddenly the 
greatest power in Lucas’ cosmology wasn’t 
the Force but endless, grinding exposition 
spread thick over soulless technological 
flimflammery, leaving anything resembling 
wonder or excitement out in the cold. Well, 
with Lucas’ new animated prequel/sequel, 
The Clone Wars (which takes place between 
the events of Attack and Revenge), there’s a 
brand-new power rearing its ugly head, and 
it’s a beast more horrible and more terrify- 
ing than Darth Vader could ever hope to be: 
the tween girl. (It squeals! It texts! It shops! 
It consumes everything it sees!) In our new 
tween-dominated star economy, with Miley 
Cyrus and other Disney Channel starlets 
printing money, I suppose it was inevitable 
that the shamelessly market-savvy Lucas 
would seize an opportunity to do the same. 
Enter Ahsoka Tano, a sassy young Padawan, 
or apprentice Jedi, who arrives (looking like 
a chorus member from The Lion King stage 
show) to study under the future Darth Vader, 
Anakin Skywalker, who’s busy leading the 
clone armies of the Republic against the 
droid armies of the evil Separatists while 
trying to secure the safe return of gang- 
ster Jabba the Hutt’s infant son, who was 
kidnapped by Separatist leader and Jedi- 
gone-spoiled Count Dooku in an attempt to 
frame the Jedi and convince Jabba to open 
his trade routes to the Separatist army, 
thereby clearing the way for total galactic 
domination ... not that any of that matters. 
Story is entirely insignificant in The Clone 
Wars, as it has been in the Star Wars uni- 
verse since the closing credits of Return 
of the Jedi. The only important thing is that 
viewers are blown away by the movie’s end- 
less and pointless laser battles and that 
young Ahsoka has as much super, sassy, 
awesome, girl-powered fun as possible 
bounding about and cutting down droids 
by the dozen, while still finding time to call 
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Skywalker “Sky Guy,” nickname Jabba’s 
son “Stinky,” and declare, in the spirit of 
original teen-girl heroine Barbie, “Being 
a Padawan is tough.” That and math, 
Ahsoka, that and math. - Josh Rosenblatt

TAKE D: Charles Oliver; with Minnie Driver,

The intentions of writer-director Oliver 
seem pure, and the performances (espe- 
cially that of Driver) cannot be faulted. 
Nevertheless, Take is a dreadfully mis- 
guided movie whose story of redemp- 
tion is utterly irredeemable. The drama 
occurs in a hodgepodge fashion over 
the course of two days, one occurring 
in the past and the other in the pres- 
ent. Years ago, the paths of Ana (Driver) 
and her son Jesse (Coleman) crossed 
with that of Saul (Renner), a desperate 
gambling addict. The interaction among 
these strangers ends with Jesse’s death 
(believe me, this isn’t a spoiler; Jesse’s 
demise is foreshadowed heavily and 
comes as no surprise). In the present, 
Ana is driving through the desert to a 
penitentiary in order to witness Saul’s 
execution. She has grown quite severe 
and understandably dour in the interim; 
her only purpose in life is to make sure 
that Saul suffers eternally for her loss. 
Ana’s demeanor is grim and friendless, 
and sometimes that’s the only feature 
that distinguishes the past from the 
present. The time periods shift back 
and forth without rhyme or reason, and 
it’s impossible to discern whether we’re 
witnessing flash-forwards, flashbacks, or 
plainly incompetent filmmaking. Added to 
this is the needless complexity of certain 
images which frame portions of objects 
or actions in extreme foreground while 
the story’s relevant action happens in the 
distant background. Not only are many of 
the shots confusing, they also frequently 
look flat and dingy and are accompanied 
by a music score that vacillates between 
the diddly and portentous. Various story 
strands lead the viewer down purpose- 
less avenues, as we learn that Jesse is 
being forced into special-education class- 
es and that Ana’s already bare-bones 
economic survival mechanisms have 
been stretched beyond their limits. None 
of these side stories matters a bit once 
we learn in an explanatory note at the 
conclusion of Take the real reason for the 
movie’s existence. It reads, “Restorative 
Justice is a worldwide effort that encour- 
ages victims and offenders to meet. The 
program forces offenders to give a face 
to their crime, to feel remorse, and to 
understand the true repercussions of 
their actions.” It’s a pity Take couldn’t 
find a way to convey this idea without 
literally spelling it out, finally, before we 
leave the theatre. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BARCELONA D: Woody Allen; with Scarlett

Yes, this is the new Woody Allen film widely 
hyped for a threesome, although it’s not the 
configuration as advertised in the ungainly 
title. Vicky (Hall, indefinable but intriguing) 
is the smart, sensible brunette and Cristina 
(Johansson) the amorous, free-thinking 
blonde; together, they are American best 
friends summering in Barcelona and falling, 
at a staggered clip, for a sultry Spanish paint- 
er named Juan Antonio (Bardem). It sounds 
like the setup for a hot, sexy mess - and it 
might have been had Allen scrapped Vicky 
and Cristina to focus on the scenic glories of 
Gaudi’s Barcelona and the twin headspin of 
Bardem and Cruz (who plays Juan Antonio’s 
brawling ex-wife, Maria Elena). But Allen’s 
take is too toothless, too bemused with the 
ever-shifting dynamics among the four play- 
ers - shifts that often seem unmotivated, 
despite the near-constant narration (deliv- 
ered by Christopher Evan Welch) that plainly 
announces them. That narration also car- 
ries the whiff of contempt for the American 
leads - although Cristina doesn’t help herself 
when, tasked with the question of what she 
does for a living, she replies, “I’m currently at 
liberty.” (A well-heeled, unaccountably monied 
woman aching for male approval and artistic 
credibility by flopping from bed to bed, hobby 
to hobby, philosophy to philosophy? Gosh, 
Woody - haven’t seen that one before.) Muse 


or not, Johansson is done no favors here 
by Allen, and when sidled up to Cruz, who’s 
only gotten harder, sexier, and more bedaz- 
zling as she ages, the jejune actress - sorry, 
ingenue - amounts to not much more than a 
blinding blonde with a power pout. The real 
problem - as ever, in Allen’s latter years - is 
the glass-house remove that dogs his writ- 
ing. Vicky Cristina Barcleona is by no means 
a bad film, but it’s irrefutable evidence that 
Allen has aged - or cloistered - himself into 
irrelevance. As non-native speakers, Bardem 
and Cruz - who have a corker of a scene in 
which they comfort each other, in Spanish, 
while being mutually dumped by the third 
leg of their menage a trois - manage the 
formal, stilted-sounding language believably, 
but something is terribly amiss when the 
American actors sound like English is their 
second language. - Kimberley Jones

AMERICAN TEEN D: Nanette Burstein.

We used to fret over the extent to which a film- 
maker’s presence altered the nature of that which 
was under observation. American Teen shows us 
that we really need to pay more attention to the 
ways in which the media-sawy of the subjects can 
shape the outcome of the observation. The teens of 
Warsaw, Ind., the town in which Burstein’s documen- 
tary is set, were born into the era of reality TV, the 
Internet, and instant celebrity. The five high school 
seniors Burstein chooses as her main subjects could 
have come straight from Central Casting - or The 
Breakfast Club : They are the princess, jock, rebel, 
heartthrob, and geek. From the outset, it’s necessary 
to ask if these students are a truly representative 
lot or whether they’re stereotypes that fit Burstein’s 
preconceptions. Burstein ultimately tells us nothing 
about senior year in the heartland of America that 
we didn’t already know. However, the film’s revela- 
tions about our media-soaked society are revelatory.

INDIANA JONES AND THE

This fourth installment is a fine, rollicking, light- 
ning-paced return to form, overflowing with outlandish- 
ly entertaining action set-pieces that fall only some- 
what short of eliciting the “holy cow!” monogram-mat- 
inee panache of Raiders of the Lost Ark. Booted from 
his tenured position as professor of archaeological 
studies at Yale in a McCarthy-esque twist, Dr. Indiana 
Jones (Ford, in fine fettle) is soon back in the thick of 
it, teaming up with a Harley-riding Dean/Brando teen 
rebel named Mutt (LaBeouf) to track down the crystal- 
line cranium of the title.

It’s been seven years since husband-and-wife 
adventurers Rick and Evelyn O’Connell (Fraser, play- 
ing Indy, and Bello, playing Rachel Weisz, poorly) 
last kicked off the wrappings of undead Egyptian 
Imhotep, and by golly, they are one bone-bored 
couple. No more mummies means no more gal- 
livanting around the globe, so they can be excused 
for going all giddy when Her Majesty requests of 
them one final mission. Before you can say, “Hey, 
didn’t Universal Home Video just release the vastly 
superior 1932 original as part of their excellent 
bells-whistles-and-tannis-leaves Universal Legacy 
Series?” the O’Connell family is up to its neck 
in ambulatory terra-cotta warriors, a mother-and- 
daughter pair of immortal Chinese tomb guardians, 
and Li’s reanimated Dragon Emperor.

‘LATE RENT* PENALTIES AND 
CASH RENTAL PAYMENTS 

Are “late rent ” penalties enforceable? 

Yes, if there is a late rent (also known as “late fee”) 
provision is in the lease agreement. Most leases require 
a tenant to pay an additional late fee if the rent is paid 
after the due date and any additional grace period. 
This is allowable under Texas law, even though there is 
no statute in Texas that specifically addresses late fees. 
Late fees are normally in the $25-50 range for typical 
residential leases. A tenant could try to challenge a late 
fee that is extremely excessive (sometimes referred to 
as “unconscionable”), but it is uncertain how a court 
would view the high fees. Be sure to read your lease 
carefully before signing it so that you understand what 
penalties will apply if your rent payment is late. 

My landlord refused to take cash and forced me to come 
back and pay her with a personal check. Does my landlord 
have the right to refuse to accept cash as my rent payment? 

It depends on the terms of your lease agreement. As 
a general rule, Texas law requires a landlord to accept 
a tenant’s timely cash rental payment unless the writ- 
ten lease between the landlord and tenant specifically 
states that the rental payment must be made by some 
other means than cash. For example, some leases 
might require that all rental payments are by check, 
money order, or other negotiable instrument. Paying 
your landlord with a check or other traceable means is 
most likely in your best interests, because there will be 
a clear record of your payment. 

Keep in mind that if you decide to pay in cash in the 
future (assuming your lease does not prohibit you from 
paying in cash), Texas law requires your landlord to do 
several things in order to have a record of the transac- 
tion. First, any landlord that receives a cash rental pay- 
ment must provide the tenant with a written receipt. 
Second, the landlord must enter the payment date and 
amount in a record book maintained by the landlord. A 
tenant may file suit against the landlord requiring com- 
pliance with the law if the landlord refuses to give you a 
written receipt for cash payment. A tenant that files suit 
may recover the greater of one month’s rent or $500 
for each time the landlord refused to provide a written 
receipt, court costs, and reasonable attorneys’ fees.

COOL IDEA FOR TRANSMISSION 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I have a disagreement with my son. Well, 
actually I have many, but one in particular goes 
like this: He says an add-on transmission cooler 
(small radiator) will enhance the performance 
and life of the transmission. I say it doesn’t help 
unless you have high-stress demands, such as a 
lot of towing. Who wins this one? - George 

TOM: I think your kid’s just looking for 
something to do, George. And if you don’t 
let him put a transmission cooler on your car, 
he’s going to build an intercontinental bal- 
listic missile in the basement. 

RAY: I’m afraid the kid’s theory is correct, 
though. While it won’t enhance the car’s per- 
formance, a separate cooler will lengthen the 
life of the transmission. 

TOM: The transmission should last the 
life of the car without an auxiliary cooler. Of 
course, it doesn’t always work out that way, as 
the people at AAMCO can happily tell you. 

RAY: While there are many ways a trans- 
mission can fail, overheating fluid certainly 
is a leading cause. When the fluid over- 
heats, it breaks down. And then it stops 
lubricating properly, which is what ulti- 
mately harms the transmission.

And as you correctly say, 
George, that comes from activities like towing 
things, driving in the mountains, or loading 
up the car with a couple of mothers-in-law. 

TOM: But your kid is right. In general, a 
transmission that runs cooler will last longer.
